Letter to the editor 


We, all members of the 
National Steeplechase Associ¬ 
ation Board of Directors and 
chairs of race meets, are writing 
in response to the editorial con¬ 
cerning steeplechase racing in 
its October issue. We have areas 
of agreement with the editorial, 
and we also have areas of dis¬ 
agreement. 

We will not disagree with the 
editorial’s headline, that the stee¬ 
plechase sport faces big hurdles. 
Like all of Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing, jump racing confronts big 
hurdles every year, and the NS A 
board addresses them while 
keeping its eye on three overrid¬ 
ing commitments. 

We are committed to the 
physical health and well-being 
of the horses and jockeys who 
participate in the sport. We are 
committed to the success of all 
of our race meets, which are and 
will continue to be the heart and 
soul of American steeplechas¬ 
ing. Third, we are committed 
to the economic well-being of 
our owners and trainers through 
higher purses and more racing 
opportunities. 

We agree with the edito¬ 
rial that expansion of racing 
opportunities is vitally impor¬ 
tant for the long-term health of 
the sport. The NSA board and 
staff are working constantly to 
achieve new racing opportuni¬ 
ties for our horsemen. It’s some¬ 
thing we work on every day of 
the year. 

Purses are a big part of 
expanding the sport. Purse 
money attracts horses and 
owners. The NSA achieved 
record purses in 2016, surpass¬ 
ing $6-million for the first time 
ever, and stronger purses benefit 
owners, trainers, and jockeys. 
The growth in purses has been 
at all levels. Minimum purses 
have been raised, and the NSA 
funds a second purse when a 
maiden race attracts enough 
entries to be split into two divi¬ 
sions. 

That $6-million in purses did 
not come easily. While steeple¬ 
chase racing was not as heavily 
impacted by the recession as flat 
racing, it has been a long, hard 
climb over the past eight years. 


The hard work has been done 
by the race meets, which are 
responsible for more than 80 
percent of that purse money. 
They have sold sponsorships; 
they have sold tickets; they have 
sold parking spots and just about 
everything imaginable to achieve 
those purses. Their efforts are to 
be celebrated. 

We are pleased to report that 
our efforts to expand racing 
opportunities are bearing fruit. 
You can read in detail in our 
’Chasing newsletter about the 
new Georgia Steeplechase Race 
Meeting and Festival, which 
will become our spring event 
in the Atlanta region next year. 
This past spring, the new Tryon 
Block House in North Carolina 
made its debut. The new loca¬ 
tion featured a stunning race 
course and much higher purses 
than had been offered by the 
former Block House meet. 

Our Promotion and Growth 
Committee also is striving to 
attract new owners to jump rac¬ 
ing. Steeplechasing now is fea¬ 
tured on OwnerView.com, The 
Jockey Club’s website dedicated 
to attracting new owners, and 
a new Trainers section debuted 
on our website nationalstee- 
plechase.com this fall. Several 
of our younger trainers have 
posted their credentials on the 
website. 

To be sure, we have had 
some disappointments. The 
Marion duPont Scott Colonial 
Cup meet in November was 
canceled because of heavy com¬ 
petition from college football in 
the South Carolina region and 
because of a perceived need to 
bolster the spring Carolina Cup. 
The new Tryon International 
Fall Steeplechase was canceled 
because its organizers did not 
believe they could put on a first- 
class event this year. 

While we are disappointed, 
we did not accept the deci¬ 
sions lightly. NSA Chairman 
Beverly Steinman, who also 
is the Carolina Cup Racing 
Association chairman, went 
to extraordinary lengths in an 
effort to save the Colonial Cup 
meet for this fall. We are encour¬ 
aged that the Marion duPont 


Scott Colonial Cup (Gr. 1) will 
move to the spring and will 
highlight a blockbuster day of 
racing with the Carolina Cup 
in Camden, S.C. In addition, 
the NSA will provide all pos¬ 
sible assistance to the Tryon 
International Equestrian Center 
to help it stage a successful fall 
meet in the future. 

We are exploring the pos¬ 
sibilities of new race meets and 
the revival of former race meets. 
Those discussions are delicate, 
to say the least, and are not 
subject to public discussion until 
the negotiations are completed. 
As they come to fruition, we 
will inform the horsemen of the 
Mid-Atlantic region. 

We had some areas of dis¬ 
agreement with the October 
editorial. While we respect the 
writer’s experience and knowl¬ 
edge, the proposals—imposing 
racing dates on meets, increas¬ 
ing the owner’s contributions to 
purses, and profit-sharing—can¬ 
not be implemented for various 
reasons. 

The success of the race 
meets is dependent on the 
business decisions that they 
make, including when they will 
run their meets. The National 
Steeplechase Association is per¬ 
haps the ultimate decentralized 
sports organization. Beyond 
safety concerns, the NSA does 
not tell the race meets how to 
conduct their meets. Are there 
some dates on the spring and fall 
schedules that are crowded? Of 
course there are. But the NSA 
cannot tell the International 
Gold Cup, for instance, that it 
should move its date to the first 
Saturday in October. It can’t 
happen, and it won’t happen. 

The editorial suggested that 
an additional 1 percent sur¬ 
charge be placed on all race 
purses to generate funds for 
additional racing opportunities. 
Owning race horses is a tough 
business, and all of us have at 
one time or another had horses 
in training. We know how diffi¬ 
cult it is to break even or achieve 
a small profit. Being close to 
break-even keeps many owners 
in the game. To take another 
1 percent from our owners 


would be unfair and counter¬ 
productive, in our view. We 
want them to have more income 
through higher purses, not less. 

Our race meets operate 
not only for the benefit of our 
horsemen but also for the ben¬ 
efit of their communities. The 
editorial suggested that some 
of the more prosperous meets 
should share their income with 
meets with fewer resources. Our 
respective legal counsel have 
told us that the IRS regulations 
governing nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions such as the race meets 
require that any income be com¬ 
mitted to the charitable benefi¬ 
ciary. Thus, any revenue-sharing 
would be a violation of law. 

Moreover, the NSA board 
would never suggest such a dis¬ 
tribution. The race meets, all 
of them, work round the year 
to generate purse money and 
charitable donations for their 
communities. At the same time, 
the NSA board and staff always 
are ready to help any meet that 
wants assistance in any aspect of 
putting on a race meet. 

In conclusion, the NSA 
board and its staff are working 
continually to achieve success 
and growth for our sport. We 
welcome innovative and out-of- 
the-box thinking, although we 
must view those ideas in light 
of the realities of our sport. In 
the meantime, we will keep our 
efforts focused on the goal of 
achieving growth for jump rac¬ 
ing in America.

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Brushwood-bred leads Mid-Atlantic 
yearlings at Keeneland sale 


A filly by Tapit out of Wile Cat (by Storm Cat), one of the 
last Pennsylvania-bred yearlings to represent Brushwood 
Farm at the sales, brought the highest bid of 75 Mid- 
Adantic-breds sold at the 12-day Keeneland September sale in 
Lexington, Ky., from Sept. 11-23. Don Alberto Corporation 
went to $700,000 for the half-sister to Group 3 winner 
and Breeders’ Cup-placed Shumoos and granddaughter of 
Brushwood’s famed matron Strategic Maneuver. Sold by 
Baccari Bloodstock, agent, the filly had gone through the ring 
as a weanling as part of the Brushwood bloodstock reduction 
at the Keeneland November sale, selling for $500,000; her dam 
sold at the same sale for $600,000. From 2010 through this year, 
five yearlings out of Wile Cat sold through the September sale 
for a total of $2,135,000. Another was a buyback at $325,000.

Adopted: New regulations regarding 
the withholding and reporting of pari¬ 
mutuel proceeds, the U.S. Treasury Depart¬ 
ment and the Internal Revenue Service. 
The National Thoroughbred Racing 
Association has long pressed for these 
updated regulations that will allow horse- 
players to keep more of their winnings, 
thereby increasing the amount wagered on 
U.S. pari-mutuel racing by as much as 10 
percent annually, or upwards of $1 billion, 
according to independent estimates. The 
new rules will go into full effect by no later 
than Nov. 14, with many tracks, tote com¬ 
panies and advance deposit wagering com¬ 
panies making changes last month. 

“These landmark U.S. Treasury regula¬ 
tions will have an enormously positive 
impact on horseplayers, the racing industry, 
and the federal government,” said NTRA 
president and CEO Alex Waldrop. “I am 
extremely proud of the NTRA’s legisla¬ 
tive team for spearheading this effort, 
which will prove to be among the most 
meaningful regulatory advances made by 
our industry in decades. The results of this 
much-needed measure will be horseplayers 


keeping more of their winnings, racetracks 
generating more pari-mutuel handle, and 
government collecting additional tax rev¬ 
enue. This is a sure bet where everyone 
wins!” 

Waldrop also credited Rep. John 
Yarmuth of Kentucky, Rep. Pat Meehan 
of Pennsylvania, Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell of Kentucky and other 
supporters on Capitol Hill. Under the new 
regulations, the IRS will consider the inclu¬ 
sion of a bettor’s entire investment in a 
single pari-mutuel pool when determining 
the amount reported or withheld for tax 
purposes, as opposed to only the amount 
wagered on the correct result. For example, 
the amount wagered by a Pick Six player 
who hits with one of 140 combinations on 
a $1- minimum wager now will be $140, 
which is the total amount bet into the Pick 
Six pool. This more accurate calculation 
will remove the significant reporting and 
withholding obligations on horseplayers 
and the unnecessary paperwork for the 
IRS that was a result of the prior rule that 
used only the $1 bet on the single winning 
combination as the amount wagered. 


Presented: The S. Bryce Wing trophy 
to rider, trainer and amateur timber enthu¬ 
siast Joe Davies by the Maryland Hunt 
Cup Association. Given to a person who 
has made an outstanding contribution to 
Maryland timber racing, the award honors 
the memory of S. Bryce Wing, a member 
of the association from 1939 until his 
death at age 85 in 1975 and secretary of the 
Hunt Cup from 1956-66 and also president 
of the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association from 1948-64. 

Davies was raised fox hunting with his 
mother Ellie and stepfather John Schapiro. 
Davies had a successful amateur riding 
career by winning many Maryland timber 
races, including three Hunt Cups (1998, 
2000, 2005). More recently, he has expe¬ 
rienced success as a trainer with back-to- 
back Hunt Cup wins with Senior Senator 
(2016) and Derwins Prospector (2017). 
This feat was last accomplished by a men¬ 
tor of Davies’, Tom Voss in 1998 with 
Florida Law (ridden by Davies) and 1999 
with Welter Weight. Davies ensures ama¬

Announced: His retirement (effec¬ 
tive Jan. 1), Monmouth Park/Darby 
Development president Bob Kulina, from 
a career in racing that started in 1972. “It 
has been my honor and privilege to be 
associated with Monmouth Park for nearly 
my entire life,” said Kulina, whose first 
job with the New Jersey track was claims 
clerk. “From the beginning, this has always 
been my home away from home and my 
extended family. I thank everyone for their 
hard work and support over the years and 
appreciate their good wishes.” 

The son of a trainer, Kulina grew up in 
the racing industry. The graduate of West 
Virginia’s University of Charleston worked 
as a racing official at various racetracks 




before being named Monmouth Park rac¬ 
ing secretary in 1977. He developed the 
popular overnight stakes program, a stan¬ 
dard in the industry. 

After 15 years as racing secretary, 
Kulina was named general manager/ 
Thoroughbred racing in 1991. Soon there¬ 
after he added that title at the Meadowlands 
and oversaw Thoroughbred operations for 
the New Jersey Sports and Exposition 
Authority racetracks until 2012.

Upon the signing of a lease of Mon¬ 
mouth Park to the New Jersey Thorough¬ 
bred Horsemen’s Association in 2012, 
Kulina was named president of Darby 
Development, the management company 
for the racetrack.

Sources: Deal could bring 
Colonial Downs back to life

A deal in the works could return live Thoroughbred racing to Virginia’s Colonial 
Downs racetrack. Sources have told The Racing Biz that at least two suitors for 
the track, both with substantial experience in the racing industry, have held dis¬ 
cussions with Jacobs Entertainment, which owns Colonial, about purchasing the 
mothballed facility. A senior representative of Colonial Downs declined to comment. 

It appears that no contract has been finalized, but the asking price for the New 
Kent track reportedly has dropped from perhaps as much as $50 million to $20 mil¬ 
lion, according to one source. Cushman and Wakefield/Thalheimer have represented 
the owner on the sale of the off-track betting facilities that Colonial Downs formerly 
owned throughout the state. 

Any deal would need support from numerous parties, including the state Racing 
Commission, New Kent County government, and the state’s horsemen; and there’s 
clearly still work to do on that front. 

“The owner of Colonial hasn’t shared anything with us,” replied Rodney Hatha¬ 
way, the County Administrator for New Kent County. “We would be excited about 
the prospects of Colonial reopening.” 

Frank Petramalo, executive director of the Virginia Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, said that he was very much aware of the conversations taking 
place. “I have talked to a prospective buyer that approached us about our interest in 
working on an agreement and bringing racing back to Virginia and told him that we’d 
be very interested,” he said. 

The track has been mothballed since 2014 at the conclusion of the harness meet, 
with the gates chained and little visibility of the facility. It fell victim to a dispute 
between Jacobs, Colonial’s owner, and the state’s horsemen, which flared up following 
the 2013 Thoroughbred meeting there, the most recent Thoroughbred meeting held 
at Colonial. That dispute centered on the number of racing days to be held. 

In the aftermath of the shutdown, new legislation led to the formation of the 
Virginia Equine Alliance, a partnership of the HBPA; the Virginia Thoroughbred 
Association, which represents Thoroughbred breeders; the Virginia Harness Horse 
Association; and the Virginia Gold Cup Association representing jump interests. 

Any new prospective owner of Colonial Downs would likely have to craft a deal 
with the Maryland Jockey Club, which may prove trickier now than it once was. Under 
the previous arrangement, racing went dark in Maryland when Colonial went live. . . 
The situation in Maryland has changed substantially since 2013.

Marilyn Haegele of Second Call 
Thoroughbred Adoption and Placement, 
the aftercare organization based at 
Monmouth Park, has an admitted soft 
spot for graded stakes winner Joey P. 
Haegele houses many of Second Call’s 
adoptees at her farmette in Shamong, N.J., 
giving them the necessary physical and 
mental downtime before they are phased 
into permanent homes. 

The 17.1-hand dark bay gelding by 
Close Up out of the Luckey Jin Beau 
mare Luckey Lipco came through Second 
Call upon retirement at age 9 in 2011. 
Laurie Condurso-Lane, co-founder and 


director of the program, maintains an 
office at the Oceanport track and is 
constantly in the loop when trainers are 
looking to place horses at the conclusion 
of their careers. Joey P. was no stranger 
to the Monmouth community when 
breeder/owner John Petrini and trainer 
Ben Perkins Jr. were thinking beyond the 
horse’s final start. 

“Second Call’s president, Jane Gilbert, 
had always been a huge fan of Joey’s,” 
Haegele said. “I think she followed his 
career quite closely. So when he got close 
to retirement, she already had a line on 
bringing him into our program. She loves 
these tough old competitors — as I do.” 

Monmouth recognized the horse 
with a special day after his retirement, 
honoring his record of 48-18-10-1 and his 


lifetime earnings of $1,081,167. Debuting 
there as a 2-year-old in August 2004, he 
was a win machine the next year, scoring 
in five of his eight starts. His first graded 
stakes win came on July 4, 2005, in the 
track’s Jersey Shore Breeders’ Cup-G3. He 
won a few of Monmouth’s stakes more 
than once: the Friendly Lover Handicap 
in 2005 and 2007, and the John J. Reilly 
Handicap in 2006, 2008 and 2009. 

“Here’s a horse that did everything that 
was ever asked of him and then some,” 
Haegele said. “He ran on everything. He 
was fast, he ran short, and he ran a route 
of ground. He’d had the typical throat 
surgeries, he had colic surgery, and he’d 
been hospitalized for pneumonia. And 
always he’d come back and run his 
eyeballs out.”

But those same qualities that made him such a formidable 
foe on the track nearly served as a deterrent in his future 
placement. When he arrived at Haegele’s farm, she realized that 
this was not going to be a horse for just anyone. He was big, he 
was strong, and in his mind, he was still a racehorse. His throat 
issues presented another stumbling block, as further veterinary 
inspection revealed atrophy that could not be corrected by 
additional treatments or surgeries. Anyone willing to adopt him 
would need to be well-versed in the care and feeding of a horse 
with his condition. 

After a brief stint in Shamong with Haegele, Joey P. was sent 
to a private farm in South Carolina with trainer Derek Ryan 
where he served as a lead pony for young horses for about a 
year. When his feet began to bother him, he made the trip back 
to New Jersey with Ryan. After much discussion, he was again to 
be offered for adoption, but with the caveat that he would only 
be placed in the perfect fit and situation. 

Another factor to be considered was Joey P.’s aloof, detached 
demeanor. According to Haegele, he’s not one to bond with just 
anyone—but when that connection is made, he’s very compliant. 

“For a while, we didn’t think he was eligible for adoption at 
all; we thought he would just become a pensioner. But then a 
couple of people expressed interest in him, so we thought well 
we’ll try—who are we do deny him a permanent home if they get 
along with him?” 

Second Call utilizes the expertise of show-horse trainers in 
the region who have the client base and connections to cast 
out a wide net in search of suitable owners. Most compete on 
smaller local circuits, finding horses for riders of all experience 
and age brackets. 

It was through one of those contacts that Myra Farr of 
Pughtown, Pa., found her way to Joey P. Farr, who rode strictly 
for pleasure, had the horse for a few years and adored him. 

But when illness and physical limitations prohibited her from 
continuing to care for him, she reached out to Haegele, and Joey 
P. headed back to New Jersey this past August. 

“We had actually put him out of our minds because we 
thought it was a done deal. But then we got the call from his 
owner late this summer, and I felt terrible for her. It was a 
horrible decision to have to make. But she took fabulous care of 
him. He came back here looking tremendous.” 

Regardless, Second Call decided not to seek another 
placement as a riding horse for Joey P, now 15. An “out-of-the- 
blue” call to Old Friends proved fruitful when it was discovered 
that the gelding meets the qualifications to retire to the 
Georgetown, Ky., facility. Reports are that paddocks are currently 
being built to house him and another Jersey-bred on Haegele’s 
farm, Hop Skip and Away. The 12-year-old son of Gold Fever 
was a multiple stakes winner and won a dozen of his 81 starts 
while earning $718,063. 

“He’s another really neat guy,” Haegele said. “He can’t be 
ridden due to a dry joint, but this horse has a real sense of 
humor. If I had the acreage, I’d have a million horses.” 

Although thrilled that they’ve found their forever home, 
Haegele will hate to see both of the “Jersey Boys” head to 
Kentucky. And Joey P. will keep a special place in her heart. 

“He really is a neat horse; a lot of personality. And I swear if 
you loaded him into the starting gate today, he’d still give it his 
best go.” #

Checking in, 
looking back 
as Nov. arrives 

N ovember? It’s November? Yes, it’s 
November. Rake the leaves, start 
finalizing your stallion bookings, 
debate your neighbors on who should be 
Horse of the Year and stay busy follow¬ 
ing Thoroughbreds from one end of the 
region to the other. Some observations 
from September and October to feed the 
discussion: 

■ Maybe Virginia got it right. This isn’t 
to say every state should try to build a 
Thoroughbred program without a race¬ 
track (though the gears of rumor squeak 
of a potential buyer for Colonial Downs), 
but Virginia’s Thoroughbred industry got 
creative and will get a boost from its vari¬ 
ous ideas to promote state-bred and state- 
certified racehorses. 

Owners of Virginia horses, be they 
foaled in the state or simply raised there, 
will receive bonus payments for racetrack 
victories outside the state. 

Breeders didn’t leave—as evidenced by 
recent wins on big stages at Saratoga (by 
Virginia-raised Sadler’s Joy) and Monmouth 
Park (by Virginia-bred Just Call Kenny). 
Sales yearlings already prep in Virginia— 
at Audley Farm, Lazy Lane Farm, Morgan’s 
Ford Farm and newer operations Old 


Chapel Farm and Chilly Bleak Farm 
among others. Now they’ve got another 
marketing tool for their horses and all 
should feel the impact of the new certified 
program which encourages breeders to 
raise horses in Virginia (no matter where 
they’re foaled). 

The program rewards investment in 
the industry, wisely spends purse money 
raised from off-track betting facilities and 
account-wagering hubs and shows anyone 
outside the industry how much good can 
come from a little support. 

Virginia also provides an example of 
cooperation between states with restricted 
races at Charles Town (in West Virginia) 
and Laurel Park (in Maryland) which can’t 
be anything but positive. See that model 
and build it in other states. 

Virginia even linked its incentive pro¬ 
gram to steeplechase races, meaning own¬ 
ers and breeders of Virginia-bred and 
Virginia-certified steeplechase horses don’t 
get shut out of the program-even though 
they signed up just like everyone else. 

From here, bravo. Keep it rolling. And 
imagine how much more fun this will all 
be if (when?) racing returns to Colonial 
Downs. 

I You go to the Pennsylvania Derby and 
Cotillion at Parx Racing? Fve been going 
to the races at the Philadelphia track since 
the 1970s when it was called Keystone and 
it—sorry—was never on my list of favor¬ 
ite places. Keystone reminded me of an 
airport or a shopping mall or some other 
means-to-an-end kind of place. People 
went, raced horses or bet on horses, and 
went home. 

When the name changed to Philadelphia 
Park, the place didn’t change all that much 
though I always wondered what happened 
to the giant K from the side of the build¬ 
ing. Renamed Parx Racing and Casino in 
2009, old Keystone got a massive facelift 
and literally sparkles though it still doesn’t 
quite have the charm of some of the 
region’s other venues with more history. 

But if you went racing there Sept. 23, 
you left impressed. The racing was strong. 
The names were big (face it, Mike Smith, 
Javier Castellano, John Velazquez, Bob 
Baffert and company don’t come to the 


region all that often). The horses were 
important. The place was alive, welcom¬ 
ing, fun. 

Most importantly, the fans were enthu¬ 
siastic. Baffert signed autographs, posed 
for photos and laughed at a “Hey Bob, 
you want a cheesesteak?” question from 
the other side of the paddock fence. The 
Hall of Fame trainer also later marveled 
at three E-A-G-L-E-S cheers bellowed at 
him in the winner’s circle. Smith couldn’t 
go more than a few steps without signing 
something or acknowledging an old friend. 
Fve seen the interactions multiple times 
now—with Steve Asmussen when My Miss 
Aurelia got up in the 2012 Cotillion, with 
Art Sherman when California Chrome 
tried the 2014 Pennsylvania Derby, with 
Jerry Hollendorfer and Rick Porter when 
Songbird shined in the 2016 Cot illi on. 

The fans at Parx are engaged on 
Pennsylvania Derby Day. There are a lot of 
them. And they love their horses. Thanks 
for helping put on the show. 

■ Not that it ever went anywhere, but 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic yearling sale 
is back. It was encouraging to see strong 
statistics, big-time buyers and some world- 
class yearlings at the two-day sale Oct. 2-3. 
The average topped $25,000 for the first 
time since 2013, with the results swelling 
to 312 yearlings sold (the highest number 
since 2011). 

Clearly, regional incentives for owners 
are pushing demand and breeders/con¬ 
signors are providing quality horses. As it 
should, racetrack success will be the ulti¬ 
mate decider on buyer participation. A 
breakthrough sire based in the region 
would surely help the cause as well (no 
pressure boys). Beyond that, regional 
breeders can help the cause by choosing 
Timonium over other sales—I know, I 
know, Kentucky drives the market but 
complaints about regional results don’t 
sound so relevant when you don’t sell 
regionally. 

■ Laurel Park remembers Ben’s Cat with 
a memorial service and burial of the 
Maryland-bred great’s ashes near the pad- 
dock at 10:30 a.m. Nov. 11. It will be sad. 
It’ll be great. Everybody should be there.

Thoroughbred tradition lives on at stately Montpelier

A t age 9, Florida-bred Baby Trend made his last start. It was his 
93rd race and he finished seventh; despite racing every few weeks, 
he hadn’t won in more than a year, and on a January night at 
Charles Town in 2006, he was tacked up as a racehorse for the last time. 

What happened next isn’t clear, not at least to the people who now 
take care of Baby Trend. He had earned $165,000—the hard way, as they 
say, less than $1,800 per start—and not long after that last race but not 
directly from the track, he showed up at the Thoroughbred Retirement 
Foundation’s farm at Montpelier, the historic home of James and Dolley 
Madison in Orange, Va., about 90 miles from the track where Baby Trend 
ran his last race. 


“It took years to put him back togeth¬ 
er,” said Kim Wilkins, who manages the 
farm and oversees its retirement, retrain¬ 
ing, and adoption programs. “He was try¬ 
ing to die.” 

Wilkins doesn’t know where Baby 
Trend went between his last race and his 
arrival at Montpelier, though she suspects 
that he was rescued from an auction that 
sells horses to slaughter. She does know 
that he’d had a gate accident at some point, 
resulting in a wound that required more 
than 100 stitches and two surgeries that led 
to complications that made it difficult for 
him to eat. 


Wilkins, who has been with TRF 
Montpelier since it was established in 2003 
and who prior to that served in the United 
States Army, said that she was “horrified” 
when she saw him. 

“They’d given up,” she said of Baby 
Trend and the horse who arrived with 
him. “They were so thin, they wouldn’t eat. 
You’d walk up to them and they wouldn’t 
acknowledge you, they wouldn’t pick up 
their heads. They just stared off into the 
distance.” 

When a horse in bad shape shows up 
at the farm, a sanctuary in addition to a 
retraining program, Wilkins has a decision 


to make. Like most aftercare organizations, 
Montpelier lacks the funds for extensive 
rehabilitation; though the TRF will take 
on horses that aren’t sound enough for 
retraining, Wilkins can’t allocate the thou¬ 
sands of dollars some horses require in 
order to be pasture sound, and she won’t 
do it if she thinks the horse faces a lifetime 
of pain or discomfort. 

“It’s a balancing act,” she said pragmati¬ 
cally, driving around the farm’s 250 acres 
on a resplendent summer day. “I’ve gotten 
horses off the trailer and right away called 
the vet to have them euthanized. I know 
that no matter what I do, they’re never 
going to be sound or happy, and they’re 
always going to be in pain. 

“But with these two,” she said, “I didn’t 
see any reason they couldn’t be pasture 
sound. It took Baby Trend two years and 
the surgeries on his salivary gland that had 
been damaged in the gate accident, but he 
made it. He’s fine and he’s happy. He was 
worth the effort.” 

Baby Trend is one of 50 horses sup¬ 
ported by the TRF at Montpelier, but the 
equine legacy of the historic estate goes far 
beyond its racing retirees. 

At one time the base of Marion duPont 
Scott’s racing and training operation, which 
produced champions on the flat and over 
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fences, it has also housed horses in training 
in addition to those whose racing days are 
finished. Each November, in a tradition 
begun by Scott in 1929, the property hosts 
the Montpelier Hunt Races steeplechase 
meet. The rite of fall attracts thousands 
of tailgating spectators and the National 
Steeplechase Association’s biggest names 
with a full day of racing kicked off by 
the traditional l-mile dirt flat race (the 
only dirt race on the NS A calendar) on 
Montpelier’s training track and headlined 
by the Noel Laing Stakes over the tradi¬ 
tional brush fences. 

Montpelier is a traditional place. The 
course makes a wide left-handed sweep 
of the property, with horses frequently 
disappearing from view of the spectators 
and even the announcer. There are down¬ 
hill sections, uphill sections, trees, a tight 
stretch turn to the finish line. The saddling 
paddock looks much like it did 50 years 
ago. Tailgaters line the course, and enter¬ 
tain at elaborate set-ups of every shape and 
description. 

The Laing, named after the amateur 
jockey and trainer who won the Maryland 
Hunt Cup aboard Montpelier’s Trouble 
Maker in 1932, counts among its previous 
winners champions Zaccio, Fire Control, 


Soothsayer, Tuscalee, Slip Away, future 
English chasing star Tingle Creek and oth¬ 
ers. It’s a race for jumpers, stayers, crafty 
horses who can handle the hills and the 
turns. Mon Villez (Ft) won it three times. 
In five starts around the course, Decoy 
Daddy (Ire) collected four wins and a 
second. 

Martha Strawther, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Montpelier Steeplechase and 
Equestrian Foundation, appreciates the 
history involved and calls the races a link 
to the property’s past and future. 

“They were always open to the public,” 
she said of the races. “And now we raise 
money to support the Montpelier estate.” 

That estate and the mansion that sits on 
it are properties of the National Trust for 
Historic Preservation. The entire property 
comprises more than 2,500 acres, origi¬ 
nally called Mount Pleasant and settled in 
the early 18th century by James Madison’s 
grandfather Ambrose Madison. The man¬ 
sion dates to 1820 and was the primary 
home of the fourth President of the 
United States and his wife Dolley. 

After passing through a variety of 
hands, Montpelier was purchased in 1901 
by William duPont, scion of the promi¬ 


nent Delaware family that made its for¬ 
tune in gunpowder beginning in the early 
19th century. DuPont’s children Marion 
and William Jr. spent their early years in 
England and at Montpelier, where they 
learned to ride horses and were frequent 
foxhunters. When the elder duPont died in 
1928, Marion became the home’s primary 
resident, and over time she established a 
racing and breeding program of national 
and international renown. 

She married Thomas Somerville in 1925 
and campaigned her racehorses, including 
the great Trouble Maker, as Mrs. Thomas 
Somerville. Divorced from Somerville in 
1935, she later married actor Randolph 
Scott (the best man from her first wed¬ 
ding) and retained his name though they 
divorced in 1939. 

In a lifetime with Thoroughbreds, Scott 
and her brother William Jr. developed suc¬ 
cessful breeding and racing stables and 
were also responsible for the creation of 
the Montpelier Hunt Races, Delaware 
Park, the Iroquois course in Nashville, 
Maryland’s Fair Hill race course, Springdale 
Race Course in Camden, S.C., and numer¬ 
ous other equine facilities. 

Scott died in 1983 and, though the 
Montpelier property left the duPont fam-

ily in 1984, her equine legacy carries on 
proudly, beginning with the graveyard nes¬ 
tled in a shady bower where lie buried her 
horses Accra, Annapolis and Battleship. 

Annapolis, a son of Man o’ War, fin¬ 
ished second in the 1929 Wood Memorial, 
went on to win the Billy Barton steeple¬ 
chase stakes two years later and became a 
stallion at Montpelier-siring steeplechase 
champions Benguala, Mercator, The Mast 
and Rouge Dragon among others. 

A daughter of Annapolis, Accra 
was a star broodmare. Her second foal, 
Mandingo, won 41 races and placed in the 
Whitney and Suburban. Her third, Songai, 
was a stakes winner over jumps. Her fourth 
foal, born in England in 1950, outdid 
them all. Neji, named for the Rudyard 
Kipling character, became a three-time 


steeplechase champion (1955, 1957, 1958) 
and retired as the sport’s leading earner. 
In 1966, he became a Hall of Famer. Neji 
achieved all that for Lillian Phipps after 
being sold by Scott as a yearling—not that 
the owner wasn’t rewarded. Accra’s subse¬ 
quent foals included 1963 turf champion 
and $800,000 earner Mongo, stakes winner 
Nahodah and steeplechase stakes winner 
Nala. 

Montpelier was a breeding/ racing 
juggernaut of the time, producing stee¬ 
plechase champions Shipboard (1956), 
Benguala (1960) and Soothsayer (1972) 
plus other standouts Rouge Dragon, 
Mercator, Floating Island, Sea Legs and 
Hampton Roads over jumps. On the flat 
side, Mongo (who beat the great Kelso 
twice) was a standout but even he had 
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company. Bred by Scott, Parka won a turf 
championship in 1965 for Pelican Stable 
and trainer Jimmy Croll. Saratoga finished 
second to Nashua in the 1955 Preakness. 
Bushongo was a leading 3-year-old of 
1974. In 1976, Montpelier’s Proud Delta 
won an Eclipse Award as champion older 
mare. 

As good as those horses were, nobody 
matched Battleship. 

Foaled in Kentucky in 1927, the son 
of Man o’ War and the Sea Sick mare 
Quarantaine won 10 races on the flat for 
his breeder Walter Salmon before Scott 
paid $12,000 for the then 5-year-old in 
1932. Sent jumping in 1933, he won three 
of four including Pimlico’s Billy Barton 
Steeplechase. The next season, Battleship 


won the American Grand National at 
Belmont Park, earning steeplechase 
Horse of the Year honors from Horse and 
Horseman magazine. 

And then the little chestnut became 
an expat. Scott set her sights, improbably 
to many observers, on the English Grand 
National at Aintree-a 4-mile, 30-fence race 
founded in 1839. Withdrawn from the race 
in 1937 because trainer Reginald Hobbs 
thought a 156-pound weight assignment 
was too much, Battleship stormed home 
in the 1938 renewal at 40-1—under 160. 
Ridden by Hobbs’ 17-year-old son Bruce, 
Battleship became the first American- 
owned and -bred winner of the historic 
race. 

Like many of the horses that currently 
populate the property, Battleship came to 


Montpelier to retire. Unlike them, he had 
a second career as a stallion, siring top 
steeplechase and flat runners. His sons 
Shipboard (racing for Montpelier) and War 
Battle won steeplechase championships. 
Battleship died on the estate in 1958. 

The pale blue, pink and white Montpelier 
silks continued to find success on the flat 
and over jumps for decades. Montpelier 
led the country’s steeplechase owners by 
earnings in 1958, 1960, 1971 and 1972. 
Beyond Montpelier, Scott was instrumen¬ 
tal in the preservation of Springdale Race 
Course and training center in Camden, 
S.C. She purchased the property, home to 
the Carolina Cup Races, in the 1950s and 
later launched the $100,000 Colonial Cup 
international steeplechase as a fall champi¬ 
onship race. 
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The year after Scott’s death, Montpelier 
became the property of the National Trust 
for Historic Preservation, something she 
had requested in her will (in South Carolina, 
Springdale was gifted to the state). But if 
the duPont family’s involvement with the 
estate ended then, the family’s legacy lives 
on in the annual steeplechase meet and the 
equine operations that found their way to 
the farm. 

“I was on the race committee [for 
the hunt races] when I was still stabled 
in Charlottesville,” said trainer Beale 
“Woodberry” Payne, who bases his break¬ 
ing/training business at the property. 
“Montpelier built a new steeplechase barn 
for raceday, and I thought, ‘What a great 
facility that would be for horses for the 
rest of the year.’ So I got in touch with 
Montpelier and they agreed to let me be a 
tenant there.” 

Payne trains his 60 horses over the same 
track on which Battleship worked, a track 
built by Scott. He’s been stabled there for 
18 years. 


“It’s such a great atmosphere,” said 
Payne, who knew Scott when he was a 
child. “We’ve got long hacks from the barn 
to the racetrack, we’ve got turf gallops, 
and we’ve got a state-of-the-art dirt track. 
Mrs. Scott had the wherewithal to put in 
the best quality, and it’s lasted for 80 years.” 

Payne said this fall that his lease was 
recently renewed for two years, and that his 
business is healthy. Until recently, trainer 
Patrick Jenkins ran a smaller operation 
(which included prepping young horses for 
his father Rodney) out of the older barn 
adjacent to the dirt track. 

“It’s special for me because I grew up 
around here,” said Payne. “I remember 
ham biscuits and oyster soup at the races. 
This is what I grew up with.” 

Payne and the other various entities 
that call Montpelier home operate inde¬ 
pendently, but the various stakeholders 
frequently work together. 

The TRF’s Wilkins expressed gratitude 
to Jenkins and Payne for work on the 


farm’s maintenance, and Payne paid credit 
to new efforts to improve and maintain the 
dirt track surface. In 2015, a fundraiser for 
the TRF was part of the races. 

The event featured the work of a dozen 
local artists who set up shop at Montpelier 
in advance of the races, creating work that 
was auctioned off in the TRF Gallery Tent. 
The fundraiser gives the organization a 
chance to showcase its work in front of the 
18,000 people who attend. 

“The event has become so popular that 
it’s become sort of a homecoming,” said 
Strawther. “We get people who used to live 
here coming back from about 23 states.” 

While the Montpelier chapter of the 
TRF relies on the parent organization for 
funding major costs like insurance, a local 
committee oversees smaller fundraisers 
and fosters connections between the com¬ 
munity and the retirement farm. 

“We started a committee so that we’d be 
able to keep our local funds local and pay 
our bills down here,” explained Wilkins. 
“The committee is about 10 people, includ-

ing Peggy Augustus and Caroline Beverley, 
who were instrumental in getting the TRF 
at Montpelier to begin with .” 

The financial reserves on hand, Wilkins 
said, enable her to buy staples like feed, hay 
and diesel fuel from local merchants. 

The TRF staff of two full-time employ¬ 
ees is supplemented by a couple of part- 
timers and local volunteers, including 
Jeanne Miles, who, when she sold her farm 
several years ago, bought her next one 
closer to Montpelier. She partners with 
Wilkins on re-training, on the farm and on 
the nearby trails. 

“I had to have my last Thoroughbred 
put down,” said Miles, who began volun¬ 
teering eight years ago, “and when I was 
looking at local horse organizations, I came 
across the TRF. Fve ridden all my life and I 
really like working with horses in training.” 

The Montpelier horses get their starts 
at the TRF’s Wallkill Correctional Facility 
program in New York, often the first stop 
after leaving the racetrack. Farm manager 
Jim Tremper and the inmates who have 
been accepted into the Second Chances 
program—named for the horses, though 
the program often becomes a second 
chance for the inmates as well-rehab any 
minor injuries and get them used to being 
around humans on a farm and not at the 
racetrack. When that’s accomplished and 


they’re ready for basic retraining, they head 
to another TRF facility. 

Among the Wallkill graduates that 
have come to Montpelier are three of the 
neglected horses found at Ernie Paragallo’s 
New York farm in 2009. 

“Jim did such a good job with those 
girls,” Wilkins said with admiration. 
“They’d never seen a human in their lives, 
and by the time they got here, we were able 
to put bridles and saddles on them, and we 
were able to adopt out two of them. One’s 
a polo pony and one’s a pleasure horse, and 
their new owners love them.” 

Ideally, Wilkins will have 10 horses in 
a retraining program, the other 40 per¬ 
manent residents of the farm. She also 
tends to minor maintenance issues and 
works with the Montpelier estate on larger 
projects, which can present challenges that 
most Thoroughbred farms don’t have to 
worry about. 

“If we want to put up a new fence 
or run-in shed, we have to check with 
the archaeologists first,” she explained. 
“They’ll dig it up, and if the area is declared 
'Madison-free,’ we get to build. If they find 
an artifact, they go to work and we find a 
new site.” 

Though Wilkins didn’t see combat dur¬ 
ing her four years in the military—she 
was an all-source intelligence analyst, for 


a time based in Fort Monmouth in New 
Jersey—she is keen to explore how horses 
can be used in therapy with veterans, and 
she and TRF director of external affairs 
Diana Pikulski have begun talking to the 
Equine Assisted Growth and Learning 
Association and have established a pilot 
program in California they hope to bring 
to Virginia next year. 

As Wilkins makes her rounds of the 
various paddocks and pastures, she calls 
every horse by name, telling each one’s 
story, noting the aches and pains that will 
prevent them from doing much more than 
hanging out with their equine friends in a 
pasture. 

“You didn’t do very well on the track, 
did you?” she said affectionately to a horse 
known as Angus. “You ran 21 times and 
made $31,000. You didn’t even buy your 
own breakfast, Sunshine.” 

Angus may not have wanted to run fast, 
but he’s shown some willingness to learn 
in the arena. His next step was to be tested 
on a trail ride, accompanied by a more 
experienced horse. 

Not all of the current Montpelier resi¬ 
dents came from obscure racing careers. 
Correggio (Ire), the 1996 champion 
steeplechaser and multiple Grade 1 win¬ 
ner, including the Marion duPont Scott 
Colonial Cup at Camden, arrived on St. 
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Patrick’s Day 2004 on a van with two 
other jumpers, Mario (Ire) and Green 
Highlander. All three had been owned by 
Bill Lickle and trained by Janet Elliot. 

“I was praying that they had manners,” 
recalled Wilkins. “That big trailer couldn’t 
get up to the barn, so they were unloaded a 
half a mile away, at the visitors center. And 
all three of them behaved perfectly. I was 
thrilled and said, £ I want these boys.’” 

Though Elliot eventually ended up tak¬ 
ing Green Highlander back, Correggio 
spent years at Montpelier until he was 
euthanized due to complications from a 
hock infection in 2010. 

Grade 1 winner Mario, now 26, is still 
at Montpelier. 

“He’s out in a field with Baby Trend 
and another gelding, Blue Hawaii,” said 
Wilkins. “He looks like an old man now, 
and he just hangs out with the guys.” 

When Wilkins arrived at Montpelier 
in 2003, the barns had fallen into disuse. 
When she got a call that the first horses 
had been loaded onto a van and were on 
their way, she rushed to get the first fences 

up- 

Fourteen years later, the farm exudes 
love and care; one volunteer has painted 
decorations on some of the jumps in the 
training ring, and plaques adorn paddocks 
with the names of sponsors who have con¬ 
tributed to their upkeep. 

“The place is amazing,” said Pikulski. 
“Not just in terms of the history and 
Madison, but in terms of the steeplechase 
racing and Mrs. duPont and her legacy. 
It’s also some of the best horse country 
in terms of your horses being healthy and 
happy. 

“Add in that it’s a tourist draw,” she 
continued, “and we think it’s a great part¬ 
nership.” ^

Virginia’s Montpelier ivas home base for champions

I f you’re a history buff, the grand Montpelier estate in Orange, Va., is 
the home of James Madison, the fourth president of the United States, 
and his wife Dolley. If your interests lie in Thoroughbred breeding 
and racing, both flat and steeplechase, Montpelier is the home and training 
center of the late Marion duPont Scott. 


But for Jill Byrne, Montpelier was just 
home—the place where her father worked, 
the place where she grew up, and the place 
where she first got on a horse. 


“I grew up at Montpelier, pretty much,” 
said Byrne. “My sister Debbie and I would 
stop at the big house pretty much every day 
after school and have tea with my mother 


and Mrs. Scott. We were two little girls run¬ 
ning around James Madison’s home, run¬ 
ning up and down the stairs and through 
all the rooms and grounds as if it were our 
home.” 

Byrne’s father Peter Howe was Scott’s 
private trainer from the early 1970s until 
Scott’s death in 1983. He began working 
for her decades after she became the first 
American to breed a winner of the famed 
English Grand National at Aintree, but 
though Scott was by then in her 80s, her

racing and breeding operation was as prominent as ever, as were 
her presence and influence. 

“She was very much her own person,” recalled Howe, speaking 
from his home not far from Montpelier. “She liked to run things.” 

Howe had grown up riding show horses, and as a young adult 
started to train racehorses for some of his neighbors. Scott let him 
use the stables and track at Montpelier, and after two years asked 
him if he wanted to train for her. 

“I was delighted,” he said. “We had some very good success, 
and she had some very good horses.” 

Among them was the champion steeplechaser of 1972 
Soothsayer, a homebred son of *Mystic II and the Saratoga mare 
Sagoma, who traced back to Montpelier stalwart Annapolis. Bred 
by Scott in Virginia and foaled in 1967, Soothsayer ran over hurdles 
as a 3-year-old, winning twice and finishing second to fellow future 
champion Inkslinger twice. As a 4-year-old, Soothsayer won four 
times (including two stakes at Saratoga and a flat race on the dirt 
track at Montpelier) and finished second by a neck to Inkslinger in 
the second running of the Colonial Cup. 

In his championship season of 1972, Soothsayer opened with 
flat wins at Fair Hill and Rolling Rock, then ruled in two major 
stakes—the Temple Gwathmey three days after his flat win at 
Rolling Rock and the Colonial Cup (over Inkslinger). The vic¬ 
tory was especially sweet to Scott, who in 1970 founded what was 
then the richest jump race held in North America at $100,000. 
Scott helped make the race happen, ensured foreign participation, 
attracted international media and then won the race. 

Soothsayer lost the 1973 Colonial Cup by a nose, but was sent 
to trainer Fred Winter in England for 1974-75. The American won 
the Cathcart Challenge Chase (over international star L’Escargot) 
at the Cheltenham Festival, finished second in the Mackeson Gold 
Cup, third in the King George VI Chase and second in the world- 
famous Cheltenham Gold Cup. The dark bay returned to the U.S. 
in 1975, placing second in the New York Turf Writers Cup (by a 
neck while giving 15 pounds to eventual champion Life’s Illusion) 
and winning the Noel Laing at Montpelier. Soothsayer finished 
third in the Colonial Cup that season, his final American start, 
before two English chase starts in 1976. 

All told, Soothsayer won 13 of 36 starts. He also finished 
second 13 times and third three times to earn $217,119 while mak¬ 
ing just two starts in races worth $100,000. His four starts in the 
Colonial Cup included a win, two seconds and a third. 
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Howe stayed back in the U.S. through Soothsayer’s English 
forays. Though he’d lost one of his finest horses, the trainer soon 
had another champion-this one a mare, and this one on the flat. 

At a 1975 dispersal sale of Ada L. Rice’s horses, Scott bid 
$250,000 for Proud Delta, a 3-year-old filly who 10 days before the 
sale had won the Suffolk County Handicap at Belmont Park. The 
following year, she dominated the New York races for older fillies 
and mares, winning the Grade 1 Beldame and the Top Flight, along 
with the Shuvee and Hempstead Handicaps. She fell a nose short 
of adding a third Grade 1 in the Ladies Handicap. On the strength 
of those accomplishments, she was voted the Eclipse champion 
older mare of 1976. 

Howe, Sidney Watters Jr. and Jonathan Sheppard are the only 
trainers in U.S. history to train champions on the flat and over 
jumps. 

“I like the filly’s breeding,” Scott is quoted as saying in the 
1976 book Montpelier: The Recollections of Marion duPont Scott. “Proud 
Delta already had shown some ability, and I thought she could only 
improve, and that she would be excellent later on for breeding.” 

And as she so often was when it came to matters of pedigree, 
Scott was right: three generations later, Proud Delta’s great-grand¬ 
daughter Royal Delta won the 2012 Beldame and became a three¬ 
time champion for trainer Bill Mott with Eclipse Awards in 2011, 
2012 and 2013 and career earnings of $4.8 million. 

Ultimately sold to Skara Glen Stables for $575,000 at Fasig- 
Tipton November 1983, a few months after Scott died at 89, 
Proud Delta produced graded stakes winner Proud Debonair (by 
Lyphard) in 1982 and Royal Delta’s granddam Lyphard’s Delta 
(also by Lyphard) in 1990. Bred by Skara Glen, the latter was 
purchased by Palides Investments as a yearling. She won a Group 
2 in England, lost all five American starts for Bobby Frankel and 
became a broodmare. Her daughter, Delta Princess, won three 
graded stakes and—in 2008—gave birth to a legend. 

Scott would have been proud. 

In addition to the opinion about Proud Delta, Scott’s book 
features her thoughts on Battleship, Soothsayer, turf champion 
Mongo and much more. 

“That book was a real ordeal,” Howe remembered. “Gerald 
Strine, who wrote racing stories for The Washington Post , came down 
to Montpelier and Mrs. Scott wouldn’t let him interview anyone 
unless she was present. She didn’t want me to be interviewed 
because she knew I’d tell him things she didn’t want printed.” 
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Regardless, the book turned into a masterpiece and a historically 
significant collection of Thoroughbred memories spanning 220 
pages of words, photos, art and pedigree/racing data. Published 
in 1976 by Charles Scribner’s Sons on thick, gold-edged paper and 
edited by Tony Chamblin, the book begins with an introduction by 
Humphrey Finney and follows Scott’s life. She was born in 1894, 
moved to Montpelier in 1902 and called it home for the rest of 
her life. 

The relationship between Howe and Scott was as tempestuous 
as it was prosperous, and on more than one occasion, their success¬ 
ful partnership came perilously close to ending. 

“We were doing very well at Saratoga one summer,” he said. 
“Everything we ran was winning, and people would come up to 
her—nice people, older people in racing—and say, fit’s wonderful to 
see you coming to the races and doing so well. You’re so fortunate 
to have someone like Peter training your horses.’ 

££ You could just see her stiffen up,” he went on. “That lasted about 
a week, and then she turned to me in the private stable area [now 
John Kimmel’s barn just beyond Union Avenue on the main track] 
at Saratoga and said, You’re getting too big for your breeches.’” 

Another time, shortly after she’d had an operation on her foot, 
he criticized her for firing a member of her house staff, feeling 
strongly that Scott was treating the woman unfairly. 

“She was walking with a cane,” said Howe, “and she wheeled 
around and hit me with it. £ That’s it,’ I said. Tm leaving.’ ” 

Somehow, the two always managed a rapprochement, and 
though Scott was largely a private person, she opened her home to 
her trainer’s family. 

“My mom Cindy [Chandler] was very close to Mrs. Scott, and 
she was kind of a character,” said Byrne, senior director for indus¬ 
try relations for the Breeders’ Cup. “Here was a lady who was so 
far ahead of other females in this very male-dominated industry, 
and she didn’t really like women in any position of power. But she 
loved my mother.” 

“She was so easy to be with,” recalled Chandler. “She could talk 
about anything and was a lot of fun. She’d show up at my house 
unannounced, and I’d be in the middle of wallpapering or painting, 
and she’d sit down and talk and have a glass of sherry.” 

Byrne’s father put her on her first racehorse at the farm when 
she was 12, and she remembers schooling steeplechase horses as 
a teenager. 

“I’d sneak over there any time I could,” she said of the barn. 
“I’d ride there every weekend.” 

Howe employed a lot of women exercise riders, his daughter 
among them—but didn’t necessarily let Scott know that. 

“She didn’t want any women around the horses,” said Byrne. 
“But she was losing her sight at that point, so Dad would have us 
put our hair up under our helmets, and if she spoke to us, we talked 
really quickly and in a deep voice.” 

Recalling that in 1915 Scott was the first woman to ride astride 
at the National Horse Show at Madison Square Garden, Byrne 
said, “That was kind of telling of her character. She did what she 
wanted, and she knew what she was doing. She called all the shots.” 

“She was a marvelous trainer,” said Chandler. “She knew her 
horses well, and that ability was born in her. Had she been born in 
this day, she’d be Bob Baffert.” 

Following her death, Scott left Howe a piece of property that 
adjoins the estate. He seldom returns to the place where he spent 
so many years, but it’s never far from his mind. 

“I have a lot of dreams, and there’s so much of Mrs. Scott and 
Montpelier in them,” he said. “And the dreams are so real-the 
faces that were there, and the names. 

“It’s wonderful to have those kinds of dreams, very strange, and 
very wonderful.” 


Renowned owner/breeder Marion duPont 
Scott’s memoir Montpelier: The Recollections of Marion 
duPont Scott includes her thoughts on a variety of 
topics. 

On breeding: 

“I always had good success breeding horses close up, 
doubling up on the Fair Play blood. Doubling strengthens 
the pedigree of any mare. Always, however, I made sure the 
mare and the sire were physically sound. If their produce 
had a physical fault, then it would have been bad to continue 
to do it.. . Unfortunately, too many people breeding race 
horses today would breed to the most fashionable horse, even 
if it had only three legs. If a horse isn't sound, it's no good to 
me." 

On conformation: 

“The first look is all-important. I can't tell if he's going 
to be a top horse, but I know that I like him, or I don't like 
him. One or the other. 

“Nothing should be overdone. The horse should be 
serviceable. I like a rugged horse; not a pretty horse. They 
don't wear if they look too wonderful, too saddle-horsey. 

Tike everything else in life, you have to make concessions 
here and there. I have never, in fact, seen the perfect specimen. 
Which is just as good. The Beau Idealprobably wouldn't be 
much of a runner." 

On running turf star Mongo against 
Horse of the Year Kelso in the 1960s: 

As Downie (Bonsai) says, it's a big strain when you 
have the type of horse that could beat Kelso. 

“Mongo beat Kelso twice, in the International (1963) 
and in the Monmouth (1964), both times in close finishes, 
and both times I thought he had a real determined look on 
his face coming into the stretch—that he was not going to let 
Kelso get by him, no matter what happened. When (Milo) 
Valenzuela claimed foul against him after the International 
it was because he was frustrated. 

“Mongo was the grass champion. Kelso was the Horse of 
the Year. Sometimes I thought the biggest difference between 
the two was that Kelso had the better public relations. He 
ran in New York a lot. Mongo didn't. It's tough to get 
Downie out of Maryland or Jersey sometimes." 

On American steeplechasing: 

. . I'm pleased with what the Colonial (Cup) has done 
for steeplechasing, helping to keep things alive here. What we 
need to do is to attract more top-quality horses from overseas 
to race, like Captain Christy in 1975. 

“We must create more interest in steeplechasing. 
Sometimes, unfortunately, we've been our own worst enemies, 
refusing to pull togetherfor our mutual good when it wasjust 
a matter of plain horse sense to do so."

EisamarTs return as buyer helps fuel 
yearling sale at Fasig-Tipton Midlantic

D r. Barry Eisaman leaned on the 
wall in the back ring of the pavil¬ 
ion as an auctioneer rat-tat-tatted 
the numbers from the rostrum around the 
corner. The bid spotter knew Eisaman and 
watched for a sign. Eisaman checked his 
catalog, looked at the board, glanced at 
the notebook in his hand, looked out from 
under a white Florida Gators hat and bid. 
Over and over again. 

The Florida pinhooker, making his first 
visit to Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s yearling 
sale in “maybe 10 years,” bought 16 horses 
for $1,123,000 to lead all buyers at 
Timonium, Md., Oct. 2-3. Eisaman pur¬ 
chased the $300,000 sales-topper, a Cairo 
Prince colt, and landed two others for six 
figures. The others fill ed in from $19,000 
to $97,000. All will fuel Eisaman Equine’s 
2-year-old consignments in 2018. 

Eisaman’s purchasing power helped 
Fasig-Tipton realize gains in gross, average 
and median over 2016 and provided what 
might be the only bright spot to come 
from Hurricane Irma. 

The storm did minimal damage to 
Eisaman’s farm in Williston, but delayed 
the annual trip to Keeneland September 
where he does most of his buying. 

“A lot of water, a lot of branches and 
tree limbs to pick up,” Eisaman said of life 
on the farm after the storm. “We didn’t 
get to Keeneland when we normally do. 
We got there late and just didn’t buy the 
number of horses we would usually buy. 


This catalog looked interesting and we’re 
here. We’ve been able to buy some horses 
that we think are nice horses and at a fair 
value. I’ll let you know in March or April 
how it all went.” 

The sales-topper caught Eisaman’s eye 
twice-in the catalog beforehand and then 
again at the sale. Cairo Prince, who stands 
at Kentucky’s Airdrie Stud, has been some¬ 
thing of a breakout star with his first 
crop, including two yearlings in the top 
10 at Fasig-Tipton Kentucky’s summer 
sale, a $500,000 New York-bred colt at 
Fasig-Tipton Saratoga, a $900,000 colt at 
Keeneland September and now this one. 

Bred in Kentucky by Maryland- 
based Sinatra Thoroughbred Racing and 
Breeding, the dark bay is out of the Curlin 
mare Current Event. She lost four times 
on the track for her breeders Chester and 
Mary Broman, but hails from a family 
including Stephen Got Even, Indy Glory, 
Artemis Agrotera, Grand Merger and oth¬ 
ers. Eisaman saw all that pedigree and put 
the colt on the list. At Timonium, he vis¬ 
ited the consignment of Becky Davis, saw 
Hip 294 and went a step further. 

“Beautiful horse,” said Eisaman, who 
understood the $300,000 eventual pricetag. 
“His sire’s been very popular at the year¬ 
ling sales so far and we thought he was a 
wonderful individual. That’s about what we 
had in mind. To think that you were going 
to buy him for much less wasn’t going to 
happen.” 


Though foaled in Kentucky, the sales- 
topper was raised at Sinatra’s Berkley Farm 
in Darlington, Md. (also the home of 
Maryland Million winner Admirals War 
Chest among others). Dr. Stephen Sinatra 
and trainer Corby Caiazzo can go back to 
2013, and another sale, to find the roots of 
the colt named World Affairs. 

“Don’t buy anything while I’m gone,” 
Caiazzo told Sinatra while taking a brief 
break from the action at Fasig-Tipton’s fall 
mixed sale in Saratoga that year. 

When Caiazzo returned to his spot, 
Sinatra had some news. 

“Corby, I bought a mare.” 

Sinatra spent $10,000 on Current 
Event, who was carrying a Noonmark filly 
who turned out to be two-time winner 
Untaken. A 2-year-old filly of 2017 by Yes 
It’s True has yet to race and then came the 
Cairo Prince colt. 

“I guess she’s paid for herself and then 
some,” Caiazzo said of Current Event. 
The Cairo Prince colt grew up at Berkley 
and might have joined Sinatra’s racing pro¬ 
gram except for his sales potential. 

“You can’t keep them all, Cairo Prince 
was hot and his sister was running well so 
we figured we’d take a shot,” Caiazzo said. 
“He presents himself well. He shows. He 
was real easy going, a real smart horse at 
the farm and did everything you’d want 
him to do. It’s pretty exciting to see.” 

Davis, who foals Sinatra’s Maryland- 
breds, made room for the colt in her 
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consignment and topped the sale for the 
second consecutive year. 

“They did a fantastic job prepping him 
and getting him ready,” said Davis, who put 
a reserve of $100,000 on the horse. “He’s a 
really nicely put together horse. He’s actu¬ 
ally still a litde immature, but I think people 
could see that and are expecting he’s going 
to be a real athlete.” 

Two Sessions in Timonium 

Getting back to its early days, Fasig- 
Tipton expanded the catalog to a second 
session and started Monday afternoon with 
128 horses. The buy-back rate was higher 
than 2016 (with 128 not sold compared to 
55 the previous year), but every other num¬ 
ber rose. Fasig-Tipton sold 312 horses for 
a gross of more than $7.8 million, an aver¬ 
age of $25,177 and a median of $14,000. 

The strong numbers backed up the 
decision to expand the catalog (440 went 
through the ring compared to 323 the 
previous year). 

“We’ve been trying to get to two days, 
trying to get our numbers up,” said Paget 


Florida-based horseman (and Florida Gators fan) 
Dr. Barry Eisaman bought the sales-topper 
and 15 others to lead all buyers at a healthy 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic yearling sale in early 
October. The sales-topper, a Kentucky-bred, 
Maryland-raised Cairo Prince colt consigned 
by Becky Davis, went for $300,000. 


Bennett, the sales company’s Mid-Adantic 
sales director. “We didn’t quite get to two 
full days but hopefully we can grow on 
this. Doing a short session got everybody 
going [Monday] and everybody was ready 
for [Tuesday].” 

The first session featured the sale’s 
highest-priced filly, a daughter of Lookin 
At Lucky and the Malibu Moon mare Slow 
and Steady, at $175,000. Bred in Maryland 
by ZWP Stable and Non Stop Stable and 
consigned by CandyLand, Hip 119 went 
to Kentuckian Gabriel “Spider” Duignan’s 
Springhouse Farm. Lookin At Lucky cer¬ 
tainly drew attention, but so did the filly’s 
dam Slow and Steady, whose foals include 
stakes horses Steady Warrior, Steady N 
Love, Hanky Doodle and Lucky in Malibu. 

The filly got to CandyLand Farm less 
than two months before the sale, and blos¬ 
somed. 

“You could see everything was there 
and everything was in the right spots,” 
said CandyLand’s Mike Palmer. “We just 
walked her and walked her and walked her. 
We taught her what she was supposed to 
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Hip 119, a Maryland-bred daughter of Lookin At Lucky consigned by CandyLand, strikes 
a pose on the way to topping the first session and becoming the sale’s highest-priced filly 


do—how to stand, how to be. The physical 
and the pedigree sold her. I’m just a litde 
piece of the puzzle who stands up here 
and directs traffic. I’m very proud of her 
for coming through it.” 

Opening night sent five horses beyond 
$100,000, though it took a bit to get 
up to speed. No yearling in the first 24 
brought more than $27,000. Hip 25 went 
for $50,000 and seemed to jolt buyers into 
action as Hip 26 went for $120,000 and 
Hip 28 reached $140,000. 

On behalf of client Newtown Anner 
Stud, Sallusto and Albina bought the latter, 
a Virginia-bred daughter of Bodemeister 
and the Awesome Again mare Pink 
Champagne, from Audley Farm Equine. 
The seller was new, but not new as Audley 
hung out its consignment shingle for the 
first time since Rick and Dixie Abbott 
(Charlton) retired last year. The Abbotts 
sold the Berryville, Va., farm’s regional 
horses for nearly 30 years, and helped 
equine manager Jamie McDiarmid make 
the decision to try it alone this year. 

“We sat and thought about it and I 
talked to Rick about someone he could 
recommend or what I should do,” said 
McDiarmid. “He said, (Jamie I think you’re 
quite capable of doing it yourself.’ It’s been 
a pleasure to be here, an honor. All this 
time of watching him helped. The horses 
really help you. I’ve really learned over the 
years that if you have a decent animal, 
[buyers] don’t miss it. I’m very proud of 
my horses though. From the day they 
stepped in here, they have settled straight 
away and they’ve shown like queens the 
whole time.” 

The leading consignor by average,

“We put these three in the right 
sale,” said McDiarmid. “We have some 
of Audley’s older mares. They’re by very 
good stallions, however they might get a 
little lost in Kentucky. These types can get 
missed in Kentucky a little bit. It’s sheer 
volume and people get to pick and choose 
a bit more there.” 

Hanzly Albina, who bought the 
Bodemeister filly, appreciated the chance 
to buy from the Virginia farm. A four-time 
Virginia Breeder of the Year, Audley bred 
Bodemeister (a Grade 1 winner of $1.3 
million and the sire of Kentucky Derby-G1 
winner Always Dreaming) among others. 

“I think it’s very important,” Albina 
said of Audley’s reputation. “When we 
prep our horses [to sell] we only hand walk 
them. We don’t do any ponying, we don’t 
have a wheel, it’s a human being walking a 
horse in a field. And we like to come out of 
places that are real farms like that, we don’t 
like hothouses. It has a lot of an effect on 
things. They’re horse people and have been 
for many years.”

“It’s 
a lot of trainers who can’t leave their stock 
coming here and they’re very physical 
based. They’ll come in, see a great physical 
and they might say, "You know the pedi¬ 
gree’s not all there but I’m a trainer and this 
is the kind of horse I like to buy.’ I like this 
sale. You’ve got an informed audience.” 


Silverman leads consignors 

Marshall Silverman led all consignors by 
gross with 33 sold for $815,600. The num¬ 
bers were paced by two of the top nine 
yearlings-a $150,000 Will Take Charge 
filly and a $135,000 Shanghai Bobby colt. 

“They were nice horses,” Silverman 
said. “The now horses, like the Shanghai 
Bobby and the Will Take Charge, if they vet 
and they’re attractive and racy, they’re going 
to bring the money. There were some 
horses that I think should have brought 
more money but it is what it is sometimes.” 

Silverman was happy to see Eisaman 
back among the yearling buyers (and not 
just the 2-year-old sellers) at Timonium 
and sees the sale continuing to get a boost 
from the various state racing programs in 
the region. 

“We need to see more good horses 
come out of here so you get more people 
coming,” he said. “Stellar Wind, Bradestar,

Whiskey Romeo, Defy Gravity . . . those 
are horses we’ve had and we’re not the 
only ones to sell good horses here. If we 
see some more graded horses come out of 
here, it’ll raise it up even more.” 

The Will Take Charge filly went to 
Madison River Thoroughbreds via a ticket 
signed by Jonathan Thomas of Bridlewood 
Farm. Silverman paid $50,000 for the filly, 
whose dam Tis Me won eight races, at 
Keeneland November 2016. The Shanghai 
Bobby colt, bred in Maryland by Marathon 
Farms, brought a deep pedigree and a look 
that all but stirred a breeze. Nearly black, 
the dark bay made Reid and owner Chuck 
Zacney look. 

Zacney and trainer Tim Ritchey won 
four races with the colt’s half-brother, 
Everyday Heroes, then sold him to Darley. 
Second dam Thirty Zip produced 13 
foals —all winners—including Baby Zip (the 
dam of Ghostzapper and City Zip among 
others).

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“Chuck had his half-brother so that 
was the reason to go look, but he’s a very 
sharp-looking colt,” said Reid. “Some of 
them are just the ones. They know it and 
you know it.” 

Always active at this sale, Zacney wound 
up buying six for $490,000 to check in 
behind Eisaman on the buyers’ board. 
The group included two Maryland-breds, a 
Pennsylvania-bred, a Virginia-bred, a New 
York-bred and a Louisiana-bred. 

“You get a square horse here,” said 
Reid. “There are high-quality horses here 
with local pedigrees that you know and 
that you can take advantage of the local 
incentive programs with. This sale has 
been very good for us.” 

Northview Stallion Station sold 26 
yearlings, second only to Silverman, and 
reached $501,200 in gross receipts to be 
sixth on the list. A Maryland-bred filly 
by Flatter led the way at $170,000. Bred 
by Sycamore Hall Thoroughbreds, Hip 
230 is out of the More Than Ready mare 
Apple Cider whose family trees runs deep 
at Northview through her dam Who Did 
It and Run, Giant Run, American Victory, 
Who’s Cozy and others. 

Northview’s Chesapeake City, Md., 
neighbor Alan Burkhard bought the filly 
with agent John Hall signing the ticket. 

“I keep a mare and a foal for him,” said 
Wade of Burkhard. “He came out to the 
farm last week, took a look at everything 
we had in the consignment. This one 
caught his eye so apparently he’s got a 
pretty decent eye for a horse. He did his 
due diligence and bought a nice horse.” 

Wade called the overall sale a success, 
though he would like to see it take another 
step forward to benefit the region. 

“It’s nice to see regional breeders will¬ 
ing to bring their horses here as opposed 
to shipping them because you can sell a 
good horse here,” he said. “I’d like to see 
more of them step up and do that. It’s 
something [Northview and Sycamore Hall 
owner Richard Golden] has done for years. 
There are a lot of good, nice horses here 
that will bring more money here than they 
will in Kentucky. It’s very important that 
regional breeders sell here. The buyers 
come out when you have a nice book and 
when we start putting out better books 
we’ll start bringing out better buyers and 
we’ll get more money for horses.”

The Arrival 

West Coast adds Pennsylvania Derby 
to stellar season for Baffert, Wests 

By Joe Clancy. Photographs by Lydia A. Williams. 


L ast year, Hall of Fame trainer Bob Baffert looked at a bay colt and 
tried to formulate a path to a debut race. The $425,000 Keeneland 
September graduate—a son of Flatter and champion 2-year-old filly 
Caressing—belonged in the star-studded barn and carried plenty of poten¬ 
tial. 

But he needed time to grow, to develop, to catch up to himself. He did 
not necessarily need to race as a juvenile. And, luckily for Baffert and the 
colt, owner Gary West went along with that assessment. 

“Treat him like he’s your own horse,” West told Baffert then. 


The trainer backed off, the horse caught 
up and blossomed into a leading contender 
for champion 3-year-old even though he 
didn’t debut until February and missed 
the Triple Crown season. West Coast fin¬ 
ished second in that first start, became a 
winner in March, finished second in the 
Lexington- G3 at Keeneland in April, then 



won a Santa Anita allowance, Belmont 
Park’s Easy Goer Stakes, the Los Alamitos 
Derby-G3 and the Travers Stakes-Gl. 

The rocket-ship trajectory landed at 
Parx Racing for the $1 million Pennsylvania 
Derby-Gl Sept. 23. Bet down to 4-5, West 
Coast and Hall of Fame jockey Mike Smith 
faced nine rivals in the race’s 41st renewal. 



The foes included New Jersey-bred Grade 

2 winner Irish War Cry, Indiana Derby-G3 
winner Irap, New York stakes winners 
Timeline and Outplay, California Grade 

3 winner Term of Art and several others 
looking for an upset. 

They could have all stayed home. 

Racing for West and his wife Mary, 
West Coast matched strides with Outplay 
through early fractions of :23.20 and 
:47.24, accelerated like a Lexus zipping 
down Street Road to beat the traffic to 1-95 
and was never threatened while winning by 
7% lengths. Smith geared down the last few 
strides as his horse stopped the clock at 
1:49.91. Irap rallied for second, but pulled 
up lame with fractured sesamoids, and 
Giuseppe the Great was third. 

Baffert won his second Pennsylvania 
Derby in four years, adding West Coast to 
Bayern’s score over California Chrome in 
2014. Baffert, who leaves much of the 
traveling to assistant Jimmy Barnes, missed 
that win but was on hand this year after 
Barnes suffered a broken pelvis in a fall 
from the stable pony at Santa Anita Sept. 
17. 

“Fm glad I came, because I really 
enjoyed it here,” said Baffert after speaking 
through three E-A-G-L-E-S cheers during 
post-race interviews. “Everybody was so 
nice. The fans, you have some real fans 
here. They love the racing. Everybody’s 
aware of it. It’s nice to come here with 
some good horses.”

Baffert has long called Barnes a key 
member of the team, but got another 
example in the paddock at Parx as West 
Coast fidgeted and fussed in the saddling 
stall. Baffert put the saddle on, watched 
his horse take a few turns of the paddock 
and started over. Facing the back wall, 
West Coast showed his general displea¬ 
sure-stepping left and right, rearing up 
into the sunbeams once and keeping any 
human within reach on guard. 

“He was tough to saddle,” Baffert said. 
“He bounced me around in there pretty 
good. That’s why usually Jimmy saddles 
him. I usually say, 'Jimmy you saddle him. I 
don’t want him to ruin my shoes and step 
on me. He’ll break my toes.’ I wish Jimmy 
was here. I felt so bad for him this week. 
He loves going on the road for me and 
watching everything.” 


Barnes has company when it comes 
to watching West Coast. Bred by CFP 
Thoroughbreds, he became just the sec¬ 
ond 3-year-old in 2017 to win two Grade 1 
stakes-joining Kentucky Derby and 
Florida Derby winner Always Dreaming. 
West Coast thumped that rival in the 
Travers, leaving plenty of room for debate 
when it comes to the divisional champion¬ 
ship. 

“If I was a voter I would, but my 
opinion means nothing,” said Baffert 
when pressed on the topic. “I think his 
Travers performance was pretty impressive 
and this race was good. I know he’s late. 
Arrogate last year came through late, and 
[West Coast] is starting to get to that level 
now. He’s just a superior 3-year-old.” 

Baffert and West traced the 2017 suc¬ 
cess to patience in 2016. 


“I’ve been in the game for a long time 
and I’ve realized that you’ve got to let 
horses tell you when they’re ready to do 
whatever it is that they’re going to do,” 
said West. “If you force them, you’ll ruin a 
good horse. He was a kind of a big, gangly, 
Baby Huey kind of thing when he was 
younger. He’s matured and he’s still matur¬ 
ing. He’s an awesome, awesome-looking 
animal right now. These kind don’t come 
around very often.” 

“He was just a big horse, I took my 
time,” said Baffert. “If you see him, he’s 
just big. Gary said don’t worry about it. 
When you have the clientele that let you 
develop a horse like you own him yourself 
... it was the thing to do.” 

West Coast won for the sixth time (with 
two seconds) in eight career starts while 
pushing his earnings figure to $1,543,800. 
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IT TIZ WELL BREAKS THROUGH 

A 10-length maiden win will make the 
telephone ring. So will a Grade 2 placing 
behind a budding superstar. Tom and Debi 
Stull took the calls about their filly It Tiz 
Well, but didn’t sell—and boy do they look 
smart. 

“We got a few calls on her when she 
first started winning,” said Debi. “I told 
Tom, We’ve worked so hard for so many 
years. We’ve been doing this since 1983.’ 
They offered a lot of money.” 

But the Stulls, who own Tommy Town 
Thoroughbreds in Santa Ynez, Calif., 
didn’t waver. Their filly paid them back 
with a Grade 1 win in the Cotillion Stakes 
one race before the Pennsylvania Derby. 
It Tiz Well sat just off early pacesetter 
Lockdown, let favorite Abel Tasman zip 
past after a half-mile in :47.27 and then 
rallied around the leaders in the stretch for 
jockey Drayden Van Dyke. 

The daughter of Arch caught Abel 
Tasman, the 4-5 favorite for Baffert and 
Smith, near the eighth pole and eased clear 
to win by 2 lengths in 1:43.67 for lYu miles. 
Lockdown stayed for third. 

Trained by Hall of Famer Jerry Hollen- 
dorfer, It Tiz Well won her first Grade 1 
after placing in Saratoga’s Alabama this 
summer and Santa Anita Oaks in April. 
She also made a case for shipping—adding 
the Parx race to her wins in the Delaware 
Oaks-G3 in July and the Honeybee-G3 at 
Oaklawn Park in March. 

“It doesn’t seem to bother her, she 
ships awesome,” said Tom Stull. “She’s 
been shipping and she’s just looked awe¬ 
some every time we’ve seen her. She kind 
of got away from herself in the Alabama 
and got in front. He didn’t want to fight 
her. We didn’t like seeing her out there in 
front like that. She’s never run like that. We 
knew were in big trouble with those frac¬ 
tions, but she hung on OK. To come back 
and do this, it’s awesome.” 

The Stulls purchased It Tiz Well’s half- 
sister Tiz a Tommy Town at Keeneland 
September in 2014 and liked her so much 
they bought It Tiz Well the next year. Tiz 
a Tommy Town has won twice, but has 
been usurped by her litde sister—now a 
five-time winner of $1,130,840. A 350- 
acre multi-purpose farm, Tommy Town 
was established in 2000 and is a lead¬ 
ing California breeding and racing opera¬ 
tion. The Stulls, who regularly send horses 
east to Todd Beattie at Penn National, 
have branched into stallions (including the 
recenfiy acquired Stanford), a Kentucky 


broodmare band, sales prep and more on 
a facility that includes a 7-furlong training 
track and 100 stalls on the training division. 

The young horses all do their early work 
at Tommy Town before being sent to train¬ 
ers, and It Tiz Well is no exception. 

“We broke and trained her at our track 
and you could tell she was going to be 
something good,” said Tom Stull. “As 
many horses as you work there, you see 
one that does it that easy and you know 
there’s a lot of talent there. We knew we 
had a good one. You just don’t know how 
good.” 

It Tiz Well made her debut in October 
2016, and won her second start by 10 
lengths. She chased Unique Bella home 
in the Santa Ynez-G3 in January and was 
third behind Paradise Woods and Abel 
Tasman in the Santa Anita Oaks. It Tiz 
Well finished a troubled fifth (moved up 
to fourth) in the Summertime Oaks-G2 at 
Santa Anita in June, then defeated Cotillion 
rivals Proud and Fearless and Actress in 
the Delaware Oaks. Going 1% miles in the 
Alabama, It Tiz Well wound up in front 
before yielding to Elate in the stretch. 

“I was hoping she’d do what she did 
today,” said Tom Stull. “She’s been just 
getting better and better every race. When 
she came around there and headed them a 
little bit I was like, ‘Is there anything left?’ 
She just kept going. That was fun.” 


Abel Tasman’s Grade 1 three-race win¬ 
ning streak came to an end. She broke 
slowly and was ninth early, charged up the 
rail to head leader Lockdown after 6 fur¬ 
longs but weakened in the stretch. 

“She falls way back, then she gets rank,” 
said Baffert. “We’re going to have to do 
something there, maybe take the blink¬ 
ers off of her. She made that big move 
and she got away with it last time [in 
the Coaching Club American Oaks-Gl at 
Saratoga]. Today was just too much for 
her.”

Page McKenney prevails on big day at Parx

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T wenty. The number is so big you kind of have to think about it for 
a minute, but that’s the victory total of Pennsylvania-bred star Page 
McKenney after a win in the $150,000 Pa Derby Champion Stakes 
for trainer Mary Eppler. 

“Isn’t that cool?” said Eppler as she entered the winner’s circle and 
heard someone mention the milestone. “Wow.” 


Indeed. Page McKenney, claimed by 
Eppler and Staple in 2013 after just one 
of those wins, dispatched seven rivals in 
the 1 Vi 6-mile stakes with a signature effort. 
The 7-year-old overcame a stumble at 
the start to stalk favorite Matt King Coal 
early, traded bumps with that rival in deep 
stretch and then denied Just Call Kenny by 
a half-length at the finish. Matt King Coal, 
who finished ahead of Page McKenney 
twice this year, settled for third. 

“I tried to sit behind Matt King Coal, 
and on the back straight my horse got 
rank a little bit so I don’t want to be right 
behind Matt King Coal so I stayed right 
next to him,” said winning jockey Horacio 
Karamanos. “I know Matt King Coal, I 
rode him before, I know that horse and I 
know my horse is coming all the time. I say, 
‘You want me, let’s go.’” 

Aboard for 20 consecutive rides, Kara¬ 
manos loves his relationship with Page 
McKenney. 

“This is an amazing horse,” he said. 
“He just tries hard. Twenty races. I feel 
comfortable with him, he feels comfort¬ 
able with me. We make a good team.” 

After racing just three times in 2016, 
Page McKenney won for the fourth time in 
six starts this year while pushing his career 
bankroll to $1,756,378. Eppler blamed 
some hard winter racetracks for a slight 
gap in the schedule this year. 

“His feet got bruised and they stayed 
bruised all the way through,” she said. “I 
had to send him to the farm and put him in 
the spa to get his feet where they were not 
bothering him. I think it was because of 
the winter that we had. We had warm days 
and we had cold days and we had a lot of 
balls of dirt and stuff. His feet were killing 
him. You could pick up his feet and touch 
his heels and he’d feel it. And that’s not like 
him. He’s tough.” 

The son of Eavesdropper and the 
Yarrow Brae mare Winning Grace opened 
2017 with a win in Laurel Park’s Native 
Dancer and collected his third stakes win 
at Parx this year after taking the restricted 


Lyman in April and Roanoke in September. 
Sent off at 6-1 because of a return to open 
company, Page McKenney prevailed for a 
growing legion of fans including Eppler. 

“He’s got a following now, people cheer 
for him which is still pretty neat,” said the 
trainer. “I do end up like a fan. He’s just an 
amazing horse. He tries so hard. He puts 
his head down. You can almost hear him 
say, ‘I’m digging in and I’m trying hard as I 
can’ and you have to love that.” 

UPS, DOWNS IN GALLANT BOB 

Coal Front began his career with three 
wins —each better than the last—while step¬ 
ping through a Keeneland maiden race, 
Belmont allowance and Saratoga’s Grade 
2 Amsterdam Stakes. The 3-year-old Stay 
Thirsty colt then dropped back to Earth 
with a comparatively dull fifth in the H. 
Allen Jerkens-Gl at Saratoga. 

Trainer Todd Pletcher made like a hand- 
icapper, tossed that last race and aimed for 
the Gallant Bob Stakes-G3 at Parx. Coal 
Front, who races for Bob LaPenta and 
Head of Plains Partners, did the rest. The 
Kentucky-bred and John Velazquez made 
the early running (:22.21, :45.21 and :57.07) 
from post six and turned aside a stretch 
challenge by American Pastime to win by a 
half-length in 1:08.94 for 6 furlongs. 

“The first three races he looked unbeat¬ 
able,” said Pletcher assistant Byron Hughes. 
“The last race we were kind of crossing a 
line through it for whatever reason. We 
have no excuses, it’s hard to string three 
wins together, let alone four, with one 
horse. I thought the other horse had the 
jump on us for a minute and Coal Front 
dug right back in.” 

The $575,000 purchase from the Ocala 
Breeders Sales Company’s April 2016 sale 
emerged from the win with a condylar 
fracture in his right front and had surgery 
to repair the damage. He will miss at least 
four months of training, but was expected 
to return to the races. Coal Front had simi¬ 
lar surgery on his left front as a 2-year-old.

FIRSTHAND REPORT 
WINS ALPHABET SOUP 

Fiery in the paddock and even more so 
on the racetrack, Firsthand Report made 
quick work of the Alphabet Soup Stakes 
for Pennsylvania-breds - taking the early 
lead and making it last to win by a nose for 
Pletcher and StarLadies Racing. 

The first of five stakes on the card, the 
$100,000 turf race drew eight runners led 
by even-money favorite Tasit from Augus¬ 
tin Stable. The son of Tapit and Augustin’s 
graded stakes winner Fantasia (GB) was 
making his first start in state-bred company 
and coming off a third at Saratoga. None 
of that really mattered as the 4-year-old got 
caught up in traffic, never found his best 
stride when clear in the stretch and finished 
in a dead heat for fifth. 

The race’s only filly, Firsthand Report 
would have been difficult to catch anyway. 

She and Javier Castellano put up frac¬ 
tions of :22.95 and :46.33 while clear on 
the lead, passed 6 furlongs in 1:10.45 and 
denied Bern’ James Bern in the stretch. 
The winner, bred by Linnie Scott and Jane 
MacElree, covered lVb miles on the turf in 
1:40.67 (just off the course mark). 

StarLadies spent $310,000 for the 
daughter of Blame and the Delaware 
Township mare Kinsey at Keeneland 
September 2014 and have been rewarded. 
The dark bay won for the sixth time in 
14 starts and pushed her career earnings 
to $331,395 including three stakes wins. 
She won her debut at Gulfstream Park 
in February 2016 and won an allowance 
at Saratoga that summer. This year, she’s 
been a Pennsylvania regular—winning a 
Parx allowance in May, taking the Lyphard 
Stakes going lVL miles at Penn National in 
June and adding the Power by Far going 5 
furlongs at Parx in July. She came into the 
Alphabet Soup off a fifth in the off-the- 
turf Marshall Jenney at Parx. ^ 
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Back to Work 

After three-week break, stakes 
add life to autumn racing schedule

A fter a hiatus of nearly three weeks, 
live action returned to Parx Racing 
Sept. 2, kicking off a month-long 
stakes spree with Pennsylvania’s Day at 
the Races, an afternoon dedicated solely to 
Pennsylvania-breds. 

Five $100,000 stakes were contested, 
starting with the Banjo Picker Sprint 
at 6 furlongs. Jill Baffert and Bernard 
Schiappa’s The Man lived up to his heavy 
favoritism as he led nearly all the way for 
his first stakes score, setting quick splits of 
:44.69 and :56.72 battling multiple graded 
stakes winner Favorite Tale, who was mak¬ 
ing his first start in 18 months, before fin¬ 
ishing in 1:09.47. It was his sixth win from 
as many starts in 2017. 

Bred by Glenn Brok of Diamond B 
Farm, where his sire Ecclesiastic stood 
before being exported, The Man boosted 
his earnings to nearly $300,000. 


In the Teresa Garofalo Memorial at 
6 furlongs for fillies and mares, Hank 
Nothhaft’s homebred Grand Prix, a half- 
sister to champion Finest City, dominated 
six rivals after overcoming a hobbling 
break, and was never headed while defeat¬ 
ing Mama Jones and Power of Snunner by 
F /2 lengths in 1:10.06. It was her fourth 
lifetime victory, and pushed her earnings 
past $200,000. 

Ultra-consistent 7-year-old Page 
McKenney collected his 19th win in the 
Roanoke Stakes at l!/i6 miles on dirt, ral¬ 
lying wide to just get up at the wire over 
Spring Quality. Sidelined for much of 
last year with tendon issues, the son of 
Eavesdropper went over the $1.5 million 
mark with the win. 

The Marshall Jenney Stakes, at 5 fur¬ 
longs on the good main track after being 
taken off the turf, went to Winning the 


Medal, a son of Medallist, who split foes 
late after rallying from the back of the field 
to win by 2Vi lengths over Late Breaking 
News in :58.32. It was Winning the Medal’s 
second Jenney win in a row. 

Finally, in the Mrs. Penny Stakes at IVie 
miles (originally set for the turf and con¬ 
tested on a sloppy strip), Steven and Jane 
Long’s Great Soul, a 4-year-old daughter 
of Great Notion, opened a sizable lead in 
midstretch and was all out to hold back the 
fast-closing Imply to win by a neck. It was 
nearly 8 lengths back to Disco Rose in third. 

Great Soul won the Wide Country 
Stakes at Laurel Park in February 2016 and 
had been off for more than a year before 
returning to the races in April at Laurel 
Park. Never out of the money in nine 
starts, she has earned $230,950. 

LABOR DAY FEATURES 

Two days after Pennsylvania’s Day 
at the Races, four stakes highlighted the 
Labor Day program, three of them graded, 
topped by the $300,000 Smarty Jones-G3, 
a prep for the Pennsylvania Derby-Gl. 
Reddam Racing’s Pavel put on a tour de 
force in only his third start. Despite com¬ 
ing out at the break and slamming into 
Bonus Points, the winner recovered and 
stormed from just off the pace to humble 
the field by 6 lengths, in 1:42.27 for lVi6 
miles. 

Prior to the Smarty Jones, Pavel won a 
maiden special at Santa Anita July 1, and 
then finished fourth in the July 29 Jim 
Dandy-G2 at Saratoga for trainer Doug 
O’Neill. 

“He is very young in his career but has 
matured so much,” said winning jockey 
Mario Gutierrez. “He doesn’t get nervous 
when the other horses put him in tight. 
He will relax for you and go when you ask 
him.” 

Patricia Generazio’s homebred Pure 
Sensation showed his affinity for the Parx 
turf as he improved to a perfect four 
starts, four wins, with a rally on the fence 
in the $300,000 Turf Monster-G3 for the 
second time in three years. The 6-year- 
old Florida-bred son of Zensational and 
the Disco Rico mare Pure Disco trained 
by Christophe Clement was ridden by 
Kendrick Carmouche, who plied his 
trade in Bensalem for many years prior to 
launching a successful move to New York. 
Pure Sensation prevailed by a half-length 
over former Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint-Gl 
winner Mongolian Saturday, and covered 5 
furlongs on good turf in :57.13. 
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Pure Sensation and Mongolian Saturday 
have finished in that order twice before. 
In 2015, Pure Sensation won the Turf 
Monster by a nose over Mongolian Satur¬ 
day The gelding has also won the last 
two runnings of the Parx Dash-G3, most 
recendy on July 8, in which he defeated his 
rival by 5% lengths. 

The $180,000 Turf Monster payday 
boosted Pure Sensation’s earnings to more 
than $1.25 million, and he’s won nine of 24 
career starts. 

Trainer Todd Pletcher sent Cheyenne 
Stables and Mac Nichol’s Madefromlucky 
to Parx from New York, and the 5-year- 
old son of Lookin At Lucky snapped a 
two-year losing streak, strolling home by 
more than a dozen lengths in the 1 V^-mile, 
$200,000 Greenwood Cup Stakes-G3 for 
jockey Javier Castellano. Madefromlucky 
sat behind Scuba’s early pace and took 
command on the far turn. 

As a 3-year-old, Madefromlucky won 
the Peter Pan-G2 and then the West 
Virginia Derby-G3, but went winless in 
four starts in 2016. The Greenwood Cup 
victory improved his career record to five 
wins from 23 starts, with earnings over 
$1.2 million. 

The only ungraded stakes on the pro¬ 
gram, the $100,000 Donald LeVine Mem¬ 
orial at 6 furlongs, went to Ray Mamone’s 
Imperial Hint, who stopped the timer in a 
rapid 1:07.55, just .04 seconds off the track 
record. The son of Imperialism won by 
nearly 7 lengths over Life in Shambles, with 
trainer Luis Carvajal Jr. indicating the 
4-year-old colt would start next in the 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl at Del Mar. 

The LeVine was the fifth consecutive 
victory for Imperial Hint, a streak that 
began Dec. 17 in a Parx allowance. Along 
the way, he won the Fire Plug Stakes in 
January and General George-G3 in 
February at Laurel Park, and the Smile 
Sprint Stakes-G3 at Gulfstream Park in 
July. In March, he had been shipped to 
Dubai for the $2 million Golden Shaheen, 
but was scratched with a fever. He’s won 
eight of his 12 starts, and $560,155. 

I It’s a rare occurrence when an apprentice 
rider wins with the first mount of his or 
her career. Mid-Atlantic legend Tony Black 
comes to mind, when he did it aboard 
Stand By Me to the tune of a $106.40 
payback at old Liberty Bell, and now Johan 
Rosado has done it, guiding Tripocha to 
victory in the second race as the betting 
favorite Sept. 10. Rosado’s father Roberto, 




Pure Sensation scores in the Grade 3 Turf Monster, his fourth win in as many tries over the course. 
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a longtime member of the Parx riding 
colony, finished sixth in the same race. 

The 19-year-old Johan Rosado came 
from off the pace with Tripocha, sending 
her up the rail in the stretch to score by a 
neck for trainer Scott Lake. 


Among those in attendance in the win¬ 
ner’s circle were his mother and father. 
Johan Rosado had expert instruction on 
how to ride: Roberto Rosado shared the 
1997 Eclipse Award for leading appren¬ 
tice with Philip Teator. The elder Rosado 


won 899 races in the U.S. and Puerto Rico 
through the end of September, 572 of 
which were at Parx. ^

Productive Addition 

Filly Dirty Dozen adds to near-record 
season for Bush Racing Stable, Stickler

P erhaps it was a change of scenery, 
a new trainer’s regimen, a different 
jockey or a surface switch. 

Whatever the reason, Dirty Dozen has 
blossomed since arriving in August 2016 
in the barn of Lester Stickler Jr. and owner 
Bush Racing Stable. The Pennsylvania- 
bred filly broke her maiden in her first 
start for them, and has since gone on to 
win five times more, gradually moving out 
of the claiming ranks to win an allowance 
for state-breds at Penn National Sept. 14. 

David Bushey, who heads Bush Racing 
Stable, didn’t realize it at the time but Dirty 
Dozen would become a major asset to his 
operation. She was 0-for-10 when trainer 
and breeder, Wendy Kinnamon, called 
after the then-3-year-old filly finished sixth 
in a state-bred maiden claimer over the 
Penn National turf course. 

“She had run OK that night but not 
great, and I reached out to a partner in 
our racing stable, Scott LaBouliere, to see 
if he had any interest in her,” Bushey said. 
“Being that she was a Pennsylvania-bred, 
Scott agreed and we decided to take a 
shot in the hopes that we could break her 
maiden and maybe the ‘non-winners of 
two’ lifetime condition, while having some 
fun watching her run.” 

In her first race for Bush Racing 
Stable, established in 2004 by David’s 
father, Bryan, Dirty Dozen paid dividends. 
Switched to the dirt and dropped to the 
bottom claiming price, the filly responded 
with a 2-length victory to earn $7,800. 
More importantly, she was a maiden no 
longer. 

“Her first start for us was very exciting, 
especially since she had only moved to our 
barn 12 days earlier,” David Bushey said. 
“Given the class relief and consistent run¬ 
ning style she had shown at higher levels, 
we thought she would perform well first 


out. More than the surface switch, the class 
relief was the key to breaking her maiden.” 

Dirty Dozen won two more races for 
Bush Racing Stable, back-to-back lower- 
level claiming events in December 
and January. She then placed in two 
Pennsylvania-bred allowances in March 
before winning again Aug. 9, a 1-mile 
claiming test, followed by her allowance 
victory. She’s earned $62,463 this year 
through Oct. 9. 

Stickler has trained for Bush Racing, 
which races primarily in Pennsylvania, since 
2005. The stable expanded in 2010 from a 
private venture to one that was based on 
partnerships, with each horse having mul¬ 
tiple owners and investors, and it averages 
about nine horses in training at one time. 
In 2015, the stable’s horses won 25 races, 
placed in 36 more and earned $413,377. 
Through Oct. 8 the stable was on pace for 
another good year with $338,948 earned. 

“I’ll be honest, we never expected she 
would take us on this kind of ride, and 
I doubt Wendy [Kinnamon] did either,” 
Bushey said. “Dirty Dozen is a real blue- 
collar kind of filly who started as a bot¬ 
tom-level maiden, now allowance winner, 
and over $100,000 in earnings. This is a 
tough sport. Sometimes you just get lucky 
and so far, Dirty Dozen has been our four- 
leaf clover.” 

Dirty Dozen is by the Canadian stallion 
Naughty New Yorker out of the Aljabr 
mare Powdered Donut, who raced in the 
Mid-Atlantic region for Fair Hill-based 
trainer Tim Woolley. 

■ Owners Dr. Stephen and Debbie Jack- 
son and trainer Flint Stites recorded a dou¬ 
ble the evening of Sept. 9 when a pair of 
juvenile homebreds broke their maidens. 

Stites saddled the Sky Mesa filly Frigid 
Sister to a half-length tally in a 5-furlong 
maiden special weight in the opener. Sent 


off at 10-1 in her debut, the chestnut broke 
a step slow from her inside post before 
rallying wide. The Jacksons bred the filly’s 
dam, My Sister Sue, a multiple stakes win¬ 
ner of $207,883 for Stites. My Sister Sue is 
also the dam of Dallas Cowgirl, a stakes- 
placed earner of $111,767. 

In the fourth race, the Yes It’s True 
filly Last True Love chased even-money 
choice Pleiades K S A nearly every step 
of the 5-furlong maiden special weight 
before kicking clear in deep stretch to 
win by 214 lengths. The Jacksons, who 
earned $34,200 in purses for the wins, own 
Jackson Purchase Farm in Versailles, Ky., 
breeding a small number of foals each year 
for both the sales ring and the racetrack. 

Stephen Jackson earned a Ph.D in 
equine nutrition and exercise physiology 
at the University of Kentucky, where he 
subsequently became an extension horse 
specialist and associate professor of animal 
science. He is a leading consultant in horse 
nutrition and management for major farms 
across the globe, and established Bluegrass 
Equine Nutrition in 1996. 

■ After a stellar 2016 season when he 
broke his maiden, won two allowances 
and the $50,000 Grover “Buddy” Delp 
Memorial Stakes at Delaware Park, HnR 
Nothhaft Horseracing’s homebred Mister 
Nofty found the winner’s circle for the first 
time in 2017 in an allowance Sept. 9 for 
trainer Keith Nations. 

The Pennsylvania-bred son of Scat 
Daddy was named after Henry “Hank” 
Nothhaft, a Silicon Valley entrepreneur 
who has been a supporter of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania breeding program while maintaining 
racing stables on both coasts. Nothhaft’s 
first big venture was in 2011 when he 
bought Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl winner 
Silver Train to stand in Pennsylvania. 

Mister Nofty’s most recent victory 
boosted his lifetime mark to five wins from 
13 starts, and $147,420. ^ 
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Helping Hand 

Glen Hill-bred Bistro helps boost 
new trainer Wilkinson with three wins

L eonard Lavin’s Glen Hill Farm has 
bred and raced more than 80 stakes 
winners since it was established in 
1966, including the successful runner and 
stallion Relaunch and Breeders’ Cup win¬ 
ner One Dreamer. 

Lavin, who passed away in early 
August at 97, employed many trainers 
over the years, including Tom Proctor, 
who has maintained a string of horses at 
Delaware Park for the last few seasons. 
One of Proctor’s former assistants, Erin 
Wilkinson, recently saddled a former Glen 
Hill runner, Bistro, to her third victory 
since switching to her barn. 

A 4-year-old daughter of Eskendereya 
out of the A.P. Indy mare Patricias 
Prospect, Bistro won a maiden special 
weight in April at Tampa Bay Downs 
for her breeder Glen Hill. Three off-the- 
board efforts followed, one at Presque Isle 
Downs and two at Delaware, before the 
filly found the winner’s circle again. 

Bistro wired a field of $10,000 claimers 
for Wilkinson Aug. 14 then upset an allow¬ 
ance Sept. 2. She skipped over the sloppy 
surface in that race and never relinquished 
her advantage to earn $21,600 and reward 
her backers with a $45.80 payoff. 

Now owned by Destiny Racing and War 
Tide Stables, Bistro won again in a starter 
allowance Oct. 1 at Parx Racing to improve 
to 4-for-8. 

“She is the barn favorite,” Wilkinson 
said, “not only because she’s a runner, but 
because of her kind and loving demeanor. 
On the track, she’s all business, classy, but 
very competitive. As she’s shown her last 
three wins, she doesn’t give up easily.” 

This is the first full year that Wilkinson, 
a native of Georgia, has been training. Last 
year she started six horses and won two 
races. She won eight of 56 starts through 
Oct. 8 with $158,890 in earnings. 

“I grew up riding show horses,” said 
Wilkinson. “I started in the racehorse 


industry from the ground up, walking hots, 
grooming and eventually galloping in Ken¬ 
tucky, working for people like Stephen 
Dunn, Walter Bindner and his son, Kellyn 
Gorder, Carl Nafzger and WinStar Farm. I 
eventually rode races from 2008 to T4, and 
was an assistant trainer to Tom [Proctor] 
for a few years after that. I took out my 
trainer’s license at Delaware toward the end 
of last year’s meet.” 

Wilkinson said she plans on having 
a small string at Tampa Bay Downs but 
would like to focus mainly on Aqueduct, 
which she hopes will lead to bigger and 
better things. 


Bistro’s dam Patricias Prospect is a 
full-sister to Malibu Moon, being out of 
the Mr. Prospector mare Macoumba. As 
a yearling, she was a $1.3 million RNA 
at the 2006 Fasig-Tipton Saratoga sale 
of selected yearlings. Patricias Prospect is 
also the dam of All for Us, a son of Tiz 
Wonderful who has earned nearly $140,000 
on the flat and over jumps. Most recently, 
her 3-year-old filly Tweeting, by Uncle Mo, 
broke her maiden at Del Mar in late July. 
Glen Hill, now managed by Lavin’s grand¬ 
son Craig Bernick, owns a barn at Fair Hill 
Training Center where Proctor bases the 
main division. 

■ Augustin Stable’s Lift Up put together 
three victories in a row this spring and 
summer, starting with a maiden-breaker 
at Laurel Park April 15 then an allowance 
Aug. 21 at Delaware and another allowance 
Sept. 13 for trainer Michael Dickinson. 
The 3-year-old daughter of Ghostzapper 
came from just off the pace to defeat 
eight rivals under Alex Cintron for her 
September win, driving to the wire as rain¬ 
drops fell on the good turf. 

Bred by George Strawbridge Jr., Lift Up 
is out of the stakes-winning Dynaformer 
mare Dynamic Cat. In addition to Lift

$650,000 buy at this year’s OBS April sale 
of 2-year-olds, recouped part of that sum 
Sept. 9 when she won her career bow for 
trainer Mike Stidham. The daughter of 
Malibu Moon out of the More Than Ready 
mare In the Slips won going 7A furlongs 
on the turf. 

■ Chesterfield Partners’ Punto de Entrada 
registered a memorable debut Sept. 23, 
winning going IVu miles on the grass at 
odds of 34-1. The 2-year-old daughter 
of Point of Entry (which translates in 
Spanish to Punto de Entrada) established a 
clear lead early before giving her support¬ 
ers some anxious moments in midstretch. 
She ducked in sharply but quick-thinking 
jockey Diego Gomez straightened the filly 
and she regained her momentum in time 
to hold off Last Play, and pay her backers 
$70.60 for the win. 

The victory was worth $20,400 for 
Punto de Entrada, who twice didn’t meet 
her reserve for breeder/consignor Andy 
Stronach — $8,500 as a weanling and 
$10,000 as a yearling. ^

Longest shot in four-horse field, 
Chublicious upsets G3 De Francis Dash

D avid Gruskos’ multiple stakes winner 
Chublicious, dismissed as the longest 
shot in the four-horse field, collared 
stubborn front-runner Blue Moon Ace in 
midstretch and emerged from their duel 
with a neck victory in the $250,000 Frank 
J. De Francis Memorial Dash-G3 Sept. 16. 

The 26th running of the 6-furlong De 
Francis highlighted a 12-race Fall Festival 
of Racing program that featured seven 
stakes, six over Laurel’s world-class turf 
course, worth $900,000 in purses. 

Chublicious ($22.40) ran the distance in 
1:08.75 over a fast main track to edge Blue 
Moon Ace, with multiple Grade 3 winner 
Whitmore, the 1-2 favorite, third ahead 
of another multiple graded stakes winner, 
Awesome Banner. 

Named for the late president and chair¬ 
man of Laurel and historic Pimlico Race 
Course, the De Francis was moved up this 
year from mid-November but still drew 


just four runners with the scratches of 
Favorite Tale, Mr. Jordan and Struth off 
the program. 

New Jersey-bred Chublicious, the state’s 
champion sprinter and older male of 2016, 
handled the small field and won his first 
graded stakes. As he has done in each of 
the previous three years, Gruskos moved 
the 6-year-old gelding to the barn of 
Laurel-based trainer Claudio Gonzalez for 
his fall and winter campaign. 

“I was planning on using this race with 
Claudio for a while. This is nothing new,” 
Gruskos said. “The horse runs 1:08. The 
horse has been running 1:08s and threes on 
the sheets for two years. This is no mystery. 

“I told the jockey, 'The horse breaks 
clean, lays off the speed and then makes a 
big run into the turn and keeps on going.’ 
That’s exactly what he did.” 

Blu Moon Ace, coming off a gate-to- 
wire triumph in the Coalition Aug. 26 at 


Timonium, went the first quarter-mile in 
:22.65 and a half in :45.31, with Awesome 
Banner second on the rail. Horacio Kara- 
manos had Chublicious in the clear three 
wide while Whitmore was fourth to his 
inside. 

Chublicious moved another path wider 
after straightening for home and got up 
near the wire for his fifth stakes win and 
second in open company. It was the second 
De Francis win for Karamanos, following 
Action Andy’s 10-1 upset in 2012. 

“I paid attention to the horse on the 
lead. I know [Awesome Banner] after the 
three-eighths pole he had no more gas 
to go,” Karamanos said. “I followed [Blu 
Moon Ace] but I waited for [Whitmore], 
too, to see what happens. At the top of the 
stretch I let my horse switch leads and said, 
'Give me whatever you have.’ [Blu Moon 
Ace] was getting tired a little bit and com¬ 
ing over on me but my horse was coming 
with very good action and we passed him.” 

Bred by Joe-Dan Farm, the De Francis 
winner is by Hey Chub out of the Arch 
mare Sassy Broad. The bay gelding won five 
races for owner/breeder/trainer Daniel 
Lopez in 2014 and 2015 before being sold 
privately to Gruskos. Chublicious won for 
the 10th time in 23 starts and pushed his 
career earnings to $533,754. 

Whitmore, winner of the 6-furlong 
Maryland Sprint-G3 at Pimlico in May, 
was racing for the first time since finishing 
third as the favorite in the True North-G2 
at Belmont Park in June. That loss ended 
a five-race winning streak. He returned 
to win Keeneland’s Phoenix Stakes-G2 
Oct. 6. 

JANNEY WINS ALL ALONG 

On Leave benefited from a dream trip 
on her way to a length victory in the 
$150,000 All Along Stakes on the De 
Francis undercard, providing a hometown 
victory for her Maryland owner and breed¬ 
er, Stuart Janney III. 

“She’s a filly I’ve had a lot of fun 
with. She runs hard every time. She’s 
been running against the best fillies and 
mares in the country the past two or three 
months,” Janney said. “She has a tremen¬ 
dous amount of talent. She’s pretty hard to 
beat when she’s on the lead in the stretch.” 

Trained by Shug McGaughey, 3-5 favor¬ 
ite On Leave immediately obtained a per¬ 
fect stalking position outside Light Up Our 
World (Ire), benefitting from a stumble by 
speedy Juno (Brz) at the start. Ridden by 
Forest Boyce, the 4-year-old daughter of 
War Front relaxed past fractions of :24.22,

:48.21 and 1:11.50 before moving to the 
lead in the stretch on her way to her second 
stakes victory in five starts this year. 

On Leave ran lVu miles in 1:40.24 to 
collect her sixth victory in 12 starts. Paige 
rallied to finish second, a nose ahead of 
Light Up Our World. 

On Leave, who counted the Grade 2 
Sands Point among her four triumphs in 
2016, finished fifth in the Ballston Spa-G2 
at Saratoga in her prior start. 

“I know she was last in her last race but 
only got beat 3 lengths by Lady Eli and I 
don’t know if there’s any better filly in this 
country,” assistant trainer Robbie Medina 
said. “And she was really rank that day. 
She broke good but the horse outside her 
came down on her and Jose Ortiz said she 
was going to clip heels so he had to reach 
up and grab her and then she got rank 
when he had to move a little earlier than 
he wanted to. But she’s been a really good 
horse since Day 1.” 

■ Wise Gal, bred and owned by Eric 
Wirth and trained by Dove Houghton, 
drove away from her opponents down the 
stretch to win the historic Selima Stakes for 
2-year-old fillies, the first of seven stakes 
on Laurel Park’s Fall Festival of Racing 
program. 

Ridden by Steve Hamilton, Wise Gal 
rallied five wide entering the stretch before 
pulling away to a 414-length victory. The 
Einstein (Brz) filly entered the $100,000 
Selima off a half-length victory Aug. 11 at 
514 furlongs on the Laurel turf course that 
Houghton admitted was a bit surprising. 

“When she breezed she did every¬ 
thing very professional but not that fast,” 
Houghton said. “So you think five-and- 
a-half on the turf, you’re looking for fast 
horses for that kind of race. We thought 
it would be a nice first start for her. She 
won’t get dirt kicked back in her face and 
maybe she’ll make a run. So it was a pleas¬ 
ant surprise.” 

Houghton, who trained Wise Gal’s 
dam, the stakes-winning Not For Love 
mare Spirited Game, said she will look to 
stretch her out. “I think the longer the bet¬ 
ter,” she said. 

I Gary Pariente’s Canessar (Fr) captured 
his American debut in the $100,000 Laurel 
Turf Cup for jockey Feargal Lynch. The 
French invader, who joined trainer Arnaud 
Delacour’s stable at Fair Hill Training 
Center Aug. 10, relaxed off the pace set 
by Renown (GB) for the first mile of the

a field of nine, Canessar tracked favorite 
Infinite Wisdom before overtaking him in 
deep stretch. 

■ Quiet Winter Farm’s Snowday (Fr), nar¬ 
rowly beaten in his graded stakes debut 12 
days earlier, forged a short lead approach¬ 
ing the wire and emerged from a four-way 
blanket finish with a head victory in the 
$100,000 Laurel Dash. 

It was the third win in four 2017 starts 
and second in stakes company for Snowday, 
a 7-year-old gelding who completed the 
distance in 1:09.02 over a firm Fort Marcy 
Turf Course layout. Even-money favor¬ 
ite Class and Clash was second despite a 
troubled trip, a head in front of 11-1 long 


shot Rapid Dan. Snowday won his first two 
starts this year, but was third in the Turf 
Monster-G3 at Parx Sept. 4. 

“I thought he lost the race and was sec¬ 
ond. He was really ready to run. That was a 
good race,” said Sergio Rabadan, assistant 
to winning trainer J. Willard Thompson. “I 
told the jock not to rush him out of the 
gate and just make one move, and that’s 
exactly what he did. He did a really good 
job. The last race he ran a big race and just 
got beat. I know he was running a little 
close back but I know he was ready for 
the race.” 

Daniel Centeno was aboard Snowday 
for the first time, inheriting the mount 
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from Jose Ferrer, who was injured in a spill 
at Delaware Park. 

■ Godolphin Racing’s Always Thinking 
rallied from far back and challenged a 
course record in posting a 25-1 upset of 
the $100,000 Sensible Lady Turf Dash. 

Trained by Tom Albertrani and ridden 
by Hall of Famer Edgar Prado, Always 
Thinking ($52) hit the wire in 1:07.68, just 
.39 off the Fort Marcy Turf Course record 
of 1:07.29 set by Jazzy Idea on Oct. 27, 
2012 . 

The Sensible Lady marked a return 
to sprinting for Always Thinking, whose 
previous four races had come at a mile or 
longer. 

■ Oak Bluff Stables’ Therapist overcame 
erratic behavior before the start of the 
$100,000 Laurel Futurity, but straightened 
out in the stretch to prevail by a head. 

The 91st running Laurel Futurity, 
a 6-furlong turf sprint for 2-year-olds, 
was the last of seven stakes featured on 
the 12-race program. The Christophe 
Clement-trained Therapist broke through 
the starting gate, unseating Centeno, and 
subsequently balked while being reloaded. 
After delaying the start a few minutes, the 
New York-bred son of Freud settled in 
sixth as Stroll Smokin and Shane’s Jewel 
dueled into the far turn. 

Therapist saved ground before being 
sent to the outside for the stretch run 
behind 4-5 favorite Majestic Dunhill, and 
came with a strong run to pass the favorite 
and catch Stroll Smoking before the wire. 

“I got lucky he didn’t get hurt in the 
gate. It was only his second start and he 
got nervous. He broke a little slow and 
I put him on the rail and I saved all the 
ground. I was watching the favorite and 
turning for home, I put him into gear and 
he responded,” said Centeno said. “He gal¬ 
loped out strong. He ran big after breaking 
through the gate.” 

CLASS ON THE GRASS 

New York-based trainer Chad Brown 
made Laurel Park his personal playground 
Sept. 30 by sweeping the top two spots in 
back-to-back graded stakes. 

First, Rymska (Fr) and Taperge ran 
one-two in the $150,000 Commonwealth 
Oaks-G3 for 3-year-old fillies. A half-hour 
later, Projected (GB) and Catapault swept 
the exacta in the $200,000 Baltimore/ 
Washington International Turf Cup-G2. 

Rymska, unraced since becoming a 
graded stakes winner in early February, 
rallied down the center of the stretch to 


capture the Oaks at 1% miles on the turf. 
The race was one of three graded stakes 
on the card, which also featured five stakes 
restricted to Virginia-bred/sired runners. 

Owned by Sheep Pond Partners, 
Alain Jathiere, Tom Coleman and Norton 
Herrick, the winner went off as the 2-1 
favorite in a field of 10 despite not having 
started following her three-quarter-length 
victory in the Grade 3 Sweetest Chant, her 
third North American start, at Gulfstream 
Park. Under Feargal Lynch, the black 
daughter of Irish-bred Le Havre covered 
the distance over firm turf in 1:46.94. 

“She was going nicely down the back 
but as soon as I got her to the outside, she 
had such acceleration,” said Lynch. “You 
don’t want to get stopped in her run. My 
only instructions were ‘she’s got a huge 


acceleration so when she kicks, don’t get 
in her way.’ ” 

The Baltimore/Washington Inter¬ 
national Turf Cup, renamed from the 
Commonwealth Turf Cup run at Laurel 
Park the last three years, after calling 
Colonial Downs in Virginia home from 
2005-13, proved a good spot for Projected. 

The 6-5 favorite and jockey Nik Juarez 
finished VA lengths in front of Catapult 
while covering a mile in 1:34.25 on the 
Kelso Turf Course. Catapult held off 
Grade 1 winner Ring Weekend by a nose 
for second. 

Defending champion Blacktype (Fr) 
and the speedy Special Ops scratched, leav¬ 
ing a field of six. Xmas Sky broke sharply 
and quickly raced out to a huge lead 
while setting fractions of :23.60, :46.21 and

1:10.33. Juarez and Projected began to cut 
into the advantage as they approached the 
second turn. Catapult followed, but could 
not sustain the run with an eighth of a 
mile to run. 

“Both horses ran a huge race,” said 
Brown’s assistant, Dermot Magner. “Both 
riders ran a very intelligent race. One had 
to win and one had to be second.” 

Magner said the race developed as 
expected. “We thought there would be a 
lot of speed so both riders broke and sat 
behind,” Magner said. “Nik rode a very 
clever race. The horse will get a lot of 
confidence from the win. Fast fractions 
would obviously suit him pretty well and 
he finished strong.” 

I Skeedattle Associates’ Just Howard won 
his fourth consecutive race and earned 
his first graded stakes victory by three- 
quarters of a length over Voodoo Song in 
the $200,000 Commonwealth Derby-G3. 
Ridden by Feargal Lynch, who won four 
races on the card, Just Howard stalked 
3-5 favorite Voodoo Song through early 


fractions of :22.97, :46.47 and 1:10.33 
in the 1 Vs-mile turf race. The Maryland- 
bred son of champion turf horse English 
Channel steadily gained on the pacesetter 
and finished in 1:45.81, a record for the 
Kelso Turf Course layout. Sent off at 7-1, 
the fourth choice in the field of six, Just 
Howard returned $16.80. Voodoo Song 
held second, beating Profiteer by a length. 

Lynch picked up the mount on Just 
Howard from Alex Cintron, who was up 
for the previous three wins, because of a 
riding commitment at Delaware Park. In 
his first trip on Just Howard—unbeaten 
since trainer Graham Motion added blink¬ 
ers—Lynch turned in a well-timed, tactical 
ride to top Voodoo Song, who won four 
races during the 2017 Saratoga meet. 

“I tried to actually come away from 
Voodoo Song because I didn’t want to go 
head-to-head with him because he battles 
back again,” Lynch said. “I tried to keep 
out to the middle of the track to keep away 
from the horse so we didn’t get into it. 
They came to him in Saratoga and he just 


kept finding a little bit so I thought, ‘Keep 
away from him.’ It came down to us and we 
got the better of him.” 

Skeedattle bought Just Howard for 
$37,000 at the 2015 dispersal of horses 
owned by the late Howard Bender, a prom¬ 
inent Maryland breeder and owner with his 
wife Sondra, and named the horse after 
Bender. 

Lynch won the Brookmeade and Com¬ 
monwealth Oaks before his score on Just 
Howard. 

“It’s a great day,” he said. “Scott Silver, 
my agent, does a great job. Unfortunately, 
Trevor [McCarthy] is out at the moment 
but we’ve kept the show on the road. 
Scott does a great job for me and Graham 
Motion gives me a lot of opportunities to 
go to Fair Hill and help with the babies. It’s 
been a great year, and a great day. It just all 
came together today.”

All in the Family 

Homebred Tequilita captures G3 Oaks 
for Matzes on Race for the Ribbon night

T he connections of the Union Rags 
filly Tequilita had two stakes options 
Sept. 23, and late that evening it was 
apparent they chose the right one. 

There were two Grade 3 stakes for 
3-year-old fillies at 7 furlongs: the $100,000 
Dogwood at Churchill Downs that Saturday 
afternoon and the $300,000 Charles Town 
Oaks, which went off just before 10:30 
p.m. Trainer Michael Matz made the call to 
stay closer to home-Tequilita is based at 
Fair Hill Training Center in Maryland—and 


was rewarded with the filly’s biggest payday 
in 10 races. 

Owned and bred by Matz’s wife, Dee 
Dee, Tequilita was one of three graded 
stakes winners in the Oaks field and, even 
though her record at the distance was 
excellent, she never had negotiated the dis¬ 
tance around two turns. The Charles Town 
surface can be tricky because of its con¬ 
figuration, but Tequilita prevailed under a 
smooth ride by Luis Saez, who had been 
aboard in her previous four races. 


This year’s Oaks, part of the “Race 
for the Ribbon” program, attracted an 
unusual amount of interest compared with 
last year, when only six fillies competed. 
Charles Town officials said the names of 
18 fillies were dropped in the box; 10 drew 
into the body of the race with four on the 
also-eligible list. 

The conditions of the Oaks gave first 
preference to North American, European 
or Asian graded stakes winners, and that left 
Hillwood Stable’s Shimmering Aspen—the 
eventual race favorite at 6-5 — on the outside 
looking in. But four fillies scratched, leav¬ 
ing a full field of 10 including the Rodney 
Jenkins-trained daughter of Malibu Moon. 

Shimmering Aspen, a winner of five of 
seven starts including two dominant Laurel 
Park stakes victories, didn’t get the best 
of trips in her first defeat at 7 furlongs in 
four attempts. She was hung wide into and 
around the first turn, made a brief bid for 
Steve Hamilton entering the far turn, but 
couldn’t sustain the run and finished sixth. 

Tequilita, who entered the Oaks off of 
a solid third in the Grade 1 Test Stakes at 
Saratoga Race Course Aug. 5, got the best 
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of it in the Oaks. She rated fifth off an 
honest pace, collared the leaders near the 
top of the stretch and eased away to win 
by 114 lengths as the 5-2 second choice. 
Danny Chen’s Yorkiepoo Princess, a three¬ 
time stakes winner at Aqueduct last winter 
and also an also-eligible, regained her form 
with a strong second at 75-1, while WinStar 
Farm’s Overture, winner of the Grade 3 
Indiana Oaks, finished third. 

The final time on a track rated fast 
was 1:26.01, just a bit slower than owner/ 
trainer Ernest Haynes’ 5-year-old mare 
Lake Ponchatrain posted in winning the 
$50,000 Pink Ribbon Stakes for fillies and 
mares one race earlier. 

Dee Dee Matz called the win “very 
special,” thanks to the family connections. 
Michael Matz trained the filly’s sire and 
dam. Union Rags won the 2012 Belmont 
Stakes-Gl and four other races for Matz 
and owner/breeder Phyllis Wyeth. Dam 
Sangrita won the Grade 2 Chilukki and is 
still a part of Dee Dee Matz’s broodmare 
band. Sangrita’s dam Alvear (by Seattle 
Slew) raced for Dee Dee Matz and trainer 
J. Willard Thompson in the early 1990s. 

“She’s a litfie bit more like her mom in 
that she’s probably best at 7 furlongs to a 
mile,” Matz said of Tequilita, who earlier 
this year finished seventh in the Grade 1 
Kentucky Oaks at 1% miles. “She’s OK at 
a mile-and-a-sixteenth, but we’ll probably 
keep running her shorter than that. She 
always tries, and we’re really excited about 
this.” 

Tequilita, who earned $174,600 to push 
her career earnings to $523,140, broke her 
maiden in October 2016 at Keeneland and 
added the Smart Halo Stakes at Laurel 
Park the next month. She opened 2017 
with a win in the Forward Gal Stakes-G2 
at Gulfstream Park in February. 

The other graded stakes winner in 
the field, Eric Johnson, John Fuller and 
Richie Robershaw’s Munny Spunt, who 
was placed first after an interference dis¬ 
qualification in the Torrey Pines-G3 at 
Del Mar in her prior start, finished an 
even seventh. Poindexter Thoroughbreds’ 
Chanel’s Legacy, bumped leaving the gate 
and eased soon after, was vanned off the 
track but her connections reported she had 
only sustained a pulled muscle. 

The fastest 7 furlongs of the night— 
1:25.87—was turned in by the sharp 3-year- 
old West Virginia-bred filly Moonlit Song, 
who continued her roll to the West Virginia 
Breeders Classics with a 6%-length win 
over T Rex Express in the $50,000 Sadie 
Hawkins Stakes for state-bred fillies and 


mares. The Sadie Hawkins offered the win¬ 
ner a guaranteed berth in the West Virginia 
Breeders Classic Distaff. 

Owned by Grams Racing Stable and 
trained by Tim Grams, the daughter of 
West Virginia-based sire Fiber Sonde won 
for the eighth time in 11 starts, all at 
Charles Town. She is unbeaten in two 
starts at 7 furlongs, including her victory 
in the Sylvia Bishop Memorial in August. 

Charles Town officials were pleased 
with the response to this year’s Oaks, 
though vice president of racing operations 
Erich Zimny said the racing office “may 
take a look at the conditions of the race” 
after questions were raised about how 
Shimmering Aspen ended up on the also- 
eligible list. 

“We’ve tossed around a couple ideas 
internally,” he said. “There are a lot of 
reasonable ways to craft your preference 
order, but there is always a combination of 
horses out there that could lead to a horse 
you’d like to see in the body of the race 
not get in if the race over fill s. Someone 
suggested preference for the Charles Town 
Oaks should be for highest lifetime earn¬ 
ings like they do at some tracks, but if 
we did that and all the fillies that entered 


stayed in through the draw, then the winner 
of the only graded stakes for 3-year-old fil¬ 
lies on the main track at Del Mar would’ve 
been left out. That’s definitely not a good 
result either. 

“If you go back and look at the 2016 
Travers, had Anaximandros gotten up 
for third in the West Virginia Derby, 
there would have only had to be another 
domino or two to fall in the entries for 
Anaximandros to keep Arrogate out of 
the body of the race. That wasn’t far off 
from happening. You obviously try and 
minimize the chances of that happening 
through the conditions but there’s unfor¬ 
tunately always a scenario where it could, 
especially when you’re talking about a 
10-horse gate [at Charles Town].” 

Zimny said that overall he believes the 
field was “spectacular” in terms of depth. 

“You’ll never complain about having 
18 horses in the entry box for a graded 
stakes,” he said. “[Racing secretary] Charlie 
McIntosh did an unbelievable job with it. 
With this race, it’s always fun watching to 
see what these horses do going forward 
since a lot of their signature moments are 
going to be ahead of them.” ^

Muscle Man 

Named for a hot rod, Oldzfourfortytwo 
powers to McDermott win for Girten

T im Girten was on his cell phone when 
Hip 442, a colt he wanted to bid on at 
the 2016 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky fall 
yearling sale, came through the ring. 

The trainer was upset that he missed the 
chance to buy the Pennsylvania-bred son 
of Offlee Wild primarily because he trains 
his half-brother, Rocky River. That 3-year- 
old son of Rockport Harbor has spent his 
entire career at Presque Isle Downs with 
Girten, winning three times and placing in 
allowance company. 

“Rocky River is a pretty useful horse, 
so I wanted to buy his half-brother,” said 
Girten. ££ I looked at him beforehand, and 
he was an average horse, nothing flashy. 
So I planned on bidding on him, but I was 
on the phone with a client and I missed 
him. It turns out he was bought by Leland 


Hayes, a friend of mine. He knew I wanted 
the horse and said he would sell him to 
me. I gave him cash on top of the $3,500 
purchase price.” 

Luckily for Girten, the inexpensive 
yearling he bought privately from his friend 
turned out to be a stakes winner. Named 
Oldzfourfortytwo, he motored to an upset 
in the $100,000 Mark McDermott Stakes 
for Pennsylvania-bred 2-year-olds Sept. 3. 

££ Leland said that he owned a stakes 
horse for a couple of minutes,” said Girten 
with a laugh. As for his name, Girten said, 
££ He was Hip 442 at the sale. I’m 48 years 
old and was into muscle cars when I was 
younger. This colt is like a muscle car, so 
I decided to name him Oldzfourfortytwo 
[for the Oldsmobile 442 if you’re not into 
muscle cars].” 


Sent off at 22-1 in the 6-furlong 
McDermott, the colt won by three-quarters 
of a length from Afterburner with favored 
Kitchen Fire third. Oldzfourfortytwo 
earned $74,000 for the victory. 

Bred by Scot Waterman, Oldzfourforty¬ 
two won going 5Vi furlongs in his debut 
Aug. 9 at Presque Isle. He raced just off 
the pacesetters, joined them in the stretch 
and drew off, an effort that pleased Girten 
and gave him confidence to run back in the 
McDermott. 

££ I could see a big change in his attitude 
after he broke his maiden,” said Girten. 
££ And after he won the McDermott he was 
really feeling good. He bit the groom and 
left a big ol’ welt.” 

Girten, who has been training 23 years, 
stables at Presque Isle during the meet and 
lives in Florida the rest of the year. He leases 
a farm in Williston, Fla., just outside of 
Ocala, and breaks and trains young horses. 

££ I broke Oldzfourfortytwo myself,” 
said Girten. ££ I expected the other horse I 
entered in the McDermott, Uncle Archie, 
to beat Oldzfourfortytwo because they 
both trained together and the other horse 
seemed better to me. I was surprised when 
he won; there’s a lot more to him than I 
thought. 

££ I broke the winner, the second-place 
horse and the fifth-place finisher in the 
McDermott. At one time, they all lived in 
the same field on my farm.” 

Just two weeks later, Girten completed 
a sweep of the Pennsylvania-bred juvenile 
stakes when he saddled Stardoza to a vic¬ 
tory in the $100,000 Mrs. Henry D. Paxson 
Memorial for 2-year-old fillies, also at 6 
furlongs. 

A daughter of Data Link bred by Two 
Sisters Farm and co-owned by Girten 
and Muirfield Farm, Stardoza seized the 
lead out of the gate and zipped the open¬ 
ing quarter in :22.85 after opening up a 
2-length lead. She extended her advantage 
through a half in :46.36, rolled into the 
stretch 3 lengths in front and flashed under 
the wire 1 3 A lengths better than O’Paddy. 

Girten bought Stardoza for $14,000 at 
the 2016 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky fall sale. 
She’s won two of five starts and earned 
$89,320. 

While Girten occasionally runs at Parx 
Racing, Penn National and Thistledown, 
the vast majority of his starters the last 
several years have come at Presque Isle. 
Prior to the opening of Presque Isle, 
Girten, whose mother is the recently- 
retired trainer Shirley Girten-Drake, kicked 
around the Ohio and Kentucky circuits. He

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trained multiple Ohio-bred stakes winner 
and $379,620-earner Little Alladin Rib. 

Girten is in the midst of a career- 
best year, training the earners of $589,608 
through Oct. 8 . His previous best was 
$484,633 in 1998. 

Oldz four forty two ran back twice fol¬ 
lowing the McDermott, finishing fourth in 
an allowance Sept. 18 and third in the Fitz 
Dixon, Jr. Memorial Juvenile Stakes Oct. 5. 

■ Ivan Dalos’ Ami’s Mesa showed her 
affinity for synthetic surfaces when she 
brought her three-race winning streak from 
Woodbine to Erie Sept. 18 and set a track 
record for 6 V 2 furlongs in the $400,000 
Presque Isle Downs Masters-G2. 

The Ontario-bred daughter of Sky 
Mesa won in 1:14.68 under Luis Contreras, 
eclipsing the previous record of 1:14.88 set 
by Groupie Doll in the 2013 Masters. 

The Masters was Ami’s Mesa’s first start 
at Presque Isle Downs. She kicked off her 
4-year-old season with an allowance vic¬ 
tory at Woodbine in late June, followed by 
the Ontario Matron Stakes-G3 in July and 
the Seaway Stakes-G3 in August. 

Ami’s Mesa went off as the favorite 
in the Masters’ field of 12, toting co- 
highweight of 123 pounds. At the break, 
41-1 Pennsylvania-bred Cavalia took the 
lead and rattled off splits of :22.52, :45.18 
and 1:08.62 before tiring late as Ami’s Mesa 
rallied from just off the pace to engage Bar 
of Gold late. Ami’s Mesa drew clear for 
1-length victory over Bar of Gold, third 
in last year’s Masters, while Cavalia hung 
on for third. 

“She was really sharp,” Contreras said. 
“The gates opened, and she put herself in 
a great position, so I just kept her there and 
tried not to get in trouble.” 

Trained by Josie Carroll, Ami’s Mesa 
earned $240,000 to boost her total earnings 
to $531,803. She’s won six of nine starts. 

■ Another Woodbine shipper found the 
Tapeta surface to his liking in the second- 
richest stakes of the season, the $ 200,000 
Presque Isle Mile for older horses Sept. 17. 

Hopefield Farm’s Gigantic Breeze, an 
Ontario-bred 4-year-old son of Giant’s 
Causeway trained by Alexander McPherson, 
staged a last-to-first performance to win by 
4 lengths over Ghost Hunter and favored 
War Correspondent in 1:35.62. 

The Presque Isle Mile was the first 
added-money victory for Gigantic Breeze, 
who placed in the Grade 3 Dominion Day 
and Seagram Cup Stakes this summer. He 
is 5-for-16 with $280,792 in earnings. ^

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Leaps of Faith 

Homebreds shine as autumn season 
jumps to life with September racing

omebred steeplechasers. In North 
America? No, really, it can happen. 
September sent the jumpers back 
to work for a short, elite autumn season 
and a couple of the early stars were bred 
for the part—in Pennsylvania, not Ireland 
or England. 

First off, All the Way Jose won the 
Grade 1 Lonesome Glory at Belmont 
Park Sept. 21 for breeder and trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard. Two days later, Second 


Amendment got the job done in a handi¬ 
cap hurdle at Shawan Downs for breeder 
and owner Welcome Here Farm. Both 
horses were bred in Pennsylvania, and 
both rewarded patience on the part of 
their connections. 

In New York, All the Way Jose com¬ 
pleted a long comeback to a stakes win for 
Sheppard, owner Buttonwood Farm and 
jockey Darren Nagle. Novice hurdle cham¬ 
pion of 2014 as a 4-year-old, the son of 


Senor Swinger and Sheppard’s Northern 
Baby mare Maternity Leave lost all three 
starts in 2015. Offseason wind surgery 
was supposed to send him back to com¬ 
petitiveness, but 2016 was no better with 
four losses in as many tries. After seven 
consecutive exacta finishes over jumps in 
2013 and 2014, he lost seven in a row and 
could do no better than fourth. 

Last November, New Bolton Center 
surgeon Dr. David Levine performed a 
second wind surgery in one more attempt 
to help the horse’s breathing. 

Gradually, the old All the Way Jose 
gradually returned. 

Able to drop into handicaps because of 
all those losses and a lower rating on the 
National Steeplechase Association scale, 
All the Way Jose finished third at Tryon, 
was second going 3 miles at the Iroquois 
and then won by 15 lengths at Fair Hill 
while wearing blinkers for the first time. 
Stakes company beckoned, but All the Way 
Jose and jockey Keri Brion parted com¬ 
pany with a mistake midway through the

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Grade 1 A.P. Smithwick at Saratoga. Four 
weeks later, with Nagle on board, All the 
Way Jose finished third behind Diplomat 
and Modem (GB) in the Grade 1 New 
York Turf Writers Cup. Though passed 
by two horses after the last fence, All the 
Way Jose’s effort was there and he went to 
Belmont as a player in a field of eight. 

With Diplomat and spring star Scorp- 
iancer (Ire) on the sidelines, Modem again 
carried high weight in the handicap. The 
156 pounds did little to dissuade the bettors, 
who sent the Irish import off at less than 
2-1. Hinterland (Fr) was the second choice, 
followed by All the Way Jose at almost 7-2. 
Nagle let his horse break aggressively from 
the inside and they led over the first fence. 
Charminster (Ire) moved to the front by 
the first turn and All the Way Jose backed 
off. Casino Markets (Ire) moved into sec¬ 
ond, followed by the winner to the inside 
and behind the leader, then Swansea Mile 
(Ire), Mr. Hot Stuff, Modem three wide, 
Hinterland and Simenon (Ire). They stayed 
like that, mostly, up the backside though 
Swansea Mile dropped back after a sloppy 
leap at the second. 

With a lap to go, Charminster held 
a clear lead on All the Way Jose. Casino 
Markets was 2 lengths back in third, fol¬ 
lowed by Modem. The favorite ate into the 
margin coming to the fence past the wire, 
but chipped in and lost a little momentum. 

As the field straightened up for the long 
backstretch and final three fences, Nagle 
threw a log on the fire and All the Way Jose 
jumped the eighth alongside Charminster 
and led into the ninth. Behind him, Casino 
Markets came under pressure but stayed 
on as Modem got caught up in a little 
traffic. All the Way Jose jumped the last in 
front by 2, followed by Casino Markets, a 
tiring but trying Charminster and a rallying 
Modem. 

Past the final cone on the turn, Nagle 
angled his horse to the rail and put a 
little more ground between himself and 
the others as Modem ranged alongside 
Casino Markets and Swansea Mile rallied 
wide. The closers never really made up any 
ground on the leader, who hugged the rail 
and saw out the win as Modem settled for 
his third consecutive runner-up finish. 

“Today it couldn’t have gone any better, 
the way it set up for him,” said Nagle. “I 
won’t say I was confident of winning but I 
was confident in the way I wanted to ride 
him. If it worked, it was going to work. If 


it didn’t, it wasn’t going to be because he 
didn’t run as well as he could.” 

Upstairs in the box seats, the Moorheads 
cheered home their horse—whose dam 
Maternity Leave won twice over jumps and 
once on the flat for Sheppard. 

“It’s been a good ride with him so far 
except for those two years with the breath¬ 
ing problems,” said Rod Moorhead. “He’s 
a fun horse to watch and you feel good 
for him when he can go out and do that. 
We watch him train and he’s been training 
really well, but you never know after those 
surgeries and things. Jonathan thinks a lot 
of him and everyone at the farm just loves 
him. It’s nice to have him back.” 

All the Way Jose became the fourth 
Grade 1 winner of 2017, after Scorpiancer, 
Swansea Mile and Diplomat, leaving Octo¬ 
ber’s Grand National (worth $400,000) to 
clear up the championship picture. Win or 
lose, All the Way Jose belonged in the dis¬ 
cussion again. 

“We’ve finally gotten that last year out 
of our system,” said Sheppard. “It took 
him a few races to get his confidence back 
after the surgery I think. I’ve heard people 
say that about horses who’ve had surgery 
like that.” 

SECOND AMENDMENT 
SCORES AT SHAWAN 

Nina Gardner laughs about the origins 
of her Pennsylvania breeding program— 
which produces a limited number of 
potential racehorses and eventers every 
year. One chapter of the story starts with 
an unsold mare at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 
December mixed sale in 2001 and then 
shifts gears to a stallion whose racing 
career ended in claimers at age 11 in 2007. 

“I was at Timonium because we were 
selling yearlings and I saw this lovely mare 
go through the ring and nobody bid,” 
Gardner said. “I liked her breeding and I 
just liked her so I went back to the barn 
and asked about her. She’d run one time, 
had two foals and was open and the people 
that had her were getting out of the breed¬ 
ing business.” 

Gardner made an offer (the mare was 
a $1,400 RNA), the sellers accepted and 
Bullet Card went home to Pennsylvania. 
Bred by Hal C. B. and Jeanne Clagett, the 
daughter of Press Card and the Assault 
Landing mare Bullet Assault became an 
event horse. 


“She was a lovely mover and a very good 
jumper who did quite well,” Gardner said 
of her mare, who later joined the brood¬ 
mare band at the Gardners’ farm near West 
Grove. 

Bullet Card’s future mate, National 
Anthem (GB), raced in Europe for three 
seasons before joining Hall of Fame train¬ 
er Ron McAnally in California in 2000. 
Owned by Richard Duchossois, the bay 
won his American debut and went on to 
place in two graded stakes before winning 
seven more times in the claiming ranks. 
All told, he made 63 starts, won 11 races, 
finished second in 11 more and earned 
$347,068. Gardner knew Duchossois’ son 
Bruce through the eventing world and 
heard plenty of tales about the horse. 

“He ran long on the grass, retired- 
sound-at 11 and I remember saying, 
‘Bingo, I want to look at this guy,’ ” she 
recalled. Gardner had National Anthem 
sent to her event trainer Phillip Dutton 
for an evaluation and later to New Bolton 
Center to determine fertility. The son of 
Royal Academy passed both tests. 

“He had never jumped a fence in his life 
and he was an absolute natural at it with 
Phillip and an incredible mover,” Gardner 
said. “He was 12 so it just made no sense 
but if he’d been younger I probably would 
have raced him over jumps.” 

Instead, National Anthem became the 
resident stallion at Welcome Here Farm. 
Now 21, he breeds Gardner’s handful 
of mares-Thoroughbred and Warm- 
blood-and the rare mare for outside cli¬ 
ents. He has produced winners on the flat, 
over jumps and on the event course. He’s 
also pretty much a pet. 

“He’s a total gentleman,” Gardner said. 
“He’s out as much as possible in a paddock 
with a shed, he’s the teaser too. He likes 
this job much more than he did racing. 
And every one of his babies jumps beauti¬ 
fully, with beautiful form and with great 
scope.” 

Second Amendment, a son of National 
Anthem and the aforementioned Bullet 
Card, put that jumping skill to good use 
at Shawan Downs Sept. 23—winning a 
$25,000 handicap hurdle for Welcome 
Here, trainer Lizzie Merryman and jockey 
Darren Nagle. The gray 7-year-old made 
most of the running inside Strongbox, 
and gave up the lead twice in the final 
stages —first when Cognashene jumped to 
the front on the backside the last time and 
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Second Amendment, bred in Pennsylvania by owner Nina Gardner, makes it look easy over 
a fence at Shawan Downs, which launched the NSA’s fall race-meet season in September. 


next when Indy’s Legacy challenged along 
the hedge on the final turn. Indy’s Legacy 
drifted out coming to the second-last, 
Second Amendment went to the inside, 
reclaimed the advantage coming to the last 
and saw off Personal Start by 1% lengths 
at the wire. Indy’s Legacy stayed for third 
in the nine-horse field. 

The tactics were all Nagle’s idea. 

“We talked beforehand and Darren felt 
very strongly that he should be close to 
the pace because it’s a flat 2 miles, he prob¬ 
ably wants softer ground, more hills and 
more distance,” said Merryman. “I feel like 
sometimes when we try to take him out 
of his game of sitting back and making a 
run, it doesn’t always work, but Darren was 
absolutely right. He let him have his way 
and looked like he was having fun.” 

Second Amendment collected his third 
hurdle win to go with a flat score at Pimlico 
in 2015. The flat career ended late that year 
and he won a maiden hurdle at Charleston 
in November. Last year, he scored in a 115 
handicap (the same level as Shawan) at 
Virginia Fall and was beaten a neck at the 
120 level at the Colonial Cup in November. 
His spring 2017 campaign included a fifth 


behind Fantastic Song at Charleston, a 
fourth to Orchestra Leader at Foxfield 
and another fourth in an apprentice-jockey 
hurdle at Fair Hill. 

After Fair Hill, Merryman sent her horse 
back to Gardner’s farm—and some TLC 
from farm manager Karen Hokanson—for 
a break and he returned as good as ever. 

“Karen loves him, takes great care 
of him, he’s pampered, he comes back 
looking fresh and great and ready to go,” 
said Merryman, who is based at Fair Hill 
Training Center. “We had a nice half of 
July and August weather-wise where we 
could get a lot done on the hills and the 
turf. We got so much rain it was kind 
of ideal for prepping them for early fall. 
Usually the ground’s hard and you have 
to spend too much time on the racetrack.” 

Gardner called the success a special 
moment. 

“This is what I love,” she said. “I love to 
be able to look at an animal and get a sense 
of what their potential is and get them 
plugged into the right job.” 

That involves early breaking/training 
on the farm, some time as 2-year-olds 
with Merryman and then—for those so 


inclined-racing careers that start at age 
3. From there, it’s jump racing (or some 
combination of the two) with Merryman, 
eventing with Jennie Brannigan and what¬ 
ever else works. 

In addition to Second Amendment, 
National Anthem is the sire of Amazing 
Anthem (out of the Proud Truth mare 
Amazing Truth). She counts two wins on 
the flat (at Pimlico and Penn National) and 
one over hurdles (at Radnor) on her chart 
for Merryman. National Anthem gelding 
Twilightslastgleem (out of the Northern 
Baby mare Royal Child) is a rising star in 
the eventing ranks for Brannigan. Now 7, 
he is a multiple winner who competes at 
the CCI two-star level and recently received 
a United States Eventing Association grant 
to compete in Europe though Gardner 
said he’ll get a break for now with eyes 
on 2018. 

As for Second Amendment, he came up 
with a tendon injury while prepping for an 
October start. He’ll get an extended break 
with a return to racing (hurdle or timber) 
or eventing on his goal sheet. 

“They’re all part of the family,” said 
Gardner. “We foal them here, we break 
them here, we treat them all as if they’re 
special. He’s a really good jumper so we’ll 
see where it goes.” 

■ Over timber at Shawan, Kiplin Hall’s 
Rodriguez (Ire) upset multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Cornhusker (GB) in the $25,000 open 
race for Nagle and trainer Willie Dowling. 
Rodriguez finished second in a maiden 
timber over the course in 2016 and won 
his next start at Virginia Fall. This year, the 
10-year-old High Chaparral (Ire) gelding 
pulled up at the Grand National and was 
third at Winterthur. Off since May (like 
all the timber horses), Rodriguez ignored 
Class Indian’s massive early lead while rac¬ 
ing in front of the rest of the pack, inher¬ 
ited the lead for real when Class Indian 
tired, then outfinished Cornhusker in the 
stretch to win by a half-length. Worried 
Man rallied for third. Rodriguez won twice 
over hurdles and once over chase fences 
with Charlie Swan in Ireland. 

Dowling was optimistic his horse was 
ready for his first start in more than four 
months, but wasn’t so sure about taking on 
multiple stakes winner Cornhusker. 

“My horses usually take a run, but look¬ 
ing at him he looks pretty lean all the time 
and he’s a horse who runs well fresh so it 
wasn’t a shock, it was a shock that when he

got headed that he battled off again, that 
was a nice surprise,” said the trainer. “I 
thought Cornhusker was home and hosed 
once he passed him, I was delighted to 
have him run as well as he had, but it just 
seems like he stays galloping” 

Rodriguez races for Marylanders 
George Tydings and Jay Griswold, so the 
hometown win was appreciated. Dowling’s 
stable of mainly timber horses collected its 
fourth win of 2017. 

“That’s as big as winning anything,” 
Dowling said of the win at Shawan. “If 
he doesn’t win another race this season, 
it’s been a great year. The key is he likes 
good ground and he’s got confidence now 
jumping these smaller courses, he’s a win¬ 
ner at Middleburg, it’s hard not to go there 
in three weeks. It’s exciting times to have 
a couple of winners from a small stable.” 

Maiden hurdlers got the day started with 
First Friday taking the $20,000 opener for 
Peggy Steinman, trainer Doug Fout and jock¬ 
ey Jack Doyle. Restricted to 3-year-olds, the 
race lured seven-all with eyes on a $50,000 
opportunity at Far Hills Oct. 21. Bred in 
Kentucky by Steinman, First Friday caught 
pacesetter Flash Jackson in the stretch and 
won by VA lengths. Flash Jackson stayed for 
second with Snuggling third. 

The first three are homebreds for 
Steinman, Ann Jackson and Hudson River 
Farm/Jonathan Sheppard. 

Thirteen older maidens filled the entry 
box, earning a split into two races worth 
$25,000 each. Gill Johnston’s Hanno (Sean 
McDermott) reeled in Cuba Libre, who 
built a big lead early, to win by a nose for 
trainer Jack Fisher in the day’s second race. 
Enjoy the Show finished third. The win¬ 
ner came into the race off three hurdle 
losses, including a second for a $25,000 
tag at Radnor, this year. Bred in Kentucky 
by Trish Moseley, he’s meandered to the 
winner’s circle—winning once in 16 starts 
in England for Moseley and trainer Ed 
Dunlop before joining Johnston’s string 
as a hurdle prospect. The 6-year-old son 
of Henrythenavigator is a half-brother 
to Proctor’s Ledge, who won two graded 
stakes on the turf for Moseley this summer 
at Saratoga. 

One race later, Doyle picked up his 
second win on the card with Pennsylvania- 
bred Aflutter for Sheppard and Hudson 
River Farm. The 7-year-old son of 
Birdstone came from deep in the seven- 
horse field to win by a length over Albus 


with Set to Music third. The winner ran 
twice on the flat as a 3-year-old, tried hur¬ 
dling and won on the flat at 4, missed his 
5-year-old season and ran twice over jumps 
last fall. This year, the half-brother to hur¬ 
dle stakes winner Parker’s Project-and to 
first-race runner Snuggling—placed in two 
spring maiden hurdles and finished second 
against winners at Saratoga. 

Maiden timber winner Where’s the 
Beef completed a double for Welcome 
Here Farm when he scored by a half- 
length over Enuff Alex who in turn had a 
half-length on Only Charity in the 3V8-mile 
race. The winner led throughout for jockey 
Mark Beecher and trainer Ivan Dowling, 
and just lasted to win for the first time 
since taking a novice hurdle stakes in 2013. 

Like the maiden hurdlers, the maid¬ 
en timber horses filled two races as 
Pennsylvania-bred Beck’s Bad Boy scored 
one race after Where’s the Beef-scoring 
by 2 lengths over Cocodimama and Dye 
Fore. Keith Dalton rode the winner for Ivy 
Hill Stable and trainer Alicia Murphy. The 
winner, a 6-year-old son of Oratory, was 
bred by Country Life Farm and Thomas 
Finacchio. 

NOTES: Moscato (GB) continued 
his torrid rookie season as an American 
hurdler by adding the $75,000 William 
Entenmann Memorial one race before 


the Lonesome Glory at Belmont. Owned 
by Bruton Street-US and trained by Jack 
Fisher, the gray won for the fourth time 
in six American starts (with two seconds). 
The run began with a maiden win at the 
Queen’s Cup in April, an allowance hurdle 
at the Iroquois in May and back-to-back 
novice stakes. New Member (Ire), also 
trained by Fisher, finished second in the 
Entenmann with Mutasaawy third . . . 
At Foxfield the day after Shawan, jockey 
Kieran Norris returned to the winner’s cir¬ 
cle for the first time since being injured in a 
fall at Radnor in May. The 2016 champion 
won a $20,000 filly/mare maiden hurdle 
aboard Waveless (GB) for Amy Taylor 
Rowe and trainer Leslie Young. Also on 
the card, veteran Orchestra Leader won 
the $25,000 optional claimer for Rosbrian 
Farm, Ricky Hendriks and jockey Ross 
Geraghty. Going back to 2013, the vet¬ 
eran was making his seventh start at the 
Charlottesville, Va., course and improved 
his mark to four wins, two seconds and 
a third. Small Giants Stable claimed the 
8-year-old for $20,000 and returned him to 
trainer Jimmy Day. Rosbrian and Hendriks 
had claimed the Kentucky-bred for $20,000 
in May. . . The jump season includes 
four November stops —Callaway Gardens 
and Montpelier Nov. 4, the Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup Nov. 5 and the season-ending 
Charleston Nov. 12. ■

El Padrino hits with two 
stakes winners on one card 


N orthview PA’s El Padrino 
shot to the top of the 
Mid-Atlantic freshman 
and juvenile sires lists with a 
stakes double on Delaware 
Park’s Owners’ Day Sept. 30. 

Whereshetoldmetogo, the 
sire’s the first winner at Dela¬ 
ware Park in June, became El 
Padrino’s first stakes winner in 
the $75,000 First State Dash. 
Owned by Black Cloud Racing 
and trained by Anthony Peco- 
raro, the chestnut colt bred in 
Maryland by David Wade 
edged clear to win the 5 V2- fur¬ 


long stakes by a half-length. It 
was the second win in four 
starts for Whereshetoldme¬ 
togo, who was produced by the 
Domestic Dispute mare 
Undisputed Legend. 

Three races later, Enchanted 
Star broke free to win the 
51/2-furlong $75,000 Small 
Wonder Stakes by 3 lengths. 
The Oak Tree Stable-owned 
filly, purchased by her trainer 
Gary Capuano for $5,000 at 
the 2016 Fasig-Tipton Midlan- 
tic yearling sale, recorded her 
second win in two weeks, after 


breaking her maiden at Laurel 
Park. The richest runner for El 
Padrino (through Oct. 16), with 
$78,903 from three starts, 
Enchanted Star was bred by 
Phyllis Browne out of Flirta¬ 
tious Heart (by Allen’s Pros- 
pect). 

El Padrino is the sire of 53 
foals in his first crop, and six of 
his 11 to start (through mid- 
October) are winners. 

An 8-year-old son of Pulpit 
and half-brother to multiple 
Grade 1 winner and millionaire 
Verrazano, El Padrino is a 
Grade 2 winner of $326,770 
who descends from a long line 
of Grade 1 winners, including 
his second and third dams, 
Chic Shirine (by Mr. Prospec¬ 
tor) and Too Chic (by Blushing 


Groom-Fr). His dam, the 
Giant’s Causeway mare 
Enchanted Rock, also pro¬ 
duced multiple stakes-placed 
La Madrina. 

Winner of the Risen Star 
Stakes-G2 at Fair Grounds at 3, 
El Padrino won three times, 
with two seconds and a third, 
in eight starts. At 2, he broke 
his maiden by nearly 13 lengths 
and finished third in the 
Remsen Stakes-G2. 

El Padrino entered stud at 
Northview’s farm in Peach 
Bottom, Pa., in 2014 and cov¬ 
ered more than 200 mares his 
first two seasons. The chestnut 
stood the 2017 season for 
$5,000 live foal as the property 
of a syndicate. 


Alliance brings champion 
connections to Bonita Farm 



A lliance, a 3-year-old half- 
brother to two-time 
champion grass mare 
Tepin and three-quarter- 
brother to millionaire Vyjack 
from the final crop of top sire 
Harlan’s Holiday, has arrived 
at Bonita Farm in Darlington, 
Md., to stand his first season 
in 2018. 


Alliance is owned by Larry 
Karp’s Plano, Tex.-based Barlar 
LLC, which will support the 
new stallion with mares, 
according to Bonita Farm 
patriarch Bill Boniface. The 
decision to stand Alliance in 
Maryland was made in part due 
to the resurgence of Maryland 
racing, but also based on his 


pedigree, which has deep roots 
in the state. 

Out of the Stravinsky mare 
Life Happened, whose third 
dam was 1996 Maryland 
Broodmare of the Year Turn 
Capp, Alliance is from the fam¬ 
ily of Maryland-bred champi¬ 
ons and successful sires Smoke 
Glacken and Disco Rico, as 
well as multiple graded winners 
Miss Slewpy, Smokey Glacken 
and Crown of Thorns. 

Life Happened, a half-sister 
to Disco Rico, has produced 
seven named foals, four win¬ 
ners, led by $4,437,918-earner 
Tepin. The Eclipse Award¬ 
winning grass mare of 2015 
and 2016 won 11 graded stakes 
during her four-year career, her 
six Grade 1 wins topped by the 
2015 Breeders’ Cup Mile, and 
international scores in the 
Woodbine Mile and Queen 
Anne Stakes in 2016. 

Vyjack is by Harlan’s 
Holiday’s son Into Mischief, 


the nation’s leading 2-year-old 
sire of 2016 and ranked among 
the nation’s top sires this year 
on the general and juvenile lists. 
In six years of competition, 
Vyjack has earned $1,427,600 
with four graded stakes wins 
and seven graded stakes plac- 
ings. He recorded Grade 2 wins 
in the Jerome at 3, Kelso at 4 
and City of Hope Mile at 6, the 
latter in a course record 1:31.69 
at Santa Anita. 

Alliance is also a half-broth¬ 
er to Prime Cut, a son of Bern¬ 
stein who earned $167,426 and 
placed in the Peter Pan-G2 and 
Lexington-G3. 

In addition to leading sire 
Into Mischief, Harlan’s Holid¬ 
ay’s sons at stud include 2017 
top-five freshman sire Shanghai 
Bobby, and Majesticperfection, 
sire of Kentucky Oaks-Gl 
winner Lovely Maria in his first 
crop. 
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Merryman’s new operation 
to stand G2 winner Holy Boss

H oly Boss, a Grade 2-win- 
ning sprinter and earner 
of $771,527 who com¬ 
peted exclusively in stakes races 
since the spring of his 3-year- 
old season, will enter stud at 
Louis Merryman’s Anchor and 
Hope Farm in Port Deposit, 
Md., joining Imagining and 
Bourbon Courage, for the 
2018 season. (For more on 
Merryman’s move to Anchor 
and Hope Farm, see this 
month’s Maryland Horse news¬ 
letter on page 81). 

Bred by Adena Springs and 
trained by Steve Asmussen for 
Jerry Durant, Holy Boss won 
his debut at Churchill Downs 
as a 2-year-old by 10% lengths. 

During a four-race win 
streak early in his 3-year-old 


season, he captured Oaklawn 
Park’s Bachelor and Pimlico’s 
Chick Lang Stakes, both at 6 
furlongs in 1:09 and change, 
and Saratoga’s Grade 2 Amster¬ 
dam, completing 6% furlongs 
in 1:15.38. 

Other notable achievements 
included a second to leading 
sprinter A. P. Indian in the 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt-Gl; a 
third to champion Runhappy in 
the King’s Bishop-Gl; and 
fourth in the TwinSpires 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl, 
behind winner Runhappy and 
Private Zone while defeating 
millionaires Salutos Amigos, 
Stallwalkin’ Dude, Wild Dude 
and Kobe’s Back and multiple 
track record setter Limousine 
Liberal. Retired sound after a 


22-race career, Holy Boss 
recorded 10 stakes wins or 
placings and earned eight 100 
or higher Beyer speed figures. 

The 5-year-old son of Street 
Boss out of the Holy Bull mare 
Holy Grace is a half-brother to 
2017 Queen’s Plate and 
Woodbine Oaks-winning filly 
Holy Helena (by Ghostzapper). 

Holy Boss hails from the 
family of leading sires A.P. 
Indy, Raja Baba and Gay 
Mecene. His second dam, My 


Marchesa, is a stakes-winning 
half-sister to multiple graded 
stakes winner and sire Black 
Cash. 

“Holy Boss is one of those 
unique stallion prospects that 
has precocity, speed, sound¬ 
ness, depth of family and the 
physicality to match,” said 
Merryman. 


FIRST WINNERS 


I Fenton’s Four, from the first full crop 
of Larry Johnson’s graded stakes winner 
Despite the Odds, became his sire’s first 
winner with a frontrunning maiden score 
at Laurel Park Sept. 17, scoring by 2 
lengths as the even-money favorite going 
5 furlongs. The 2-year-old bay gelding, 
bred in the name of Legacy Farm and R. 
Larry Johnson, races for BB Horses and 
is trained by Claudio Gonzalez. Fenton’s 
Four had finished second twice and third 
once in three prior efforts, including a 
miss by a nose in a Laurel maiden special 
weight in his previous start. 

Out of the stakes-placed Partner’s 
Hero mare Wonderous Woman, Fenton’s 
Four is one of 24 juveniles, three starters, 
in Despite the Odds’s second crop; the 
stallion was test bred to three mares in 
2013, resulting in two reported foals. 

Despite the Odds officially launched 
his stud career at Heritage Stallions in 
Chesapeake City, Md., in 2014. The son 


of champion sprinter Speightstown won 
four races: the 1-mile Grade 3 Hill Prince 
Stakes at Belmont; a 6-furlong Laurel 
allowance in 1:09.86; a 7-furlong Saratoga 
allowance in 1:22.79; and a maiden special 
in his debut by 10% lengths at Laurel 
Park. Stakes-placed in three other stakes, 
he earned $261,429 from 19 starts. 

Despite the Odds is one of three 
stakes winners, including Canada 
champion grass mare Chopinina, out of 
the Cozzene mare Lady Aloma, a stakes- 
winning half-sister to Canadian Horse of 
the Year Benburb. The 11-year-old gray 
stood the 2017 season at Heritage 
Stallions for $1,500 live foal. 

I Rule by Night, a son of Malibu 
Moon who moved to Pennsylvania in 
2017 to stand at WynOaks Farm in Delta, 
got his first winner when his 2-year-old 
daughter Thanxforlastnite rolled home 
by 10% lengths at Finger Lakes Sept. 16 
as the overwhelming 1-20 favorite. The 


Gold Square LLC-homebred trained by 
Jeremiah Englehart is the first foal out of 
Mess in a Dress, a $181,816-earner by 
Henny Hughes. 

Gold Square campaigned Rule by 
Night through a career of five wins from 
15 starts, with four stakes wins or plac¬ 
ings, and earnings of $249,400. His two 
stakes scores showcased his speed—the 
7-furlong Groovy at Aqueduct by 9% 
lengths in 1:20.67, just .63 seconds off 
the track record set by champion Artax; 
and the Duck Dance at Belmont Park the 
next year in 1:14.86 for 6% furlongs, .40 
seconds off the track record. He is out of 
the out of the Silver Deputy mare Silver 
Reserve. 

Rule by Night is the sire of three 
named runners in his first two crops — 
Thanxforlastnite is the only 2-year-old. 
The 10-year-old chestnut horse stood for 
$2,500 live foal in 2017 as the property 
of Gold Square LLC and Walter Sorace.

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Slow and Steady delivers 
again for Capuano, partners

Fifteen years ago, Gary 
Capuano saw a filly at Fasig- 
Tipton Midiantic's December 
mixed sale and-this being 
2002-was drawn to her 
broodmare sire Cure the Blues 
ahead of her sire Malibu 
Moon. 

"I used to look for them/' 
he said of mares by the 1980 
Laurel Futurity-Gl winner. 
"Malibu Moon at the time 
was young and you didn't 
know much about him, but 
I remember Cure the Blues 
running around here when 
Bernie Bond had him back in 
the day." 

Bred and owned by Diana 
and Bert Firestone, Cure the 
Blues won his first five starts 
as a 2-year-old for Bond-a 
maiden at Pimlico, two allow¬ 
ances and a stakes at Bowie 
and then the Futurity. Bond 
being Bond, he sent the horse 
back to LeRoy Jolley for the 
next season and Cure the 
Blues won just once in five 
starts, and finished 15th in the 
Kentucky Derby, as a 3-year- 
old before being retired. 

Capuano always remem¬ 
bered that 2-year-old flash, 
and in 2002 the trainer spent 
$14,500 to land the Malibu 
Moon—Salubria filly from 
Lewis Wiley's consignment. 
Named Slow and Steady, she 
won four races for Capuano 
and client ZWP Stable. Retired 
to life as a broodmare, she has

rewarded Capuano and ZWP 
over and over again. 

Her six foals are all win¬ 
ners. They include Steady 
Warrior (by Cherokee's Boy) 
and Steady N Love (by Not 
For Love), who won stakes 
for ZWP and Capuano. Three- 


year-old filly Lucky in Malibu 
(by Lookin At Lucky) placed 
in stakes this year and last. 
Slow and Steady's first foal, 
Cappiwino, won his debut 
by 10% lengths and was sold 
to Godolphin in 2009. Hanky 
Doodle, claimed away in 2014,

placed in stakes and recently 
passed the $200,000 mark in 
earnings. 

"She was a nice filly her¬ 
self, but she just turned into 
a fantastic broodmare," said 
Capuano. "It doesn't matter 
who you breed her to, they're 
runners and they win a lot of 
money." 

Slow and Steady's 2016 
foal, a filly by Lookin At Lucky, 
won't make it to Capuano's 
barn but she contributed in a 
big way by selling for $175,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
fall yearling sale. 

Bred in Maryland by 
Capuano's Non Stop Stable 
and ZWP, she was the sale's 
highest-priced filly and sec¬ 
ond-highest price overall on 
a bid by Kentuckian Gabriel 
"Spider" Duignan for Spring- 
house Farm. Her breeders 
celebrated afterward, but also 
hated to see her go. 

"It was kind of bittersweet 
but she was a real nice filly 
and we thought it might be 
good to cash in a little bit," 
said Capuano of himself and 
partners Foard Wilgis and 
Dave Picarello. "We've still 
got a couple mares and a cou¬ 
ple foals and horses behind 
there in her family. We figured 
we'd have a little cash to try to 
carry some of the others and 
see what she did." 

Foaled at Summer Wind 
Farm, where the partners keep 
their mares, the filly grew up 
quickly and well-incubating 
some sales talk in a group of 
breed-to-race guys. Laurie 
Calhoun of Summer Wind 
recommended CandyLand as 
a consignor and the Delaware

farm delivered. The filly ar¬ 
rived less than two months be¬ 
fore the sale and took a crash 
course in sales prep from the 
team. 

"She's very smart, smart 
as a whip," said CandyLand's 
Mike Palmer after the filly 
topped the evening session to 
start the sale Oct. 2. "She just 
took everything in stride. My 
only reservation with her was 
this afternoon. She just started 
to get real sluggish because 
she was so popular. I felt bad 
for her. I just didn't have the 
cardio in her that I wanted to. 
But she pulled through and 
showed great all week really." 

Capuano and company 
put a reserve of $149,000 on 
the filly, which added some 
pressure to Palmer's job but 
otherwise served its purpose. 
The partners were prepared to 
keep her in the barn as a race¬ 
horse if the price wasn't right. 

"I had to hustle a little bit," 
Palmer said. "I got some mon¬ 
ey people on her and they saw 
exactly what I was seeing a 
month and a half ago. They 
told me, 'Mike you're right, 
she is a nice filly.' " 

Buyers responded with 
Duignan landing the prize. 

"It was a little stressful," 
Capuano said. "It got to 145 
[thousand] and we weren't 
going to let her go for less 
than 150. Then it went 150 and 
155 and. . . We weren't going 
to give her away, we thought 
she'd be in that range some¬ 
where and we were happy. 
She's just a nice filly." 

Palmer took a satisfied 
pause afterward, and paid 
credit to his clients, his staff. 
Summer Wind and a special 
filly. 

"It was very exciting, very 
nerve-wracking because it's 
the first time I ever sold for 
them and I owe a lot of credit 
to them for entrusting me with 
their filly," Palmer said. "I'm 
very proud of her for coming 
through it. She can go any¬ 
where from here." 

Back at Summer Wind, 
Slow and Steady might have 
allowed herself a smile as 
she delivered once again. The 
16-year-old mare has a wean¬ 
ling by Golden Lad and is in 
foal to Buffum. **

The mare's 
other winner, the Smarty Jones 
colt Clever and Smart, won his 
only start, at Delaware Park, 
in 2015. The mare hasn't had 
a foal since Winplaceorshowo¬ 
no, but was bred the past two 
years to Great Notion. 

Enchanted Star 

Three Maryland-breds 
made a field of eight in the 
$75,000 Small Wonder Stakes 
for Delaware-certified 2-year- 
old fillies. And it was a sweep, 
as Enchanted Star led at every 
call and held Pikachu Prin¬ 
cess safe to win by 3 lengths. 
Buff's in Love finished third.

Trained by Gary Capuano 
for Oak Tree Stable, Enchant¬ 
ed Star shot out of the gate for 
Jomar Torres, went the first 
quarter in :22.14 and the half 
in :45.98 before completing 
5Vi furlongs in 1:04.16 over 
a fast main track. The filly 
was bred by Phyllis Browne 
out of the Allen's Prospect 
mare Flirtatious Heart, and 
was purchased by Capuano 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
fall yearling sale for $5,000. 
She raised her career mark to 
two wins from three starts, for 
earnings of $78,903.

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E ven though the race had scratched down to 
four horses, the Frank }. De Francis Memo¬ 
rial Dash-G3 at Laurel Park looked like a tough 
spot for the New Jersey-bred Chublicious. 

He had made only one start this year against 
open company, and in his lone appearance in a 
graded stakes race, in the 2016 Grade 1 Alfred 
Vanderbilt at Saratoga, he finished seventh. But 
owner David Gruskos was confident Chub¬ 
licious would run well. He knew his horse 
and he also knew this has been a year when 
Jersey-breds have proven no task is too tall. 

That was the case once again as 6-year-old 
Chublicious won the Sept. 16 De Francis Dash 


by a neck over Blu Moon Ace. At 10-1, he was 
the longest shot on the board. The win was the 
sixth in graded stakes company this year for a 
New Jersey-bred. The others are the Grade 2 
Wood Memorial and Holy Bull (Irish War Cry), 
Grade 3 Red Bank (Irish Strait), and Carter-Gl 
and Toboggan-G3 (Green Gratto). Sunny Ridge, 
Rainbow Heir and Like What I See have also 
won non-graded, open-company stakes. 

<C I was pretty confident we would be first or 
second,” said Gruskos. “Last year when the horse 
was at his best he would run a 3 on the Ragozin 
sheets. So we know how fast he is and he was 
doing so good coming into this race.” 
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Chublicious continued 

There were three late scratches in the $250,000 sprint, 
but the remaining field included one of the better sprinters 
in the country in Whitmore. He came in a three-time stakes 
winner on the year with two of those victories coming in 
graded competition. He finished third, then ran back to win 
Keeneland’s Grade 2 Phoenix Stakes three weeks later. 

Chublicious, a son of Hey Chub, was bred by Danny Lopez, 
who was also his owner and trainer through his 4-year-old 
year. Gruskos bought him privately in April 2016 and had only 
modest expectations. 

In his first start for Gruskos and his trainer at the time, 

Jorge Navarro, Chublicious won the 2016 John J. Reilly. 
Gruskos didn’t see it coming. 

“I was looking for a good horse and I had worked with 
Danny in the past; he takes care of my horses in the winter and 
I know he’s great with horses,” Gruskos said. “His word is gold. 
We took a shot with the horse in the Reilly last year. He ran 
with another horse I own, Visionary Ruler, and in that race I 
thought Visionary Ruler was the faster horse. But Chublicious 
easily won the race. We thought, ‘Wow, this is a really good 
horse.’ ” 

The horse that finished second that day was Green Gratto. 

“To beat Green Gratto, again, we knew we must have a 
really good horse,” Gruskos said. 

Chublicious would win twice more last year, with one of the 
victories coming against open company in the Mr. Prospector 
Stakes at Monmouth. 

He repeated in the 2017 Reilly, but then turned in what 
appeared to be, at least on paper, a poor showing in his next 
start, the Charles Hesse III Handicap. He was 2-5, but only 
managed to finish second and turned in a 79 Beyer figure, his 


lowest by far since 2015. Gruskos said it was simply a matter of 
his horse not wanting to go the lW-mile distance. 

“It was a two-turn race. That’s just not his thing,” Gruskos 
said. “He’s a sprinter. If the jockey [Antonio Gallardo] had put 
him right on the front he probably would have took off and 
won. Going that far, it’s just not his thing.” 

The De Francis Dash was next and the win gave Gruskos 
his first victory in a graded stakes race. He is an Oceanport 
resident who works in the automotive tools and equipment 
business. His stable normally consists of five or six horses. He’s 
had 21 wins since 2010 for a winning rate of 24 percent. 

With Chublicious now a graded stakes winner, Gruskos is 
confident that the time is right to continue to tackle the better 
sprinters in the country. 

“I would think that’s the right thing to do,” said Gruskos 
when asked if he would come back with his horse in another 
graded stakes. “Even when he ran in the Vanderbilt, on the 
sheets, he was dead equal with [winner] A. P. Indian and the 
others. He runs the numbers to be competitive with graded 
horses.” 

In some years, a De Francis Dash win would make a Jersey- 
bred a candidate to be Jersey-bred Horse of the Year. But in 
what has been a special year, Chublicious probably won’t even 
be named champion sprinter over Green Gratto. That hasn’t 
gone unnoticed by Gruskos, who is among the many cheering 
for the continued success of horses from his home state. 

“I am a very big fan of Jersey-breds,” he said. “The horse 
doesn’t know he’s a Jersey bred. I happened to look at the 
records of Sunny Ridge, Irish War Cry, Green Gratto and I 
realized that here I have a Jersey-bred who won a Grade 3 
stakes and he’s just another Jersey-bred compared to some of 
those horses.” 


Monmouth Park sports across the board gains 


T he curtain closed Sept. 10 on a successful Monmouth Park 
season with the racetrack showing across the board gains 
in attendance and handle for the 50-day meet, which com¬ 
menced back on May 13. 

On-track wagering averaged $424,556, a 7.9 percent 
increase over last year’s average when the track ran 57 
days. Simulcast handle showed a slight increase to average 
$3,050,257, which represents 0.4 percent more than last year’s 
average. Attendance was up 7.4 percent, with an average of 
9,234 fans pouring through the gates daily. 

“This year’s numbers are indicative that people continue to 
support racing in New Jersey,” said Dennis Drazin, Chairman 


and CEO of Darby Development LLC, operators of the 
racetrack. “We continue to operate at a distinct disadvantage 
to our neighbors, who have alternative revenue streams 
boosting their purses. Nevertheless, fans embrace our product, 
our determination has never wavered, and people continue to 
make Monmouth Park one of the top destinations in the state.” 

Top training honors went to Jorge Navarro, who captured 
his record-tying fifth consecutive title. Navarro had 65 wins 
at the meet, besting the all-time record he set last year of 59. 
Leading jockey was Nik Juarez, who won 75 races en route 
to capturing his first Monmouth title. Hector Diaz Jr., who

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Emergency Disaster Plans - 
Guidelines for Equine Preparedness 


D isasters can occur at any time during the year, and can 
take many forms such as hurricanes, floods, gas leaks, 
blizzards, tornados, wildfires, etc. The best way to combat 
these unexpected events is to plan ahead and be prepared with 
supplies. Based on the crisis, guidelines from emergency per¬ 
sonnel should be followed for evacuation protocols or recom¬ 
mendations to shelter in place. It would be wise to sign up to 
receive alerts from your town or county Office of Emergency 
Management. 

As you prepare for a disaster, assemble your “Go Bag” as 
recommended by the New Jersey Department of Agriculture. 
Your “Go Bag” should be a small duffle or easily transported 
bag that is in an easily accessible location. The items in your 
bag should be sealed in a plastic bag, with duplicates attached 
to your trailer. As the NJDA states, the “Go Bag” should include: 

• Veterinary Records and Medications 
• Copy of the animal’s veterinary records 
• Vaccination history 
• Important test/lab results 

• Medications with dosage instructions and the name and 
phone number of the veterinarian that prescribed the 
medication. Make sure the medication supply will last a few 
weeks. Rotate the stored medication frequently to ensure it 
will stay fresh and not expire. 

• Any tranquilizers or sedatives deemed necessary by your 
veterinarian. 

• List of emergency contact phone numbers including 

veterinarians, neighbors/friends, or other locations that you 
can bring your animal in an emergency. 

• Feeding instructions for your animal. 

• A pre-signed veterinary medical treatment authorization 
which will aid a veterinarian if your animal must be treated 
in their absence. 


• Identification 

• Current photograph (front, back, left and right sides that 
include all of the legs) of your animal and yourself in the 
picture. Include your contact information on the back of 
each photograph. 

• A description of your animal (age, breed, sex, color). 

• The microchip number, company name, and phone number 
if your animal has a registered microchip. 

• A tag or form of ID on a halter. 

• Name of insurance company 

Other important supplies to include in your emergency 
preparations include buckets for water, containers for feed, 
paper towels and cleaning supplies, garbage bags, first aid 
supplies, leg wraps, and extra lead ropes and halters. The food 
and water you prepare should last for 48-72 hours. When in 
storage, it is important to rotate the items to keep them as 
fresh as possible. It is ideal to have a few large containers that 
can hold water, e.g. clean trash cans. Make sure your trailer is 
well-maintained and in an accessible location in the event you 
have to leave on short notice, or are in contact with someone 
who can help you evacuate your horses. If you have a backup 
generator, make sure to test it a few times per year to ensure 
its proper function, and have adequate fuel stored. In the event 
you have to abandon your horse, leave them in an appropriate 
preselected area with hay and water for 48-72 hours. It is 
not advised to leave them with grain because of digestive 
complications and founder.

Chublicious was honored by the Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association of New Jersey as champion older male and 
champion sprinter in 2016.

arrived in New Jersey in June, was leading apprentice, with 29 
wins, good for fifth in the overall standings. And, top owner 
was John J. Brunetti’s Red Oak Stable, who won 13 races this 
season. 

The 2017 season marked the sixth since Darby 
Development began operations at the track. Since that time, 
the facility has seen the advent of the very popular Blu Grotto 
restaurant, the opening of the Blu Grotto Beer Garden, Blue 
Grass Mini Golf and the William Hill Race & Sports Bar. 


Operations off-track have expanded to include the 
Hillsborough OTW and exchange wagering, making New 
Jersey the only state to offer this innovative form of gaming. 

“Our accomplishments have been many, but much work 
remains to be done,” Drazin said. “We continue to explore new 
revenue sources and are cautiously optimistic for a favorable 
outcome when the Supreme Court delivers a final verdict on 
our more than five-year fight to bring sports betting to New 
Jersey.”

President’s 

message 

T he NCTA Board and I are modifying 
the way the yearly awards are hon¬ 
ored which we think more reflects the 
character of the current membership of 
the organization. We hope these changes 
will satisfy the majority of our members. 

Since many of you are involved in 
large racing partnerships, a new “Part¬ 
nership Horse” award will be presented to 
an individual who is involved in this type 
of ownership. The total earnings of the 
horse will be calculated to determine the 
winner no matter the percentage of own¬ 
ership. This award gives more of you with 
smaller investments a chance to be rec¬ 
ognized and involved in the awards’ pro¬ 
cess. 

Another change affects the way earn¬ 
ings are determined for the 2-year-old 
Filly/Colt, Claiming Female/Male, Allow¬ 
ance Female/Male, and Stakes Horse 
awards. Anyone who owns 25 percent or 


more of the nominee will be able to claim 
100 percent of the earnings. Previously 
only the percentage of winnings that cor¬ 
responded with the share of ownership 
was considered. This change in calcula¬ 
tion allows for a more competitive field 
among owners and breeders. 

The Horse of the Year award will be 
given to the horse with the most graded 
stakes race earnings. If the category does 
not include any graded stakes horse nom¬ 
inees, the award is presented to the high¬ 
est earning horse. 

The Broodmare of the Year award 
honors the North Carolina breeder who 
owns/owned the dam at the time of 
breeding whose progeny is the highest 
year-end earner even if the mare is sold 
in-foal. Granting of the TOBA Breeder 
Award is a more subjective process. The 
Board of Directors and officers determine 
the winner. Some influential factors that 
determine the victor include progeny 
earnings, activity and contributions of 
the breeder to the organization. 

We also present and sponsor the Thor¬ 
oughbred Incentive Award (T.I.P.) for 
North Carolina resident OTTBs compet¬ 


ing in Jockey Club registered horse show 
events. Thank you to all our OTTB mem¬ 
bers for your support. 

This is the model that we are working 
with. Your opinions and suggestions for 
improvement are encouraged. 

The AWARDS EVENT will be held at 
Queen’s Cup Steeplechase in Mineral 
Springs, N.C., April 28, 2018. For mem¬ 
bers and their guests, the cost for early¬ 
bird RSVP with payment is $175 before 
Jan. 15. After that, the price is $200. The 
price includes an under-tent seat, catered 
lunch and snacks, along with nonalco¬ 
holic beverages. There are a limited 
number of seats available. Also, please 
consider contributing an item or service 
for the silent auction. 

MEMBERSHIP RENEWALS are due 
by Dec. 31. Please renew. Each and every 
one of you is an important element in the 
organization and your backing is vital. 
Because of increased costs of operating 
expenses, there is a slight rise in mem¬ 
bership dues. Compared to other organi¬ 
zations, our fees are still very reasonable.

Christy Suits 
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2017 Best of Ohio - Shock and Awe 
History Made and Records Set 


T he $750,000 Best of Ohio series 
takes center stage each year on 
the Ohio Fund schedule. Five 
races that cover each division at varied 
distances all carry a purse of $150,000, 
and the series rotates between Belterra 
Park, JACK Thistledown and Mahoning 
Valley The races that most often decide 
end of the year honors took place Oct. 7 
at Belterra in Cincinnati this year. 

Despite predictions of a stormy day, 
the races were run on a dry fast track. 
Most in attendance didn’t know they 
would witness history in the first race of 
the afternoon, a $22,300 Ohio-bred 
maiden special weight that was won in 
wire-to-wire fashion by first-time starter 
Mandi’s Pride. The spotlight immediately 
moved to the rider astride the 2-year-old 
filly: 63-year-old Perry Ouzts. 

It was career victory 6,858 for Ouzts, 
and it moved him into the position of be¬ 
ing racing’s ninth leading winning rider 
in the history of the sport! The all-time 
leading jockey in Ohio, Ouzts plays down 
his accomplishments and is a man of few 
words. “Yeah it feels pretty good,” he said. 
“What made it special was winning it for 
Larry [Smith]. I caught Pino and passed 
him on horses trained by him too.” The 
secret to his success? “I go to work every 
day. I’m on the backstretch five days a 
week, whether I have a horse to work or 
not—that’s what keeps me winning.” 

The Belterra Park meet ended the fol¬ 
lowing day with Perry having a 51-win 
lead over John McKee in second. It was 
the 33rd title at Belterra Park and River 
Downs in Cincinnati for Ouzts, while he

lays claim to 13 top honors at the former 
Beulah Park just outside of Columbus. 

♦ 

In the first of the Best of Ohio series 
races, 10 2-year-old fillies went to post in 
the $150,000 John W. Galbreath Memori¬ 
al at lVie miles. The undefeated Tango 
Run was installed as the favorite off of 
her impressive maiden win and back-to- 
back stakes victories in the Miss Ohio 
Stakes in the mud at JACK Thistledown 
and the Kevin Goemmer Tah Dah Stakes 
at Belterra Park. As most in the field, all of 
her races were in sprints and trainer Wil¬ 
liam “Doug” Cowans spent the last few 
weeks trying to harness her speed in her 
morning exercise leading up to the race. 

Regular rider Rex Stokes III did his 
best to rein in Tango Run’s want for the 
lead in the Galbreath, but she chased 
pacesetter Missap until they entered the 
stretch. 

Under jockey Dean Sarvis, Missap ap¬ 
peared very comfortable on the lead 
throughout the race. “She broke really 
well and went into the first turn so well 
and she was nice and relaxed and we 
knew she’d go two turns, we were loving 
her around two turns,” said Sarvis.Trainer 


Kellyn Gorder co-signed Sarvis’ opinion. 
“If you look at her breeding and you look 
at her size and scope, we were actually 
surprised she could sprint [Missap broke 
her maiden versus open company at 534 
furlongs and ran second to Tango Run in 
the Tah Dah]. She has that high cruising 
speed and we were just waiting to stretch 
her out.” Ucankeepup rallied for second, 
5 lengths behind the winner and Tango 
Run held on for the third spot. The final 
time was 1:46.06. In three starts Missap 
has now earned $120,880. 

Owned and bred by Dr. Tom Beckett, 
president of the Ohio Veterinarian Asso¬ 
ciation, Missap was named at birth. “She 
was raised in Dublin and one of my doc¬ 
tors in small animal called me up during 
the Ohio Veterinarian Association confer¬ 
ence,” said Beckett. “It was minus 11 de¬ 
grees and she was coming out upside 
down so I left the conference immediate¬ 
ly. We were trying to turn her and Ohio 
State was trying to get there because the 
weather was so cold. I hadn’t delivered a 
horse for 10 years and we had to push her 
back in and bring her back out. Then 
when she came out she had contracted 
tendons, so we named her Missap because 


from the beginning of her life she was a 
mishap. She’s by A. P. Warrior out of Miss 
Carrera, a Chilean mare, and from the 
get-go we knew she was a special filly, we 
just didn’t know how much talent she 
had. Today was just a great fulfillment for 
all of my colleagues in veterinarian med¬ 
icine. It’s great to see her have Ohio roots 
because that’s how I was raised. My dad 
was a veterinarian and he started the Uni¬ 
versity of Findlay’s Equestrian Studies 
Program, so I am proud to be a part of the 
Ohio Thoroughbred Breeders and Own¬ 
ers and for her to win today.” 

♦ 

WinStar Farm and Blazing Meadows’ 
Awaken appears to have stamped himself 
as the top male 2-year-old in the state 
with a gut-wrenching victory in the 
$150,000 Juvenile. Fourteen colts and 
geldings packed the starting gate-and 12 
of them were already winners. Tim 
Hamm had gone on record this season to 
say that despite his colt’s two sprint wins, 
he would get better as the distances got 
longer. After winning the Cleveland Kin¬ 
dergarten in August, he went shopping 
for a two-turn test for Awaken and settled 
on the $82,000 Sapling Stakes at Mon-

mouth Park going a mile in September. 
Dismissed at 31-1, he rated well in the 
10-horse field and while making a win¬ 
ning move was bumped late and had to 
settle for third, beaten only 134 lengths. 

Journeyman jockey James Graham got 
the mount on Awaken and rated kindly in 
the third spot behind pacesetter Play Ball 
and Charlee’s Magic. Luis Rivera astride 
Tiz a Rush stuck to the side of Awaken 
throughout and hobbled a bit at the 
3-furlong marker. Tiz a Rush was coming 
in off a smashing 1534-length win at a 
mile, so it didn’t appear the l/T-mile dis¬ 
tance of the Juvenile was the question. 
When Awaken headed to the lead around 
the turn Tiz a Rush went right with 
him-and the race was on! 

Graham described the race with his 
Irish brogue. “He broke a little tardy so I 
gave him a slap on the shoulder and bul¬ 
lied him a little bit, that put him right on 
the bridle and let him carry me. Half way 
around the second turn the speed stopped 
and I thought sh** we’re here too soon! I 
picked him up, got clear and then that 
other horse [Tiz a Rush] came to me. He 
was a good neck in front of me but we 
came back with grit and determination 


and it shows what a good job Tim Hamm 
has done with him.” Graham assumed 
he’d be riding at Keeneland that Saturday. 
“About two weeks ago I got a call to 
come up here and I said, for Tim Hamm, 
I’ll go anywhere in the country. He’s been 
good to me and I’ve been good to him.” 
Awaken finished a half-length in front of 
the Jeff Radosevich-trained Tiz a Rush, 
and it was a distant 9 lengths back to 
Charlee’s Magic. 

“The Monmouth race was big for 
him,” said Hamm. “He could have easily 
won that race, I thought there should 
have been a disqualification. I’m obvious¬ 
ly biased, but the horse right next to us 
jerked the right rein right into us. We 
didn’t get the call, but I think the horse 
got a lot out of it and showed a lot of grit. 
I’ve got to say this, I was impressed with 
the 2 horse, he ran his eyeballs out. Those 
two cleared the field, but it was a good 
horse race.” 

Awaken is a product of the partnership 
between Ohio’s Blazing Meadows Farm 
and Kentucky’s powerhouse WinStar 
Farm, which should produce formidable 
opponents for years to come on the Ohio 
racing scene. A son of Kentucky Derby 


winner Super Saver out of Finallusion, by 
Elusive Quality, Awaken now has two 
stakes wins on his resume and his hard 
fought effort in the Juvenile pushed his 
five-race career earnings to $175,500. 

♦ 

The biggest jaw-dropper of the cloudy 
bright afternoon was the $150,000 Best 
of Ohio Sprint. Rivers Run Deep had 
won this race three times and there were 
plenty of reasons to believe he would add 
a fourth trophy to his case: he was 6-for-7 
at Belterra Park, including a track record 
at 6 furlongs; he was coming into the race 
off an impressive 5-furlong turf win at 
Churchill Downs that added to his $1 
million bankroll; and getting the mount 
for the first time was the aforementioned 
champion jockey at Belterra Park, Perry 
Ouzts. The public backed him down to 
the 1-2 favorite, helped along by a single 
$50,000 win bet as the horses headed to 
the chute. 

The “Mystery Horse” in the field was 
Loooch and Imaginary Stables’ 3-year- 
old Moves Like Ali. He broke his maiden 
at first asking at Saratoga last year and re¬ 
turned a month later in the Grade 3 Fu¬ 
turity at Belmont Park where he finished

third. An obvious physical setback kept 
him on the shelf until this August when 
trainer Jeremiah Englehart put him 
through a series of sprite workouts at the 
Saratoga training track. When the gates 
opened he was sent away the 5-2 second 
choice and he was sent away flying to the 
lead by Jacob Radosevich. He cut out 
early fractions of :22.47 and :45.23. 

Rivers Run Deep was a bit slow into 
stride, but Ouzts was not about to let the 
leader get away and pressed him into ac¬ 
tion. Sad to say for the two-time sprint 
champion, that would be his undoing. As 
he caught the pacesetter on his outside, 
Moves Like Ali began to bear out on the 
turn and into the stretch, causing the 
champ to lose valuable ground. Mean¬ 
while, Pablo Morales took advantage of 
the situation along the rail with Hijo de 
Sheltowee and was eventually engaged in 
a run to the wire that would produce the 
closest race of the day. 

“As expected, I really wanted to be be¬ 
hind those two horses, the 1 and the 3, 
and whoever keeps on running, that’s 
who I’ll follow. I see the 3 is bolting all 
the way around there and the 1 had to use 
his horse a whole lot. So I just stayed on 
the rail—it was getting a little tight for me 


but I had the horse to push through it and 
I just rode the horse as hard as I could,” 
said the 29-year-old Morales, who was 
fresh off accepting leading rider honors at 
Presque Isle Downs. “I was never ahead of 
him, the head bob happened in just the 
last few jumps.” 

The winner is owned by Michael 
Friedman and trained by Nabu Morales; 
Pablo was asked about a family connec¬ 
tion. “No, we are not relatives, we are 
both from Lima, Peru, and he knows my 
father. But I know we are not family. I 
know him and he knows me being in the 
same races so much, I think this is the first 
race I’ve won for the guy. I’m really happy 
it worked out like this. I had a great trip, 
the horse responded and I’m glad I came.” 

Hijo de Sheltowee, a 5-year-old son of 
Devil His Due out of Miss Sheltowee, by 
Najran, was bred by Sheltowee Farm, and 
now has 14 career wins and earnings of 
$332,846. 

♦ 

In a past life, Ron Paolucci must have 
been part of the great Gold Rush, and 
was one of the lucky ones that always 
found the right stream that would pro¬ 
duce a golden nugget. Since 2013 when 
he privately purchased Ria Antonia, who 


went on to win the $1-million Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile Fillies-Gl, he has been 
finding runners from coast to coast that 
improve in value under his management. 
In the $150,000 Best of Ohio Distaff his 
Loooch Racing Stables had a two¬ 
pronged attack with private purchases 
Katalust (trained by Anthony Rini) and 
Mayas Queen Neetee (trained by Jeff 
Radosevich). 

Surprisingly, Katalust was made the fa¬ 
vorite in the 1 M^-mile test after having run 
in three straight 6-furlong races. She just 
missed by a neck to stablemate Proper 
Discretion in her last start, the $75,000 
Scarlet and Gray at Thistledown. Blazing 
Meadows Farm and Michael Friedman’s 
Leona’s Reward was second choice; John 
Royer’s School Board Prez, an earner of 
$397,990 who prefers a route of ground, 
was installed the third choice. 

Radosevich trained Flashy G, sent off 
at 92-1, was given the green light and led 
into the final turn. Fourth-choice Mayas 
Queen Neetee, who stumbled at the start 
under Luis Colon, stalked in second be¬ 
fore taking control easily into the stretch 
as School Board Prez rallied from last. 
Mayas Queen Neetee won by 5% lengths

in 1:51.10 over School Board Prez, who 
grabbed the second spot from Flashy G. 

Since being moved to Ohio, the win¬ 
ner reeled off five consecutive wins, in¬ 
cluding the $75,000 Vivacious Handicap 
at lHe miles on the turf at Belterra in Au¬ 
gust. Her first loss in the Buckeye State 
came in her last race where she ran third 
in the 6-furlong Diana Stakes at Thistle¬ 
down. When asked about that, her trainer 
said: “The short race? Yes, she needed a 
race in there to get ready to go long. Be¬ 
tween that and this I just made her happy 
and keep her happy. It’s like any woman, 
it’s the truth you have to keep them hap¬ 
py; if they like what they are doing they 
run better. The other filly ran very well 
too, she was happy because she hasn’t run 
since August.” 

Mayas Queen Neetee is a 5-year-old 
daughter of Speightstown out of The Ni¬ 
agara Queen, by Langfuhr, and was bred 
by Anstu Farm.The win in the Distaff was 
only her 12th lifetime start and sixth ca¬ 
reer win, to put her earnings at $230,292. 
♦ 

The Best of Ohio finale was the 134- 
mile $150,000 Best of Ohio Endurance. 
The target was on the back of 2016 Ohio 
Horse of the Year and defending champi¬ 


on Mo Dont No, and the Loooch Stable 
runner did not disappoint his backers who 
sent him away as the odds-on favorite in 
the field of 15-yes, 15.The gate crew had 
to paint a new sign for the starting gate 
and the groom for Geppetto had to wear 
an improvised vest that was spray painted 
with the rare post position number! 

Mo Dont No had won five of his sev¬ 
en starts this season and his two second 
place finishes took place in a stakes turf 
race and sprint-neither his main cup of 
tea. He broke sharply in the Endurance 
and let longshot Geppetto enjoy the front 
end for a half mile. After that “the race 
was for place,” as he went into cruise con¬ 
trol through the lane, with Cake Pop get¬ 
ting the second spot by a nose over 
Let’scalliteven. “Mo” hit the finish a 
length in front while setting a new track 
record of 2:03.32. The son of Uncle Mo 
was bred by Steve DeMaiolo’s Beech- 
wood Racing Stable, and his 14th career 
win (from 20 starts) increased his bankroll 
to $651,255. 

Jockey Ricardo Feliciano, who has 
now ridden him for five consecutive 
wins, summed up the talents of the reign¬ 
ing Horse of the Year. “He’s a runner. He 
can run on cement, nails, dirt, on the front 


or from the back. He started pulling on 
me early and I don’t fight him, I just let 
him do his thing, he’s a pretty fun horse to 
ride.” 

Concerning the fact that he has never 
been beaten at 134 miles, Feliciano stated, 
“Oh, he’s a beast, and like I said he can 
come from out of it or go right to the 
lead and that’s what makes him so deadly. 
He can go inside, outside-some horses 
are one dimensional and a lot of times 
you can lose races because of that-but 
whatever you throw at him, he’s going to 
overcome that and he’s going to do it in 
an easy way. I mean he broke the track 
record today and he came back and he 
was just kidding around. He wouldn’t 
even blow out a match, he’s scary, it’s 
freaky. I just thank ‘Loooch’ and those 
guys. Jeff knows this horse like the back of 
his hand and it’s cool to be a part of this 
horse.” 

Galloping out on Best of Ohio Day:

Manager of Belterra Park Chris Corra- 
do. He sponsored a hospitality room, for 
the members of the Ohio Thoroughbred 
Breeders & Owners and all that had horses

has roots at the track as she was once an 
intern at River Downs while she was the 
Captain of THE Ohio State Equestrian 
Team. 

♦ Former leading apprentice rider at 
River Downs Gary Birzer and former 
leading rider Jeff Johnston of the Jockeys’ 
Guild were on hand to accept a generous 
$10,000 donation from Belterra Park to 
the Permanently Disabled Jockeys Fund. 
Gary suffered a permanent injury in a 
spill at Mountaineer Park, but you would 


never know it by his positive attitude and 
outgoing personality. The track’s sister 
track, Retama Park in Texas, also donated 
$10,000 to the PDJF. 

♦ Dan Metzger, President of the national 
Thoroughbred Breeders and Owners As¬ 
sociation, was in attendance to present 
the trophy for the Juvenile Stakes—per¬ 
fect timing.

With the 2018 
breeding season 
rapidly approaching, 
the Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Association is 
informing all of our current 
breeders (and prospective 
new breeders sending 
mares to Pennsylvania) that 
we have recently changed 
our Broodmare Domicile 
requirements, as well 
as Registration Eligibility 
criteria for foal crops 
beginning in 2018. We are 
pleased to announce these 
changes, as we believe 
that it will benefit both in, and out-of-state 
broodmare owners. 

The deadline for broodmares entering 
Pennsylvania during the year of conception 
has been moved back one month from 
November 1, to the new deadline of 
December 1 as indicated below. 

(1) The dam of the foal resided 
continuously in Pennsylvania on or before 
December 1,2017, through foaling. Mares 
not being bred back will fall under this 
category. 


For in-foal broodmares purchased at a 
public auction, this date has also been extended 
to December 1 (formerly November 1). 

(2) The dam of the foal was purchased 
at a public sale after December 1,2017, 
then brought into Pennsylvania within 14 
days of the date of purchase, and resided in 
Pennsylvania through foaling. During the year 
of foaling (2018), the foal or its dam must 
spend at least ninety (90) days in the state. 

Mares not meeting the criteria outlined 
above, but will be bred back to a Registered 
Pennsylvania stallion, have to reside in the

state for 60 consecutive days (formerly 
90 days). 

(3) The dam of the foal will be bred 
back in 2018 to a stallion standing 
in Pennsylvania (which is registered 
with the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 


Association as a Pennsylvania stallion 
during the breeding season of the year 
foaling) and reside in the state for at least 
sixty (60) consecutive days during which 
foaling occurred. 


Mares bred to registered Pennsylvania 
stallions are up substantially this year, 
according to our preliminary count, and 
continuing that trend will move us to an 
increase in PA registered foals, which is 
our priority.

Virginia-Breds Are Showcased On September 30 
Commonwealth Day Card At Laurel

Virginia-breds were showcased for the third time this 
year in a series of turf stakes at Laurel Park as part of a 
“Commonwealth Day” program on September 30. The 
afternoon, which was also billed as “Class on the Grass,” 
included five $60,000 stakes restricted to Virginia-bred or 
sired horses, and a trio of open graded stakes that had 
previously been held at Colonial Downs. 

In capturing the Punch Line Stakes, 8-year-old Lawyer 
Dave pushed his lifetime bankroll over the $400,000 mark. 
Competing in his 60th career start, the Lawyer Ron 
gelding came from behind to edge Cryptos’ Holiday by a 
head in the 5V2-furlong test. The victor was sixth in a field 
of eight at the three-eighths mark, advanced to third at the 
top of the stretch and battled with the runner-up in an 
exciting stretch duel. Bred and owned by Lady Olivia at 
North Cliff, LLC, Lawyer Dave returned $24 to win, the 
biggest payout of the five Commonwealth-bred events. 

He now has 36 top-three finishes from those starts, good 
for $414,367 in earnings. Jockey Steve Hamilton guided 
the winning effort for trainer Carla Morgan. Fly E Dubai 
was third. 

Exaggerated, winner of the 2015 Oakley Stakes, 
captured the 2017 edition over six other competitors. The 
5-year-old Blame mare rebounded nicely from her most 
recent Virginia-bred event—an eighth-place finish in the 
White Oak Farm Stakes June 25. She was sent off as the 
Oakley betting favorite and after a stretch battle with 
Northern Eclipse, prevailed 2 lengths the best. 

Jockey Daniel Centeno had the mount for trainer 
Arnaud Delacour’s charge. Exaggerated completed the 514 
furlongs in 1:02.96, the identical time Lawyer Dave 
authored in the prior stakes. The winner was bred by the 
Hart Farm, is owned by Lael Stables, and is out of Miz 
United States by Valid Appeal. Somewhat lightly raced, 
Exaggerated made just her 11th start and has six wins, 
good for purse earnings of $205,874. Up Hill Battle was 
third. 

Yes to the Dress had an easier time of it in her race, 
going gate to wire in the Jamestown Stakes for 2-year-olds. 
Rider Jose Lezcano led the Congrats filly to an impressive 
5V4-length triumph against seven other rivals. She led by a

length at the halfway point, took a 5-length cushion into 
the top of the stretch and cruised from there. 

Fresh off a maiden special weight victory at Delaware 
three weeks earlier, the Ron Moquett trainee covered the 
Jamestown’s 5Vi furlongs in 1:03.27. She was bred by the 
Corner Farm and John Behrendt, and is owned by the It’s 
All About The Girls Stable. Yes to the Dress started her 
career with respective seventh and fourth-place finishes in 
maiden company at Churchill and Delaware before her 
two straight wins. The betting favorite is out of the Secret 
Hello mare Chemise. Wicked Sister finished second and 
Wolverette was third. 

Other stakes winners on the card were Queen Caro¬ 
line in the Brookmeade, Special Envoy in the Bert Allen, 
Just Howard in the Commonwealth Derby-G3, Projected 
(GB) in the Baltimore/Washington International Turf 
Cup-G2 and Rymska (Fr) in the Grade 3 Oaks. Both 
Queen Caroline and Special Envoy earned their third 
Virginia-bred stakes wins. The former scored previously in 
both the 2016 and 2017 editions of the Nellie Mae Cox 
Stakes, while the latter completed a 2017 hat trick of sorts.

The Virginia Equine Alliance (VEA) will open its third 
Off Track Betting Center (OTB) in time for the Breeders’

A new event, the Georgia Steeplechase Race 
Meeting and Festival—-The Tradition Lives On!, 
will stage its inaugural meet at Kingston Downs 
on Saturday, April 7, 2018. 

Indeed, the tradition of steeplechase racing 
in the Atlanta region will live on as the Georgia 
Steeplechase takes over the site formerly 
occupied by the Atlanta Steeplechase, which 
ceased operations in May after 52 years. 

But the new meet will not be the former meet 
with a new name. Its organizers—all fans of the 
steeplechase meet—are planning for growth, new 
attractions, and a more diverse fan base. “This 
is an event for all of Georgia,” said co-chair 
Anthony-Scott Hobbs. “It is the premier Georgia 
outdoor social and sporting event each spring.” 

The meet is the product of a rapid-fire, grass¬ 
roots efforts by those fans, led by Hobbs and 
his wife, Phoebe, who are owners of Magnum 
Contact, a software and marketing company with 
contact center serving the automotive, mortgage, 
non-profit, financial, and real estate industries. 

Like most race meets, the Georgia Steeplechase 
will have three major goals: top-flight 
Thoroughbred racing over fences, a memorable 
social event for those who attend the races, and 
a benefit to the community. 

The Georgia Steeplechase already has 
designated three charitable beneficiaries. Selecting 
local beneficiaries, Anthony-Scott Hobbs said, is 
part of an effort to generate charitable revenues 
that will remain in the Bartow, Cherokee, Cobb, 
Floyd, Fulton, Gordon, Paulding, and the Pickens 
County region. 


Among the new highlights of the race meeting 
and festival will be a Food Truck Furlong with a 
variety of savory foods; Vineyard Row, featuring 
wine tastings provided by local Georgia wineries; 
and some great bands for music. “You have to 
have things for different generations,” Hobbs 
said. 

One element of the marketing effort will be 
to reach a younger generation that may never 
have been exposed to steeplechase racing or the 
enjoyment of a race meet. “Looking down the 


road, you have a generation, a new demographic 
known as the millennials, that we can introduce 
to steeplechase racing at the Georgia Steeplechase 
and Festival,” Hobbs said. 

Steeplechase race meets historically have 
attracted friends and family, and the Hobbs 
family’s introduction to the sport began 12 years 
ago when they first attended the races at Kingston 
Downs. In time, they brought in friends and family 
to start up the Steeplechase Turf Club, which grew 
into Brunch on the Backstretch.

Tryon International Equestrian Center has 
assured National Steeplechase Association 
officials that it will redouble its efforts with 
partner Tryon Riding & Hunt Club to assure a top- 
quality race meet at the North Carolina property 
next spring. 

TIEC informed the NS A in early September 
that it was canceling its inaugural fall race meet, 
which had been scheduled for Sept 30. 

“TIEC officials told us that they had made 
every effort to prepare for their first fall meet, but 
they recognized that many logistical issues would 
prevent them from putting on a first-class event,” 
said NS A President Guy J. Torsilieri. 

“Rather than stage a race meet that did not 
meet its standards, TIEC decided to cancel and 
prepare for next spring’s races. Obviously, we 
are disappointed for our program and for our 
horsemen,” he said. 

“But we have to respect TIEC’s decision 
and support its efforts to build toward another 
outstanding meet at their lovely new course next 
spring. TIEC is determined to have a top-quality 
fall meet, and we will provide all the support that 
we can toward achieving that goal.” 

The Tryon Block House partners staged races 
that offered $150,00 in purses last April. 

In April, the Carolina Cup Racing Association 
announced that it was canceling its fall meet 
and moving the signature Marion duPont Scott 
Colonial Cup (Gr. 1) to its spring meet. Carolina 
Cup officials said the fall Colonial Cup meet had 
been losing money for decades and was severely 
impacted by competition from South Carolina 
college football games. 

Torsilieri said the NSA is exploring initiatives 


to bolster the fall program. “We have initiated 
conversations that could lead to exciting new 
venues in the fall. While those conversations 
are in the preliminary stages, we are very 
hopeful that they will be productive in the years 


to come,” he said. 

“The NSA is committed to providing the 
highest quality racing opportunities for its 
owners and trainers and an exciting event for 
our many fans.”

Racing surface project leads 
to long-term quality control

I t took a only a week, in large part because 
of perfect weather in late August, for 
Maryland Jockey Club maintenance staff 
and a local contractor to comprehensively 
renovate the dirt surface at Laurel Park for 
the first time in more than 10 years. 

It was no small undertaking to remove 
the surface material, examine and repair 
portions of the limestone base, correct 
drainage deficiencies, remix the material 
before it was replaced, and then repeatedly 
roll and grade it to ensure consistency in 
depth all the way around the 1 %-mile sur¬ 
face and the backstretch chute. 

The Laurel surface had gotten by with 
some patches of the base here and there, 
but this year the MTHA and the MJC 
agreed it was time to use the break during 
the Maryland State Fair at Timonium meet 
for a much-needed overhaul. But at the 
urging of the MTHA, the work will con¬ 
tinue in the form of a regular monitoring 
program to maintain consistency. 

Dr. Mick Peterson, the principal in 
Biologically Applied Engineering and 
Executive Director of the Racing Surfaces 
Testing Laboratory, visited Laurel in 
early September to take measurements 
of the dirt surface. Peterson, who also 
oversees equine agriculture programs at 
the University of Kentucky, has worked 
with other tracks—the three operated by 
the New York Racing Association, for 
example —over the years to develop a 
Maintenance Quality System tailored to 
each facility. 

In the initial report to the MTHA and 
MJC, Peterson reported good news. After 
using ground-penetrating radar data and 
measurements from a biomechanical sur¬ 
face tester, he found consistent cushion 
depth; even the few spots that required 
remediation had variation less than that of 
most racetracks that have been tested. 


“The consistent color and lack of light¬ 
er or darker sections in the radar indicates 
that the repair of the base was successful in 
providing a firm base for the cushion, and 
the grading and mixing was successful in 
producing a consistent surface/’ Peterson 
reported. “The consistency is the most 
important and least controversial aspect of 
improved surfaces.” 

Horseplayers appreciate consistency in 
racing surfaces, but it’s the safety and wel¬ 
fare of horses and jockeys that has driven 
the increased focus on surface mainte¬ 
nance for more than a decade. 

Peterson’s work has been an integral 
part of the Equine Injury Database, 
which was launched by The Jockey Club 
in 2008 as a result of discussions during 
the Welfare and Safety of the Racehorse 
Summit. (Statistics for the two MJC tracks 
are reported and made public each year.) 
As information has accumulated in the 
database, it has become a valuable tool in 
identifying factors that could trigger equine 
injury during training and racing. 

Racing surfaces — dirt, turf and syn¬ 
thetic-are one of the factors. A white 
paper prepared by those affiliated with 
the Racing Surfaces Testing Laboratory is 
direct when it comes to continuing educa¬ 
tion in regard to surfaces. 

“Beyond the tools needed for monitor¬ 
ing of racing surfaces, there is a need to 
understand what is done to the surface and 
how these surfaces are used,” the white 
paper states. “The condition of a racing or 
training surface is a result of maintenance, 
material, weather and usage. A complete 
understanding of the surface can only be 
obtained if these factors are all included to 
understand the outcome in terms of the 
resulting surface performance.” 

In his report to the MTHA after the 
Laurel visit, Peterson said the results 


“should not lead to complacency,” and 
he recommended development of a sys¬ 
tematic tracking of daily maintenance of 
the Laurel dirt surface. MJC President 
Sal Sinatra said Biologically Applied 
Engineering would perform quarterly 
on-site reviews and that the MJC would 
employ recommended protocols. 

“Our [maintenance staff] worked very 
hard [on the surface renovation], and obvi¬ 
ously we need to continue this work,” 
Sinatra said. “We want the safest surface 
we can have for horses and riders. Without 
the surface you don’t have the horses.” 

MTHA President Tim Keefe agreed 
and commended the MJC for taking extra 
steps in what will be an ongoing and hope¬ 
fully educational process. 

“It’s important for all of us to realize 
the importance of the racing surface and 
make sure it’s properly maintained,” he 
said. 

Like much in the horseracing industry, 
progress requires a change in culture-not 
an easy accomplishment. Five years ago at 
the Welfare and Safety of the Racehorse 
Summit, Peterson said research indicated 
that a small number of tracks had system¬ 
atic maintenance programs; regular testing 
of surfaces was the exception; investment 
in surfaces was reactive rather than proac¬ 
tive; and that when improvements were 
made, the investment was minimal. 

“We need to provide technical support 
to raise the bar for every track in the indus¬ 
try,” he said at the time. 

MTHA officials said they are satis¬ 
fied that important steps are being taken 
to ensure consistency, and ultimately 
improved safety, in Maryland racing sur¬ 
faces. ^

Leger-Gl at Doncaster, and one day later 
Bettina Jenney’s homebred Mrs. Lindsay 
defeated older runners in the 164th Prix 
Vermeille-Gl at Longchamp in France. 
Both runners were foaled at Jenney’s 
Derry Meeting Farm in Unionville. 

A son of Dynaformer, Lucarno was 
out of Strawbridge’s homebred Vignette, 
a daughter Diesis (GB) who once won 
a stakes at 5Vi furlongs. The St. Leger, 
the world’s oldest classic, was run at the 
grueling distance of more than VA miles, 
and questions of Lucarno’s stamina abil¬ 
ity abounded before the race. Trained by 
John Gosden, the colt won by a length. 
Strawbridge quipped to reporters after the 
race: “I’m used to steeplechasers running 
over 3 miles, so this was a sprint to me!” 

Jenney’s Mrs. Lindsay, a daughter of 
Theatrical (Ire) and Vole Vole Monamour, 
was the result of five generations born at 
Derry Meeting, beginning with champion 
Mrs. Penny, bred by Bettina’s late husband

Marshall Jenney out of a mare he pur¬ 
chased in 1976 named Tananarive (GB). 
I Magna Entertainment Corp. (MEC) 
exercised its option to buy out the 
remaining interests in Maryland’s two 
major Thoroughbred tracks-Laurel 
Park and Pimlico-from Joe and Karin 
De Francis. MEC had purchased slightly 
more than 50 percent of both tracks in 


November 2002, and acquired the option 
to buy the remaining shares at any time 
within the next five years. 

I A profile on legendary photographer, 
writer, Chronicle of the Horse editor and 
National Sporting Library director Peter 
Winants was provided by Joe Clancy. 
“Steeplechasing’s master chronicler,” at 
age 81, lived in semi-retirement in Rec- 
tortown, Va., and remained a mentor to 
many in the industry. The Maryland native 
had a rich history, both with family (fol¬ 
lowing the death of his father Garet when 
he was 5 years old, his mother married 
esteemed horseman S. Bryce Wing), and 

| his lifetime of racing experiences. 

| ■ The figures were in, and despite mod¬ 
est numbers at its inaugural meet held that 
September, the future looked promising 
for Presque Isle Downs. “All in all, it was 
a productive meet,” said Mark McDer¬ 
mott, executive secretary of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Horse Breeders Association. “Hors¬ 
es shipped in from all over the country, 
and the racing was very competitive; races 
filled [averaging 8.79 starters per race].” 

Daily attendance was reported at 
2,851, and daily on-track wagering aver¬ 
aged $58,257. 


75years ago 

I Humphrey S. Finney noted in a let¬ 
ter to readers of The Maryland Horse : “As 
the editor has found himself more and 
more involved in work that is directly in 
connection with our all-out War Effort 
it has been deemed wise to combine the 
November-December issues. . . If we find 
ourself having to spend more and more 
time in war work it may well be that we 
shall continue to publish on a bi-monthly 
basis.” 

I The quality of racing at Pimlico did 
not diminish due to the war. Mrs. John 
Hertz’ 2-year-old colt Count Fleet came 
in and ran away with the Pimlico Futurity, 
while Calumet Farm’s Whirlaway won the 
Pimlico Special in a walkover. “Whirlaway, 
who this year swept aside Seabiscuit’s 
money-winning record and soared on 
to heights which no horse ever before 
had approached, made no less than five 
appearances in Maryland,” wrote Don 
Reed.

PIMLICO 






25years ago 

I The seventh Maryland Million, held 
at Pimlico, broke records for handle and 
attendance ($3,817,957 and 24,777, which 
included figures from Laurel Park). Eleven 
stallions were represented by winners on 
the 12-race card (Deputed Testamony 
had two, Classic winner Reputed 
Testamony and Maiden Turf winner Silent 
Testamony). 

One of the stars of the season, 

Brilliant Brass (by Marine Brass), com¬ 
peted in the 6-furlong Distaff and over¬ 
came numerous obstacles to get the win: it 
was not her preferred distance, she had to 
overcome a stumble at the start when she 
nearly unseated Edgar Prado and grabbed 
a quarter, tearing off a shoe, yet put in a 
relentless rally over the wet track to get up 
for her sixth stakes win of the year. 

I Trainer Richard Small had a filly eligible 
for the Maryland Million, but when he 
was unable to make satisfactory arrange¬ 
ments to saddle the temperamental Star 
Minister at Pimlico, he called an audible 
and shipped her to Philadelphia Park 
that same afternoon. Robert Meyerhoff’s 
daughter of Deputy Minister easily cap-

tured the Grade 2 Cotillion Handicap, 
her fourth stakes win of her 3-year-old 
season. 

I The success of Triple Crown con¬ 
tender Dance Floor, the New Jersey-bred 
Horse of the Year at 2 who finished third 
in the Kentucky Derby-Gl, led to a visit 
with Bill Purdey of Greenfields Farm. 
Purdey provided the story of the historic 
Colts Neck, N.J., farm founded by his 
grandfather William H. LaBoyteaux in 
1937. Among LaBoyteaux’s most notable 


achievements was breeding the top race 
mare Imperatrice, the granddam of Sec¬ 
retariat. 

I Coin Collector’s win in the West Vir¬ 
ginia Breeders Classics’ featured event 
was the fourth in four years for the Casey 
family. Quickly proving to be one of the 
all-time best West Virginia-breds, the 
3-year-old Coin Collector was bred and 
owned by John Casey and trained by his 
brother Jim Casey. Their father, James W 
Casey, stood the colt’s sire Weshaam. 

The Caseys had won the Classic twice 
with Taylor Mountain (1989, 90) and Nice 
Ainit (1991). 

I Rubiano’s performance in the Vos- 
burgh Stakes-Gl stamped him as the best 
sprinter in the country. Ridden by Julie 
Krone, the gray Virginia-bred son of 
Fappiano was trapped along the rail well 
into the stretch before being pulled to the 
outside and producing a tremendous rally 
to collar defending Breeders’ Cup Sprint- 
G1 champion Sheikh Albadou (GB) and 
Salt Lake. Trainer Scotty Schulhofer sent 
out the Centennial Farms runner to his 
eighth victory in his last nine starts. It was 
announced that after the Breeders’ Cup, 
Rubiano would retire to stud at Lane’s 
End Farm in Kentucky. 


50years ago 

I Allaire duPont’sWoodstock Farm 
in Chesapeake City, Md., was quickly 
challenging Sagamore Farm as the focal 
point of the state’s breeding industry. Her 
trio of stallions, led by former Canadian 
stallion Nearctic (sire of Northern 
Dancer), was an incredible achievement, 
but just a small part of the Woodstock 
Farm story. “Vast numbers of the farm’s 
1,250 acres have, during the past 10 
months, been converted from open fields 
to horse pastures - each surrounded 
by the finest of board fences. New 
broodmare barns have been constructed 
to complement the four-stall stallion barn. 
New roads have been laid out and hard- 
surfaced,” wrote editor Snowden Carter. 

Woodstock also was home to duPont’s 
champion Kelso, who at age 10 was in 
training for dressage and the show ring 
with duPont’s daughter Lana. And one 
of the nation’s top racemares of 1967, 
Politely, whose wins included that year’s 
inaugural Matchmaker Stakes at Atlantic 
City, was born at the farm. 

I Jerold C. Hoffberger, president of 
the National Brewing Company, was

rewarded with his first stakes winner 
when steeplechaser Irish Hammer, whom 
he had purchased two years earlier, 
won Aqueduct’s Charles L. Appleton 
Memorial Handicap. The sportsman, 
also a principal stockholder in the 
Baltimore Orioles, was gradually building 
up his stable. And he gained national 
exposure in the Thoroughbred industry 
the previous year when arranging the 
syndication of Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness winner Kauai King. 
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History Lessons 

The Birth of the Equestrian Sports Photographer

W hether you love or hate to take self- 
ies, it is hard to imagine a time before 
photography and the easy access we 
now have to the news, sports, and images of 
them. From the first static images, human 
imagination has turned the camera towards 
everything from the epic to the mundane. A 
breakneck evolution of photography has 
continued to advance since the first grainy, 
permanent photographic image was pro¬ 
duced circa 1827. Developments saw stiff 
portraits become sharp-as-a-tack studies of 
motion within 50 years, and the twentieth 
century brought the wide-spread distribution 
of them. 

Beginning with the patenting of the tin¬ 
type, by American innovator Hamilton Smith 
in 1856, photographic portraiture was quick¬ 
ly popularized across the United States. The 
medium allowed for the production of an 
image within minutes and gave rise to itiner¬ 
ant photographers who traveled from town- 
to-town, capturing affordable portraits of 
people and their prized possessions such as 
the horse. 

It was difficult to produce sharp images 
with early methods of photography, since 
they required the sitter to be motionless for 
extended periods of time. The very nature of 
the medium dictated that the results were 
stiff and posed compositions. 

How then did we come to really under¬ 
stand what a horse looks like when it is jump¬ 
ing, trotting, or galloping through photogra¬ 
phy? The immediate answer that might come 
to mind is the name, Eadweard Muybridge. 
His 1877-8 series of photographic studies 
revolutionized the way the world views the 
horse, other animals, and humans in motion. 

As the story goes, famed photographer 
Muybridge was hired in 1872 by the entrepre¬ 
neur and horse breeder Leland Stanford, 
auspiciously to setde a bet about whether or 
not all four hooves of a galloping horse were 
simultaneously off the ground at any time 
during the sequence of the gait. The question 
was a photographic paradox. In the 1870s, 
the medium remained an inherently slow and 
precise process. How could one reliably cap¬ 
ture motion with it? 
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In response, Muybridge devised an indus¬ 
trious and pioneering setup of 12 large-for¬ 
mat glass plate cameras spaced apart (Later 
studies were done with twenty cameras). He 
outfitted the cameras with innovative and 
reliable shutters of his own design, tripwires, 
and plates coated with an extremely light- 
sensitive emulsion. The combination made a 
1/500 second exposure possible. 

The technological breakthrough led to a 
cascade of other camera and film innova¬ 
tions within the following decades, for both 
consumer-grade and professional equipment 
and film. Gelatin silver prints replaced large 
and breakable wet-plate negatives and freed 
photographers from requiring access to on¬ 
site makeshift dark rooms. Cameras became 
smaller, and the introduction of the Speed 
Graphic press camera in the 1890s became 
the go-to for professional photojournalists 
until the 1960s. Press cameras were able to 
attain a speed of 1/1000 second exposure, 
accommodate film holders of up to 12 
images at a time, and take a wide variety of 
lenses, making them ideal for the challenges 




presented by capturing images of fast-paced 
equestrian sporting events. 

The implementation of the national wire- 
photo service by the 1920s made it possible 
to disseminate notable and newsworthy 
images across the country with ease. Photo¬ 
journalists raced to get the best shots, devel¬ 
op the photos in the field, and send them via 
portable transmitters over long distance 
phone lines. What once took days instead 
took minutes. 

In the 1940s, the first photo-finishes for¬ 
ever changed the way races were decided. 
The strip-camera technology that made these 
images possible was supported by the horse 
racing industry to reduce cheating and regu¬ 
late equestrian sports, as gambling gained 
popularity. 

Within a century, innovation in cameras, 
films, and distribution revolutionized the way 
that we see the horse and equestrians, at rest 
and in motion. An eager audience witnessed 
the explosion of sports photography images 
—which completely overtook illustration dur¬ 
ing the 20th century. ^
